Lonpon, Dec. 6.—Europe talks about the 


‘two Presidents to-day and of very little else. It 


has never before seen half so full an abstract of 
the Presidential message wired over the same 
day as appeared in the afternoon papers to-day. 
It came too late for much comment in the press, 
but politicians and merchants, so far asI can 
gather from their talk to-night, seem somewhat 
biue over the apparent prospect of American 
tariff reduction. Word has been passed round 
during the last two years that American free 
trade, so far from opening new marfets for Eng- 
land, would most likely put her to desperate 
fighting to hold the markets she has got. Two 
years ago such a message as Mr. Cieveland’s 
would have been received with great satisfac- 
tion. Now it rather frightens Englishmen as 
opening up something new, untried, and un- 
promising in the future. 

To read the papers, one would think that M. Sadi 
Carnot had all along been one of the most popu- 
lar men in Euyope. Allthe correspondents are 
telling how clearly they foresaw his greatness. 
Asa matter of fact, Carnot only rose within a 
fortnight. Before that the bulk of public men 
Enew him only by sight. I was told to-day bya 
man who certainly ought to Know that the new 
President is in favor of the Panama Canal 
scheme and that Ferry’s backers ran over to 
him on this account. The truth of this I do not 
Know. 

The most melancholy picture is drawn of the 
state of affairs in the new, gaunt, unfurnished 
Avenue d’Iiéna mansion of the Grévy house- 
hold. The family is distracted. Wilson, grown 
Old and gray inthe last month, his shoulders 
bent, and with a black skull cap, opens the door 
himself for visitors and explains that they have 
not had time to get servants yet. Grévy sits in 
8S room by himself, andis said to be much aged 
and broken. Still, he praises the wisdom of the 
Republicans in joining on Carnot, and says it is 
the best evidence of the lasting strength of the 
republic yet given. 

Of English news there is nothing more inter- 
esting than tne determination to give Alfred 
Sinnell, the young law writer who has just died 
in @ hospital from the effects of a charge by 
mounted police in Trafalgar-square on Nov. 20, 
&@ public funeral next Sunday. The rendezvous 
is to be Trafalgar-square. The Bishop of Lon- 
don will be asked to officiate, and all the Liberal 
members of Parliament for the metropolis will 
be invited to attend. The whole thing will be 
as impressive and vast as it is possible to 
make it. 

On the Continent there is a sudden recrudes- 
cence of the war scare, based on reports of 
wholesale movements of Russian troops. These 
alarms are likely to come up from time to time 
till Spring. 

The handsome steam screw yacht Lady Tor- 
frida, Capt. Trayner, of 400 tons, 175 horse 
power, and capable of steaming 15 knots an 
hour, arrived in Queenstown Harbor yesterday 
from Colchester, and moored in the yachting 
ground, Where she awaits the arrival of Mr. 
Brown, a New-Yorker, who recently purchased 
herfrom Sir William Pierce, of Glasgow, for 
Whom she was specially built by John Elder & 
Co,, on the Clyde, in 1883. The Lady Torfrida 
is @ beautiful pleasure yacht, and will be.a 
great addition to the New-York fleet. 


RUSSIA THREATENING AUSTRIA. 
THE CZAR’S TROOPS CONCENTRATING 
ALONG THE GALICIAN FRONTIER. 

BER tn, Dec. 6.—There is a renewal here 
of the ramors that Russia is concentrating a mil- 
itary force along the Austrian frontier. These 
rumors have revived the feeling of uneasiness 
concerning Russia’s intentions. 

The Post says: ** The reports of the assembling 
of Russians onthe Galician frontier evoke ap- 
prebensions of a blow against Austria. Whether 
that blow—which is not intended with the view 
of attaining ends wherein Germany has never 
opposed Russia, but for other further-reaching 
purposes—will admit Germany’s remaining at 
peace for any length of time, is a question waich 
doubtiess Russia has long since answered.” 

The Boerse was weak and irregular to-day on 
account of an unfavorable view taken by the 
Pester Lloyd of the relations between Austria 
and Russia. Russian securities of 1871 and 


4873 receded 42 percent. and other foreign se- 
curities 42 to 44 per cent. 

Tuere is an uncontirmed rumor that Germany 
and Austria have sent a joint note to St. Peters- 
burg asking Russia to explain the meaning of 
trvops on her frontier. 


Vienna, Dec. 6.—The Fremdenblatt says 
that the Russian military measures on the front- 
jer are at variance with the general desiie for 
peace aud the hopes thereof caused by the 
meeting of the Emperors of Germany and Rus- 
Sia in Berlin. ‘*We must wait,” says the paper, 
“to see to what extent the Berlin meeting will 
influence these measures, which possibly were 
decided upou under different apprehensions. 
The recent speech from the German throne, in 
which the Emperor showed that he was not in- 
chined to disturb the peace of his neighbors, was 
sufficient for Austria, but any further gathering 
Of Russians on our frontier will compel us to 
take similar measures iu order that we may not 
be behind. Russia’s preparatious are threaten- 
ing and are totally unprovoked.” 

A Berlin letter pubiished in the Politische Cor- 
respondenz asserts that the recent Russian cav- 
alry movementsin the vicinity of the Austrian 
frontier were due to the scarcity of forage in the 
disiricts in which the cavalry had been sta- 
tioned. 

The rally on the Boerse due tothe election of 
M. Carnot as President of France was only 
transient. Prices fell to-day on the rumors that 
Russiaa troops were being wassed on the fron- 
tier. Inthe evening Austrian and Hungarian 
rentes fell heavily and gold rose. 

The Peste- Lloyd says: “The situation is un- 
deniably most serious. Russia’s attitude is so 
threuteuing that we canuot but think that war 
is inevitable.”

PRESIDENT CARNOT’S PLANS. 
M. GOBLET LIKELY TO BE PREMIER— 
CARNOT AND CLEMENCEAU AGREE. 


Paris, Dec. 6.—It is expected that M. 
Goblet will be Prime Minister in the new 
Cabinet, and that M. Flourens will retain the 
portfolio of Minister of Foreign Affairs. The 
Chambers have adjourned until Saturday. 

A subscription has been started to raise a 
fund for the purpose of erecting a monument 
tothe great Carnot, grandfather of the new 
President. 

The extremists still continue to oppose the 
retention of Gen. Saussier as Governor of Paris. 

President Carnot in an interview with M. 
Clémenceau to-day insisted upon the necessity 
of aunion of all the Republicansin the Chambers, 
first, to show foreigners that Republicans can 
agree, and second, in order that they may vote 
an honest and sincere ,budget. M. Carnot said 
he was under no illusion that he had been 
chosen as President for his own merits. He had 
an earnest desire to do his duty and sink 
self on every occasion when his _ per- 
sonal views might conflict with the pub- 
lic interest. While admitting that there must 
always exist two great republican parties, 
the President said it would be possible 
in elections for them to unite against their com- 
mon enemy the monarchists. M. Clémerceau 
fully indorsea the President’s views. He dep- 
recated the idea of taking men from the various 
groups to form the Cabinet, irrespective of their 
platforms. He said a union of the parties could 
be better effected onthe adoption of certain 
principles as a basisof action. The accord be- 
tween Presidsnt Carnot and M. Clémenceau 
is > gen as a good omenof the future ofthe re- 
public. 

The President to-day received M. Ribot and 
other leading politicians. 

President Carnot has indicated that a general 
io tg will probably be held toward the end of 


St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 6.—The Journal de 
St. Pétersbourg congratulates France upon the 
election of M. Carnotas President. but condemns 
the mob orators for using Russia’s name for po- 
litical purposes.

EVENTS IN IRELAND. 
DuBLIN, Dec. 6.—Lord Mayor Sullivan, 
who was convicted of publishing in his paper, 
the Nation, accounts of proclaimed meetings of 
the National League and sentenced to two 
months’ imprisonment, has been removed to 


the Tullamore Jail in order to prevent his hold- 
ing daily levees, as he was doing in the jail here. 

The police are actively endeavoring to arrest 
Mr. Gilhooly, member of Parliament for Cork, 
who has taken refuge with Mr. Pyne, in Lisfinny 
Castle, which is prepared to defy the police. 
Mr. Gilhooly, it is believed, intends to escape 
from the castle to-night.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
BERNE, Dec. 6.—The National Council 
has elected M. Kurz, of Aargan, President, and 
M. Ruffy, of Lausanne, Vice-President of that 
body. Both are Radicals. 


MELBOURNE, Dec. 6.—A match has been 
made between Clifford and Kemp torow for the 


championship on Feb. 11. Hanlan has issued a 
challenge for a match with either Clifford or 
Kemp for $2,500 aside. 


ATHENS, Dec. 6.—M. Tricou pis, the Prime 
Minister, has submitted to the Chambers a bill 
by which the Government will obtain $2,040,- 
060 from the national and other banks for the 
payment of the coupons falling due on Jan. 1. 


St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 6.—It is officially 
announced that foreign joint stock companies 
hitherto trading in Russia under licenses of the 
financial authorities must obtain legal impe- 
rial licenses before May, 1888, or otherwise they 
will be compelled to liquidate by January, 1889. 


MunicH, Dec. 6.—The President of the 
Chamber of Deputies has introduced a resolu- 
tion expressing sympathy with Emperor Will- 
iam and Crown Prince Frederick William. The 
resolution says: ‘‘ We admire the Crown Prince’s 
moral couragein facing a severe illness, His 
atrength of mind justifies the hope of his recov- 
ery. All unite in wishing that God will protect 
both the Emperor and the Crown Prince.” 


Romer, Dec. 6.—Father Claver, who was 
canonized by the Pope yesterday, was a distin- 
tingzuished Spanish wissionary. He was born in 
1572 and died at Carthagena, South America, in 
1654. He labored for many years among the 
slaves, and was known as the apostle of the ne- 
groes. 

The Japanese Envoy to-day presented to the 
Pope an autograph letter from the Emperor of 
Japan, and on behalf of the Emperor offered 
covugratulations on the Pope’s jubilee. His 
Holiness conferred upon the Envoy the Grand 
Cross of Pius IX. 


Maprip, Dec. 6.—Germany, Austria, and 
Italy have agreed toraise their Ministers here 
to the rank of Ambassadors, and England is ex- 
pected to follow. This is a step toward the 
recognition of Spain as a great power. 


,BERLIN, Dec. 6.—The Reichstag commit- 
tee having the Corn bill in charge bas decided to 
advise the ultimate rejection of the measure, 
though it is willing to consent to the bill being 
read a second time. 


MR. NIGHIINGALE’S CHARGES. 


A BREEZE IN TWO FEDERAL OFFICES 
IN BOSTON. 

Boston, Dec. 6.—J. W. Nightingale, 
special officer of the United States, has been in 
the city recently pursuing a quiet investigation. 
As a result of his labors he has brought charges 
against the management of the United States 
Marshal’s Office and against Commissioner Hal- 
lett. The charge against the Marshal’s office is 
tbat of constructive mileage. Deputy Marshal 
Galloupe is implicated in the charges. In rela- 
tion to this matter Mr. Galloupe said: 

“Some time ago I issued 80 warrants for 
illegal voting. I arrested two or three persons, 
and then discovered that the men were all of 
the highest respectability and had unwittingly 


voted illegally. I knew that they would appear 
in court When summoned, and the Chief Deputy 
furnished me with materials to write them to 
come te court. The cunstructive mileage 
amounted to about $300, and this is all there is 
in controversy. Since Gen. Banks came into 
office my duty has been the service of important 
papers and precepts. Thirty-five thousand of 
these pers have been served, and we have 
never lost acent or been sued, After the pre- 
cepts were served it was the practice to return 
them to the Marshal, state the fucts to him, and 
he and one of the Chief Deputies would tax the 
fees as they deemed fit and proper. I was never 
consulted in the matter. Mr. Nightingale has 
eharged me with constructive mileage. I have 
only this to suy: Asfaras I am coucerned, his 
report is a misstatement from beginning to end, 
Thereis Lota wordoftruthinit. Thereport was 
made wholly out of revenge for a little wordy 
ditticeulty we had when I refused to testify to 
things he wanted me to regarding the gies ae and 
his oftice. In view of any attempt to remove the 
Marsabal, Nightingale will be summoned here to 
prove bis charges.” 

Commissioner Hallett was disinclined to say 
very much. He did, however, say: ‘The eriti- 
cisin of Mr. Nightingale upon certain acts of 
mineare withoutfoundation. Had the examiner 
conferred with the United States Attorney, he 
would have found out that the Attorney assumed 
the whole responsibility of the matters alleged 
against me.’’ 

Mr. Nightingale’s hotel bill for the month he 
was in Buston was $369 50. 

WILL FIGHT THE ROYALTY. 

JOLIET, IIL, Dec. 6.—There is a strong 
sentiment growing among the barb wire man- 
ufacturers of this city which is shared by some 
of the manufacturers in St. Louis and other 
Western cities against paying royalty to the 
Washburn Moen Company of Worcester, Mass., 
while so many unlicensed firms are allowed to 
Tun and pay nu royalty. Judge Treat’s decision 
at St. Louis two years ago was averse to the 
validity of the Washburn & Moen patents, and 
since that time a great many moonshining estab- 
lishments have sprung up throughout the dis- 
trict coming under the Judge’s jurisdiction. 
Washburn & Moen are understood to be 
pressing the unlicensed firms in the higher 
courts, but the manufacturers here are 
growing restiess, and one of the most 
prominent among thet said to-day that it was 
the intention to form a poo] and contest the 
validity of the patents. If the matter culmi- 
nates the Joliet manutacturers will be joined by 
the licensed firme in St. Louis, and they will 
spend the money in law that they now pay 
Washburn & Moen as royalty. It is further 
claimed that this move is a necessity or the 
licensed milis will have to shut down, as they 
cannot compete with those who do not have to 
pay any royalty.

ON UNDERGROUND TRACKS 


RAPID TRANSIT BY A TUNNEL 
ASSURED, 

THE CAPITAL SECURED AND CONSENTS 
OBTAINED FOR AN UNDERGROUND 
RAILWAY BY THE ELM-STREET ROUTE. 

New-York is to have an underground rail- 
road. With no loud proclamations of the inten- 
tion, but quietly and unobtrusively, the plans 
have been perfected, the route determined, the 
consents of property ownersin ample sufficiency 
obtained, and the necessary capital subscribed 
for the building of an underground railroad by 
which one may travel from the City Hall to the 

Grand Central Station in seven minutes, And 


ali this has been done without, as yet, the organ- 
ization of a company. 


A four-track railway, running express trains 
on the middle tracks and local trains on the out- 
side tracks, is to be butlt from the Post Office, 
through Elm-street and Fourth-avenue to Forty- 
second-street. Embarked in the enterprise, 
according to THe Time&s’s informant, are W. K. 
Vanderbilt, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Chauncey M. 
Depew, Orlando B. Potter, John Jacob Astor, 


William W. Astor, the Rhinelanders, the Loril- 

lards, and many other representative people. 

But more than enough has been given to assure 

the financial support without which any under- 

— railway scheme would never reach frui- 
on. 

The plan is said to havetaken form simul- 
taneously with the project to widen Elm-street 
aud extend it through to a junction with Fourth- 
avenue at or near Astor-place. Against the 
Broadway scheme it was said there would be a 
never-ending opposition from  eontiguous 
property owners, besides which it would be 50 
per cent. more expensive than a line either side 
of and parallel with Broadway. And, further- 
more, the contemplated Elm-street improve- 
ment would afford the most favorable oppor- 
tunity for the building of such a road without 
delay to or interference with the great tide of 
traffic daily pouring through the main thorough- 
fares that the city could ever hope to see. 

At any rate, the Elm-street and Fourth-avenue 
route was chosen and eugineers of declared high 
standing were called upon to submit plans for 
the proposedroad. The projectors of the enter- 
prise conferred with the Board of Street Open- 
ing and Improvement and agreed to build, at no 
expense to the city, a subterranean tunnel in 
connection with the railway tunnel, in which all 
the various underground pipes are to be run, 
and that feature was ek in the plans. 
These have been perfected over two months, 
and, as generally described. by THE Timks’s in- 
formant, provide for the four-track road men- 
tioned, with stations every four or five blocks 
for the way trains and double that distance for 
the express trains, the stations to be 400 feet 
long, They will/be entered variously from the 
street direct and from stations in buildings along 
- route, a8 circumstances have seemed to re- 
quire. 

Underneath the tracks the subway tunnel will 
be built, with separate apartments for steam, 
gas, Water, and electric wire pipes, and sewers, 
tramways upon which to 1un pipe into the tun- 
nels, and stations at various places along the 
line for the storage of tools and supplies, and 
by way of which the tunnel may be entered for 
ail needful purposes. The whole route is, fur- 
thermore, to be made bright as day by electric 
lights. As a motive power, it is said that either 
electricity or fireless steam engines will be em- 
ployed. The preference will be given to elec- 
tricity if by the time the road is ready to 
be put in operation the electric engine shall 
have become practical and reliable. By the 
tireless steam engine, which is the traction 
power employed on some of the European 
roads, a sufficient quantity of superheated steam 
is stored with water, which, by a mechanical ar- 
rangement, it gradually converts into steam suf- 
ficient to maintain for the necessary period a 
pressure of from 80 to 120 pounds to the square 
inch, thus affording all requisite power. The 
tunnel will be of brick, and the entire structure, 
including subway road, rolling stock, and equip- 
ment, is calculated to cost not more than $2,009,- 
000 a mile. John O’Brien is said to have em- 
barked in the Elm-street enterprise. His firm, 
O’Brien & Clark, who are building some 14 wiles 
of the new Croton Aqueduct, have figured upon 
the plans and are said to be satistied that the 
figures quoted, $2,v00,000 a mile, are ample for 
the completion of the entire road. 

For the present the intentions of the promoters 
are confined to the route indicated. But should 
the planus for the opening up of an extension of 
the new Elm-street through the blocks between 
Nassau and William streets to Maiden-lane be 
adopted, as it is believed they will be, then the 
underground road will be continued through the 
whole extent of the intended improvement. It 
is supposed that the building of the rvad will 
require fully two years, because, although of 
itself it would not require above half that time, 
itcan only proceed in pace with the widening 
and cutting through the blocks of the new east 
side thoroughfare. And any and all extensions 
of the underground road up the island will only 
be undertaken after this tirst section shall have 
been eompleted and putin operation. 

The promoters are proceeding under the gen- 
eral laws of the State governing such enter- 
prises, andin fultillment of their requirement 
that the owners of two-thirds of the contiguous 
property consent to the proposed road, they 
have already obtained the consent of the owners 
of seven-elghths of the property along the pro- 
posed route. All that remains to be done, pre- 
paratory to beginning operations, is merely the 
organization of their company under the gen- 
eral railway lawa and the payment of 20 per 
cent. of the already subscribed for capital stock 
into the company treasury. These the people 
interested are prepared to do at a momeunt’s 
notice. 

The enterprise depends now solely upon the 
adoption by the Common Council of the plans 
of the Board of Street Opening and Improve- 
ment for the widening and extension of Elm- 
street. These plans have been agreed upon by 
all the members of the board save Mayor 
Hewitt, and, while he is personally said to be 
in favor of the scheme, he 1s at present diligent- 
ly employed in study upon the plans,in com- 
pany with the Commissioner of Public Works, 
Gen. Jobn Newton, being desirous that no ill- 
cousidered plans involving the large expendi- 
ture required by the Elm-street improvement 
shall be made during his administration. Of 
the paramount necessity of this improvement 
lower Broadway yesterday noon aflordea 
ample proof. A horse attached to a heavily. 
loaded truck,in protest against the cruelty of 
his master, balked at Fulton-street, and before 
he could, with the aid of a horse-car team, be 
budged from the track, Broadway, from Fulton 
to Morris-street, became blockaded with cars 
and traffic wagons, so that it was impassable 
for vehicles from the side streets, which in 
turn tilled up with teams, and the tangle and 
jam were not entirely relieved for nearly an 
hour. 
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PRINTERS’ TROUBLES IN OHICAGO. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 6.—The employing printers 
of the city have issued an ultimatum to the com- 
positors who have lately been on strike. Before 
they will be employed they must sign a paper 
renouncing all allegiance to Typographical 
Union No. 16, and agree not to join any other 


union or association unless they give 60 days’ 
notice to the employers. The men s0 far have 
refused to sign the agreement. 

In response to a call of the union for a special 
meeting to discuss the attitude of the employers, 
700 union printers assembled to-night and 
unanimously resolved to fight the Typothetx to 
the bitterend, Every “chapel” in the city was 
represented, including the newspaper offices. 
The delegates of each reported their chapel as 
willing to stand almost any assessment to con- 
tinue the contest. A committee of 15 was ap- 
pointed to wait upon every trade organization 
and every Knight of Labor assembly in the city 
and svlicit moral and financial support. Meas- 
ures were taken to arrange an entertainment for 
the benefit of the strikers, and a movement was 
inaugurated to present the case from a union 
standpoint to all the labor papers throughout 
the country and enlist the active help of the In- 
ternational Typographical Union.

Association was heldin this city to-day, and was 
attended by members frora different parts of the 
State.

IN TORONTO. 


BRIBERY USED TO SECURE CITY CON- 
TRACTS FOR FIRE HOSE. 

ToRONTO, Ontario, Dec. 6.—The Mayor of 
Toronto at an early hour this morning showed 
the City Council statements teken from the 
books of the New-York Gutta Percha and Rub- 
ber Manufacturing Company, by which it ap- 
pears that from 1880 to 1887, while T. McIlroy, 
Jr., was the local manager of that company’s 
business, suns of their money were paid for 
bribery purposes to secure city contracts 
for fire hose. As it has always been 
generally supposed the City Council 
was never in any way influenced by 
boodle, the announcement naturally produced 
a sensation. The statement from the Gutta 
Percha Company included $100 paid by check to 


Alderman Pipes last year; an item of $100 to 
the same Alderman as commission, presumably 
on & contract; a numberof sums paid to ex- 
Alderman Farley, formerly Chairman of the 
Fire and Gas Committee of the Toronto City 
Council, including some election expenses. One 
item against W. J. Scarfe, a resident of Brant- 
ford, read as foliows: 


“Cash paid Taylor & Kennedy for W. J. Scarfe’s 
ne eam which charge to commission account, 

Another item was one of $190 to T. McTlroy, 
Jr., and a bill of $34 to a local tavern keeper in 
connection with the City Councii’s trip to Mon- 
treal. Some money was also paid to J. H. 
Beatty of Toronto for services in connection 
Pons the attempted removal of the duty on fire 

ose. 

A. Spadore, then President of the New-York 
Company, wrote to Mcliroy calling attention to 
certain checks, notes, and receipts, which he 
said he understood represented moneys loaned 
hy hen gd to the parties. The money thus 
*“‘loaned” belonged to the Gutta Percha and 
Rubber Manufacturing Company, and Mr. MclIi- 
roy had no authority to make such _ loans. 
Spadore wrote that the company should have to 
look to Meliroy forreimbursement. He asked 
McIlroy in this note to send acheck for the 
amounts with interest todate. McIlroy wrote 
the next day to Spadore concerning the pay- 
ment of the moneys. 

A. Hugel was for along time Mayor of Port 
Hope, and claimed a commission on hose sold to 
thattown. The draft and cash paid to Beatty 
were for expenses connected with the change of 
hose duties at Ottawa. Beatty was a wire- 
puller for the company, of which fact the com- 
pany was aware when making contracts with 
the Government and municipalities throughout 
the country. He had no doubt Piper would pay 
the check which the company held of his. He 
would see that the company lost nothing 
by Farley’s check if he had to pay it 
bimseif. The whole trouble arose out of the 
recommendation of the Fire and Gas Committee 
of the City Council to give McIlroy, who is not 
now connected with the New-York Gutta Percha 
and Rubber Company. a contract for fire hose. 
This month H. D. Warren, now President of the 
New-York company, wrote to the Mayorinclosing 
a letter received by him from McIlroy which par- 
touk of the nature of a threat in connection with 
the moneys spent for wrongful purposes. This 
led up to the exposing of the affair. The City 
Council threw out the recommendation of the 
Fire and Gas Committee and guve the contract 
to the New York company. 

Piper is the only Alderman in the Toronto City 
Council at present whose name is mentioned in 
connection with the scardal. 
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GOV. LEE SATISFIED. 


THE VIRGINIA COUPON DECISION AN- 
TICIPATED BY HIM. 
RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 6.—In reference to 
the effect of the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court, announced yesterday, in the 
Virginia cases, Goy. Lee to-night said that he 
had from the firet great confidence that the 
court would decide as it did; that the principles 
of the Legislative act in question had received 
the indorsement of many of the most learned 
lawyers in the State before its passage, and 


they with one voice agreed that any interfer- 
ence with it by the Circuit Judge of the Eastern 
District would be usurpation. Being convinced 
of that, he called an extra session of the Legis- 
lature and recommended its adoption. The 
Federal Judge did interfere, and has disappeared 
under the might of an almost unanimous court. 
He regards the decision as of the greatest inter- 
est to the safety of ail the States, for it has been 
well said that upon the safety of the States de- 
pends the safety of the Union. It practically 
settles the Virginia debt, for the creditors must 
now accept what Virginia bas the ability to pay, 
without increasing the taxes of her peuple, and 
such settlement being within her means, there 
will be no default of interest, for her obligations 
will be faithfully carried out.

COMMERCE’S GREAT PLAN 


STATEN ISLAND A HUGE TRANS- 
PORTATION DEPO!. 

A SCHEME TO UNITE THE FAR WEST 
THROUGH THIS PORT WITH ENG- 
LAND BIDDING FAIR TO SUCCEED. 

A grand scheme of international trans- 
portation, involving large local improvements, 
is now being putinto execution. It found its 
inception in the coming to these shores, early 
last year, of a number of English capitalists in 
search of American connections for their own 
extensive interests abroad. The enterprise is 
founded in the long-recognized and rapidly- 
growing {demand of Great Britain primarily, 
and all Europe generally, for the products of the 
American farms and pastures. Grain, flour, 
live and dressed meats, and timber Europe is re- 


ceiving in constantly increasing, quantity from 
the fertile lands of the New World. 

Animportant obstacle to the rapid develop- 
ment of the commerce in these products has been 
the number of middlemen necessary to inter- 
national transactions under the prevailing sys- 
tems and the inadequacy of the existing. facili- 
ties for carrying them out. To simplify these 
facilities and to bring the producer and the con- 
sumer closer together under a comprehensive 
system, which would result ina saving to both, 
seemed to the parties interested a legitimate 
field of enterprise, which, while it involved enor- 
mous investments in the first instance, prom- 
ised abundant success and returns upon the in- 
vestment. 

The Furness Railway Company of England, 
under the Presidency of the Duke of Devonshire, 
who is also largely interested as an owner, with 
a view to the development of the American 


trade, invested large sums in the improvement 
and preparation of the magnificent harbor of 
Barrow, the western terminus of its line on the 
Irish Sea. It is 50 miles nearly due north of 
Liverpool, and only 52 miles further distant from 
New-York than Liverpool is. Its rail way connec- 
tions with the densely populated manufacturing 
districts of England and Scotland are equal to 
those of Liverpool in every respect and superior 
iu many, Here at Barrow the Furness Railway 
Company has built a system of docks and quays 
capable of accommodating an immense cou- 
merce and of almost unlimited possibilities of 
expansion. There are vow cumplete four large 
docks, called the Devonshire, Buccleuch, Caven- 
dish, and Ramsden, after sume of the principal 
proprietors, and all connected by wide, deep 
chaunels. These docks contain 274 acres of 
water and 400 acres of quay space, 
and have a depth of water of from 
24 to 31 feet, according to the 
tides. A system of dry docks has been com- 
pleted, capable of raising a vessel of 3,500 tous 
in 50 minutes, and allowing of a vessel being 
raised, cleaned, painted, and lowered within 12 
hours at any state of the tide. Steel and iron 
works, shipyards, jute works, and corn mills, 
the largest of their kind in the kingdom, are al- 
ready in operation, affording employment to a 
population of over 60,000, which is rapidly on 
the increase. Along both sides of Cavendish 
Basin, which is nearest the entrance to the har- 
bor, landing wharves, slaughter houses, cattle 
lairs, chill rooms, and yards have been con- 
structed, which are superior in their extent and 
facilities to those of nearly all other English 
ports, and are excelled by none. 

With these facilities there was wanting only 
the American connection to set in motion a tide 
of commerce capable of using these facilities to 
® profitable extent. Ali England lay bebind 
them an incomparable market and only the 
merchandise must wanted wag lacking. Lines 
of communication and traffic already existed be- 
tween England and America, but the facilities 
of handling, receiving, and distributing wer- 
chandise were intricate and expensive. It was 
in economizing en these that the projectors of 
this great enterprise expected to make their 
scheme successful and profitable, 

Accordingly, in May, 1886, the representatives 
of this extensive interest paid America a visit, 
and, having sowe interest in the Minnesota and 
Neortnwestern Railway, went immediately West 
and opened up communbication with A. Bb. Stick- 
ney, President of that road. To him the sugyes- 
tion of their iptentious came like an inspiration. 
He was bard at work trying to gain for bis road 
a protitable proportion of the traffic of the great 
Northwest. It was already running between 
Chicago and St. Paul, but part of the way over 
leased rouds and part by the [llinoia Central 
Road. But he was also busy about building the 
connecting links which would complete his road 
into tue Northwest and release him from de- 
pendence upon any other competing road and 
upon building an extension of bis road into the 
Southwest to tap the immense agricultural 
rexious of Iowa, Missouri, aud Kausas. He at 
ouce fell iu with the propositions of his English 
Visitors and opened up to them a scheme large 
in its possibilities and extremely practical in 
perspective—xat least, so 16 impressed the visit- 
ors—and after due deliberation and investiga- 
tion they determined to embark in it. 

The seheme as adopted included the reorgani- 
zation of the Minnesota and Northwestern und 
Chicago, Kausas City and St. Paul Ruads and 
their consolidation under one management; the 
establishing of stock yards, elevaters, Ware- 
houses and docks at or near New-York, and 
eventually the establishment of a new line of 
transatiantic steamers to ply between New-York 
and Barrow. The working out of such an elab- 
orate scheme would of necessity require much 
time; butit was at once begun, and grudually, 
quietly, and without extravagant dewonstra- 
tion the large intentions of the practical men 
engaged in the enterprise have been assuming 
tangible shape. The railroad building and 
extension continued; tunnels to shorten the 
north west route were begun and will be complete 
within a wouth from this date. and yesterday at 
St. Paul, where the general offices of the Minue- 
sota and Northwestern Railrvad are situated, a 
meeting was held for the purpose of consoli- 
dating the two roads under the uame of the Chi- 
cago, Kansas City and St. Paul Railway Cum- 
pany. 

A by no means trivia] part of the scheme was 
the acquisition of dock facilities and property 
for a stock vard in the immediate neighborhood 
of New-York. And of this problem the Balti- 
more and Obio Railway’s contemplated Staten 
Island project seewed to point the solution. 
Placing themselves in communication with J. 
Frank Emmons, President of the Staten Island 
Rapid Transit Railroad, the English capitalists, 
with Mr, Stickney at their head, began an in- 
vestigation of the prospects trom the Staten 
Island stundpoint. They found the projécted 
bridge across the Kill von Kull under contract 
and tbe terminusof the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
way system on Staten Island among the assured 
facts of the future. Fifty-one per cent. of the 
capital stock of the Staten Island Rapid Transit 
Railway Company had been taken by the 
Baltimore and Ohio Road, and $2,225,000 of 
second mortgage bonds of the same road had 
been guaranteed by the Baltimore and Obio. 
This was about as much evideuce as reasonable 
inen would require regarding the intentions of 
the Buaitimore and Ohio Company for the future, 
and they assured a direct railway route between 
Chicago, where the Stickney roads terminated, 
and Staten Island, where there were large dock- 
age and transportation facilities. Over this 
road grain ard stock and Hour and provisions 
could be taken without change of cars 
direct from anywhere along the routes 
of the Stickney roads to a depot on 
Staten Island. The information was con- 
clusive. It was determined to establish the 
docks, elevators, warehouses, and stock yards 
on Staten Island. When established the reor- 
ganized railway company would give through 
bilis of lading and warehouse receipts for stock, 
grain, provisions, and merchandise from any- 
where inthe West to Staten Island, thus en- 
ubling Western producers and stockmen to bor- 
row woney when necessary upon their shipments 
in the cheaper money markets of the East. 

In the same quiet manver in which all their 
proceedings had been thus far conducted, the 
Auglo-American syndicate proceeded to acquire 
the necessary property. President Stickney 
was so favorably impressed by the view from 
the south shore of Staten Island that he bought 
as aresidence for bis family au estate of 45 
acres, with a large, handsome mansion kuown as 
Hawkhurst, on the Fingerboard Road, In the 
Village of Edgewater, not far from Clifton. 

Then, in the name of Constantine W. Benson , 
one of the English members of the Directory of 
the Mirsnesota aundeNorthwestern Railroad, the 
syndicate tirst bought, for $14,000, a farm of 
212 acres in Soutbiield, lying on both sides of 
the Rapid Transit Road, a short distance above 
Court House. Here itis proposed to establish 
the contemplated stoek yards. The ground is 
low and level, lying just at the footof the hills 
overlooking the South Bay, and is admirably 
adapted for the purpose for which it is intended. 
The dock property was not so clreaply acquired. 
People had already conceived fantastic notions 
regarding the future of the island. President 
Roberts, of the Pennsylvania Road, bad been 
over the island only a short time before, and 
had oracularly remarked that the future of 
Staten Isiand was beyond the imagination of 
anv one. He bad said that some time within 
the no-distant future the people of Staten Island 
would awake to find the island a@ great city. 
His language gained quiet circulation among 
the owners of the island, and visions of large 
intentions ou the vart of the Pennsylvania 
Road began to fill their thoughts by day and 
their dreams by Light. This made dock prop- 
erty expensive, but although it came high, the 
Intervational Dock and Warehouse Company, as 
the Anglo-Awerican syndicate now began to call 
themselves, had to have it. But by carefully con- 
cealing their intentions under the modest name 
ot Constantine W. Benson, the warehouse com- 


pany Managed, in Noyember, 1886, to acquire 
rom three different proprietary interests about 
1,500 feet of water front at Clifton, known 
as the Vanderbilt Landing, and adjoin- 
ing the property of the Rapid Transit 
Railroad on the east. To one interest 
$13,500 was paid; to another, for a riparian 
right alone, $17,800, and to the third $35,000, 
making $66,300 paid for about 1,500 feet front 
of dock property, mostly under water. Here, 
under advice of Gen. John Newton and the en- 
gineers of the United States Army regarding 
their riparian rights, the warehouse company 
will next Spring begin, at an estimated expense 
of $1.500,000, the erection and extension of a 
system of docks out into deep water in the Nar- 
rows, to be followed, as soon as the work can be 
done, by the erection upon them of a largo grain 
elevator, Warehouses, and wharves. 

Vice-President Boyle, of the Minnesota and 
Northwestern Railway, yesterday said there 
was no question about the work going forward 
as rapidly as time and the nature of things 
would admit after the Winter was over. Capital 
in plenty was bebind the scheme and men of 
determination and wealth, with a detinite pur- 
pose in view, were urging the enterprise for- 
ward. The bridge across the Kill von kK &Ji, the 
building of which it was supposed would in- 
terrupted by the change in the affairs of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, is being pushed 
with all possible celerity by the Keystone Bridge 
Company, who. have the contract for its con- 
struction. The Staten Island pier of the bridge 
is way above water, as is also that on the New- 
Jersey shore, and gangs of men are at work on 
the two central piers. And President Stickney, 
who visited the works of the bridge company 
last month, said the iron work for the super- 
structure would be complete aa soon as the 
piers were able toreceiveit. The bridge ts un- 
der contract to be completed by June 1, and all 
parties interested say they have no doubt it will 
be completed on time. 

The fact that the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany is generally supposed to be interested with 
the Baltimore and Ohio in the Kill von Kull 
Bridge and the development of railway terminal 
facilities on Statan Island, has led to some 
speculation regarding the intentions of the 
former road, and some of the inquirers are bank- 
ingon the prospect of the Pennsylvania Road 
gradually establishing stations and wharves on 
the island tu which it will ultimately divert all 
its business. But that possibility is as yet 
merely a possibility to the outside world, 
whereas, the scheme of the Fur- 
ness Railway Company of England, 
the Chicago, Kansas City and St. Paul Railway 
Company of America, and the International Dock 
end Warehouse Company of both countries, 
which three corporations are closely allied 
through their stockhulders as well as by mutual 
interest andintentions, is in afair way of con- 
summation. The steamship feature of the en- 
terprise must of necessity come last, but, accord- 
ing to President J. Frank Emmons, of the Staten 
Isiand Rapid Transit Company, it is no less cer- 
tain than that which has been already accom- 
plished. 


DON M. DICKINSON. 


MICHIGAN’S REPRESENTATIVE IN THE 
PRESIDENTIAL CABINET. 

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 6.—Mr. Don M. 
Dickinson, the new Postmaster-General, was 
born at Port Ontario, N. Y., but was brought to 
Detroit when a mere child, where he has ever 
since resided. He is now.42 years old. Gradu- 
ating fromthe State University Law Depart- 
ment he began at once the practice of law in 
this city, in which he rapidly rose by his energy, 
industry, and ability to a foremost position -at 
the bar of Detroit, which he h olds at the present 
time. For 15 years be has been a conspicuous 
figure in State politics, and his course during 


that time has had many ups and downs. Prior 
to 1872 he had been identified with the Dem- 
ocrauic politics of Detroit, and had shown such 
energy that he was chosen Secretary of the 
Democratic State Central Committee, which ran 
the Greeley campaigu of 1872. Into this he en- 
tered heart and soul, having become wonder- 
fully enamored of bis leader, Mr. Greeley. But 
in Michigan as elsewhere the head of the ticket 
was slaughtered by treachery, indifference, and 
scarcely-concealed opposition. His position as 
Secretury furnished him opportunities for seeing 
all this, and the travic close of that disastrous 
canvass filled him with boiling indignation. He 
wrote a letter to the Chairman of the Stute Cen- 
tral Committee renouncing and denouncing the 
Democratic vert aud declaring that be would 
never vote thé Democratic ticket again. Hede- 
clared that Detnocrats revenged themselves on 
Mr. Greeley because he had tuld the truth about 
thei in previous years, and added these ringing 
words: ** I have more hope of the thieves than 
of the stolidly ignorant, who sway about the feet 
of truth, crying ‘Crucify bim! ‘ Cracify him!” 
But in 1876 Mr. Dickinson was won back to 
the party by his enthusiastic admiration for Mr. 
Tilden, and he has been its shrewdest leader in 
Michigan ever since. He most heartily espoused 
Mr. Cleveland's candidacy, and especially his 
avowed principles of reform in the eivil service, 
aud hus been lis unswerving friend from first to 
last. He is credited with the retaining of Roscoe 
Conkling to watch the electoral count in the city 
of New-York at the close of the election in 1884, 
a piece of characteristically shrewd management. 
He has been Mr. Cleveland’s most trusted ad- 
viser with reference to Michigan appointments. 
Mr. Dickinson is a gentlemen of pleasing ad- 
dress, great capacity for work, and an ability to 
getat the core of things that is seldom sur- 
passed. There is no question among wen of all 
parties where he is known of his superior fitness 
tor the position assigned him.

ITS READING LISTENED 10} 
WITH OLOSE AITENTION. 
THE NOVEL CHARACTER OF THE DOC-; 
UMENT COMMENDED — REPUBLICANS 

READY TO SHOUT THE OLD CRY. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.~—The annual mes-+ 
age of the President is rarely a communication 
that excites Conyress, and in that respect the 
message of President Cleveland, read this aft- 
ernoon in both houses, wasa startling novelty. 
All well-informed persons expected some strong 
utterances on the tariff question, but very few 
members, ven among the leading Democrats, 
could believe that it would treat of that 
subject only, and that in the most posl- 
tive manner. To, the readers of the 
New-York Tribune, who were promised a short 
time ago that it was to be four times as long as 
it is; that Secretary Bayard would have the 
lion’s share of it; that it wonld go over the 
usual rehash of department reports, and that is 
would treat the tariff gingerly, the message was 
indeed a disappointment. 

It was after 1 o’clock, and at the close of the: 
second recess that had been ordered in the 
House to allow the message to arrive, that Mr. 
Pruden, the President’s clerk, arrived with the 
large envelope containing the “‘ message in writ- 
ing.” The reading was listened to by a House 
half filled. At the tonclusion of the 
reading there was applause on both sides 
of the House, in which Randall and Wil 
kins, on the Democratic side, did not join. 
Mr. Randall, who had heard the message very 
attentively, was asked, after the adjournment, 
what he thought of it. He did not answer, but 
he looked as savage asa@meataxe. On the Re-! 
publican side, Mr. Reed was provoked to exces- 
sive jollity by the President’s utterances. 
* Why,” he said, ‘‘ the idea of asserting that the 
cost of domestic articles is increasd by the 
amount of the duty on similar article@ 
imported! Not even,Springer would make 
such an assertion as that.” Mujor McKinley of 


Ohio, was greatly depressed after he had heard 
the message read and had read itover again as 
he walked along Pennsylvania-avenue toward 
his hotel. “I had always insisted,” the Major 
aeclared, “that I did not believe Cleveland 
would be a candidate ror President again. Now 
IT am almost sure of it. This message settles 
the question beyond ail donbt.” The Demo-. 
crats appear to be satisfied with it, so 
far as it goes, but the North Carolina ard Vir- 
ginia Representatives are prompt ip expressing 
their fears that the attitude of the President on 
the internal revenue question will give those 
States to the Republicans. By far the larcer: 
proportion of the members on both sides of the’ 
House are disposed to walt before expressing 
opinions, either to read the message or to ascer- 
tain first what their favorite papers Rave to say 
about it. 

The President is indebted to no one for the 
suggestion that the message should treat of the 
tariff alone.; When he began to turn over the, 
Materials submitted for his consideration hoe 
had already been urgently requested by many 
Democrats to call an extra session of Congress 
to provide a way to check the rapidly accamu~ 
lating surplus in the Treasury. So eager was 
their demand that all other Questions were 
spoken of as of staall comparative consequence. 

e did not see the necessity for calling 
an extra session, when the time for a regular 
session Was so near, but he decided that if the 
tariff was the most urgent question a month ago 
it could not be regarded as less urgent now. 
With that view impressed upon his mind, he 
threw aside the rest of the material upon which 
he had hitherto constructed his messaces, and 
wrote to the Congress just as he would lave 
written if be bad called an extra session for the 
purpose of considering tariff revision alone. — 

Not many messages receive so much attention 
in the Senate as was paid to that which cawe 
from President Cleveland to-day. The attend- 
ance of Senators was very large, not more than 
feur or five seats being unoccupied, It was gen- 
erally understood in the chamber that the 
familiar cut-and-dried style would be departed 
from by the President, and there was 4 great 
deal of curiosity to know what the mes 
sage would contain and how it would be said, 
Assistant Secretary Pruden had not reached the 
Capitol with the message when the Senate was 
ready to receive it, and Mr. Harris wanted to 
introduce bills and present petitions while wait- 
ing, Mr. Hoar, however, thought itdwould be dis- 
respectful to the Chief Executive to go on with 
routine busines before hearing from him, and 
so the Senate took a recess until Mr. Pra- 
den appeared with a pagkaye of mannu- 
script under his arm. Then Mr. Ingalls 
rapped for order, and the message was 
received, It was prowply laid before the body 
and its reading begun by Secretary McCook, At 
thattime Messrs. Evarts and Hiscock were 
holding an animated conversation in acouspicu- 
ous place in the front row of seats, and 
Mr. Colquitt, in the Democratic. ** amen 
corner.” was chatting with big Representa- 
tive} Barnes of Georgia. Mr. Chace was 
folding a handkerchief about his neck to 
keep of draughts. Mr. Daniel, with an 
unlighted cigar in his mouth, was reading his 
mail, and Messrs. Beck and Stockbridge were 
writing. Mr. Mitcheli was consulting the United 
States Statutes. All the other Senators on both 
sides of the Chamber were in attentive atti- 
tudes, with eyes turned toward the Secretary. 
Mr. Payne’s left hand was at his ear, aud Mr. 
Dawes’s right hand was in a similar posi- 
tion. The reading of the message had 
continued only a few moments before 
every Senator was paying strict attention, 
even Mr. Evarts and Mr. Hiscock breaking of 
their chat to stem to the President's words. 
This close attention was kept upto the end of 
the 30 minutes in which the message was read, 
and the moment it was over the Senators ad- 
journed. Then they gathered in little groups 
here and there and discussed tke words of the 
President. These had 
and so pointed that nobody needed to 
wait to read them for himself to Know 
just what the President bad said and what it 
meant. Oddiy enough, both Republicans and 
Democrats declared that it was one of the best 
messages ever received by the Senate. The Rez 
pubiicans declared that they were Gelighted 
with the message, because it was a distinct an- 
nouncement that the President and his party 
were in favor of withdrawing the aid of the 
Government from the infant industries of the 
country, and with that for a campaign cry they 
thought they could beat the Democrats next year. 
“It suits me exactly,” said Mr. Frye, “and itis 
good enough for Republicans,” said Mr. Chand- 
ler, and this was repeated in effect by all the 
Republicans. ‘lt is free trade doctrine,” they 
added, “and on that issue we can make a win- 
ning fight in 1885.”

Second Controller Butler is inclined to deal 
more leniently with the Signal Corps than his 
predecessor, Judge Maynard. He has rendered 


pdecision in the matter of the accounts of 
Capt. A. M. Mills and Lieut Robert 
Craig, late property and disbursing  of- 
ficers of the Signal Corps, which shows a 
disposition to overlook s¥ght irregularities oc- 
gurring before the accouating officers laid down 
arule to govern disbursements made by the 
gorps. These accounts have been reopened and 
are now in process of adjustment in the office of 
the Third Anditor. The Controller states that 
numerous changes of method have been made 
by the signal office since the rendition of the 
accounts, both as to the forms of vouchers to be 
nsed and the amount and kind of evidence to 
be filed in support of expenditures, and that the 
disbursements, the vouchers for which were 
held mp, were made under the direction of the 
Chief Signal Officer prior to any decision by the 
accounting officers that the mode was irregular 
and unauthorized. Fer these reasons the Con- 
troller is of the opinion that where tbe officer's 
Written explanation shows that the expendi- 
tures were made in good faith, in obedience to 
the orders of the Chief S1gnal Officer, and where 
there is no other ebjection than a question as 
to the proper appropriation to be charged, or a 
failure to comply with the strict letter of the 
Biatute as tothe method of purchase, such ob- 
jection should be waived and the amount 
passed to the officer’s credit.

COMMENDING THE MESSAGE 


EVERYWHERE GREELED WITH 
WORDS OF PRAISE. 
MAYOR HEWITT CONCURS IN ITS RECOM- 

MENDATIONS—WHAT MR. THURBER 
THINKS—TALKS, HERE AND THERE. 
A chorus of praise greeted the President’s 
message to Congress when it was read in this 
city yesterday afternoon. Thoughtful men of 
all parties, who were not rabid partisans, pro- 
nounceditan able document. It was the chief 
topie of conversation at all the hotels and clubs 
last night, and everywhere it received words of 
hearty commendation. Mayor Hewitt was espe- 
cially warm in his references to it, and his views 
in fuliare given below, together with the com- 
ments of the representative men who talked 


with reporters of Turk Times, This is what they 
said: 


Mayor Frewitt-I have hastily examined the 
President’s message and think that he is very 
wise in confining its subject to the financial 
question. He grasps the fact that the surplus 
inthe Treasury is dangerous both to our busi- 
ness interests and to the political morality of 
Congress. He points out clearly thatit can be 
reduced only by increased expenditures or by 
the reduetion of taxation. The latter is, of 
course, the only atatesmanlike method, He pro- 
poses tarii? reduetion substantially npon the 
raw tiaterials of industry. This is the policy 
which [recommended in 1883 and every year 
subsequentiy in bilis which | introduced, or in 
speeches which I made upon the floor. 
A tay upon raw materials is an ob- 
ataclato the growth of business. The reduction 
of thé tax enlarges the fund for the payment of 
wages, and, therefore. it is the interest of work- 
ingmea that raw materials should not be taxed. 
Ido not think it quite so necessary to take off 
the taxes upon manufactured products, because 
domestic competition may be relied upon to give 
to the consumer the benefit of the reduetion of 
tax upon raw materials. The only exception to 
this rule is ig those branches of business 
in which pools can be formed... They are very 
few in number, and in those cases a reduction 
in the duty on the manufactured article 1s im- 
perative. Otherwise the manufacturers of these 
special products have it in their power to 
tax the community to the whole extent of the 
duty levied upon the competing article. Be- 
sides, demagogues will use the reduction upon 
manufactured products as an argument why the 
wages of the workizngmen must necesaarily be 
reduced to correspond with the reduced duties. 
There is nothing in this argument, and we 
might very well follow the example set by 
Great Britain, which freed all the raw materials 
of industry from taxation long before it abol- 
ished the duties upon the mauufactured prod- 
ucts. 

Iregard the general propositiona of the mes- 
sage as very ciearly and forcibly stated, although 
I do not think that the wage earners are forced 
to part with any considerable portion of their 
earnings in consequence of the bhigiier rates of 
duty upon what they buy. The cost of living in 
this country is, at the present time, lower than 
in any other civilized country. Farmers, who 
may be regarded as Wage earners in One sense, 
eertainly do pay an enhanced cost.upon their 
toois and other supplies, but they receive a com- 
pensation in the general Giffusion of manufact- 
ures throughout the country. I make this 
statement upon @he assumption that the 
tariff is necessary for manufactures to live 
in this country; but this 18 only 
true ofa few among the number. [ do not be- 
lieve that the higher rate of wages paid in this 
country is due to the tariff. Higher wages come 
trom superiof# natural resources, and atariff may 
be necessary, therefore, in consequence of these 
higher wages, in order that particular branches 
of industry may exist. Itisa simple question 
of the distribution of laborin the several kinds 
ofindustries. Under the natural system men 
will empioy themselves in that whick pays best. 
Under the artificial system they will engage ia 
every branch of industry which can pay an 
equal rate of wages. 

“ { believe in a diversified industry, especially 
for a country like ours, and I think we can 
afford to make some gacrifices to secure it; in 
other words, that the compensation which we 
get in the steady employment of men and inthe 
improved civilization more than balances the 
increased cost. But whetber this view is s@nnd 
or not, we are a manufacturing people, and I 
fully concur In the President’s recommendation 
thatno legislation ought to be had which will 
tend to restrivtt the area of our industries, and [ 
think that the negessary reduction in taxation 
ean be made not only without disturbing the 
favorable conditions of industry, but with a de- 
cided benefit to every branch which has estab- 
lished itseif in this country.” 

F. B. Thurber--“ I think that President Cleve- 
land shows great good sgeyse in confining his 
message to the one subject which is of the great- 
est importance to the country at this time, viz., 
the reduction of our revenues to a point 
where they will only be adequate toe the 
expenses of the Government, it seems to 
me, however, that he might have been 
more specific in the indication of the direc- 
tion which such a reduchon should take. 
It is, of course, desirabie that duties on raw ma- 
terials should be reduced, but the question of 
what constitutes raw waterials is an important 
one, and this should have been more clearly in- 
dicated. I think*hat among the articles which 
it ia generally admitted nearest approach raw 
materials are coal, salt, lumber, ndores. Add- 
ing these to the free list would of, course, not 
reduce our present revenues sufficiently, and the 
only thing which would to this with least 
harm to existing industries, is 10 remove the 
duty on sucar. Tea and coffee are now free of 
duty, and the cry of ‘ a free breastfast table’ was 
@ most popular one when the question of remov- 
ing the duty from these staples was pending, 
With free sugar we sheuld, indeed, have a free 
breakfast table; it would reduee the revenue 
about $50,000,000, a greater amount than any 
other single item coulido. It would add, per- 
haps, more to the comfort of the masses than 
auy other one article could, because it is con- 
sumed by the poor and the rich, and about as 
much by the former as the latter. 

“ Another impo.vant item in our revenue is 
tobacco, which is principally used by laboring 
men, and the removal of the internal 
revenue tax on this article would lop 
off another $20,000,000, and, probably, with 
the duty on sugar and the other raw 
materials mentioned, would constitute as much 
of a reduction as it would be safe at this time to 
make. Of course no great reduction can be 
made without affecting some vested interest, but 
reduction is absolutely necessary, and intelli- 
gent self-interest on the part of those favoring 
protection dictates that there shall be large re- 
ductions in our revenues, and they ought to co- 
operate to this end. 

“Another item in which there might with great 
propriety be a reduction is the tax upon alcohol 
used in the arts and manufactures. This wouid 
hurt nobody, and would enable us to compete 
with other countries in -perfumery, medicines, 
varnishes, and other manufactures in which 
this is the chief item.” 

Joseph W. Harper, J/r.—The President's message 
shows Virility and pluck and has the ring of 
healthy politics. We want ideas and not per- 
sonalities. Thereis abundant feed for thought 
init, andit ought to bring outa free and fair 
discussion. To throw a great issue like the tar- 
iff into the political arena is a refreshing nov- 
elty. Now let men give expression of opinion 
for or against. An honest opinion is bound to 
command respect, even from the negative side. 
Iadmire the President for his courageous ac- 
tion. 

William H, Appleton—I have read the Presi- 
dent’s message within the present hour, and to 
my wind it is a grand, bold, and impressive doc- 
ument. Itis a model message, if ever one was 
written, and President Cleveland has given his 
party an idea in politics that it must act upon.

MISS MORRIS DISMISSED. 


THE BROOKLYN BOARD OF EDUCATION 
WANT A FIRMER PRINCIPAL. 

By a vote of 80 to 8 the Brooklyn Board 
of Education decided yesterday to dismiss Miss 
Harriet N. Morris, the Principal of Public School 
No. 39, Sixth-avenue, near Seventh-street. The 
dismissal takes effect on Jan. 31, 1888. 

For several months the fight over Miss Morris 
has been a warm one, and at one time if threat- 
ened to become the decisive issue of 
the recent Mayoralty campaign. When Miss 
Morris was notified in September by the local 
committee that she must retire, she accused the 
members of that committee of being agents of 
Boss McLaughiia, and, during the subsequent 


campaign, the speakers at Republican meetings 
urved her case as one instauce of the Boss's at- 
tempt to make the Board of Edneation pay 
tribute to his political power. Miss Morris madea 
house-to-house canvass in her endeavor to ob- 
tain recommendations of ability from the 
parents of her scholars, made personal appeals 
to various nembers of the Board ot Edueation, 
and even went to the length of retaining Gen. 
B. F. Tracy to look after her rights in the 
premises. But. as the resnit of yesterday’s 
meeting showed ,her efforts were of no avail. 

When President Hendrix rapped his gavel at 4 
o’clock there were 38 of the 45 members of the 
board present, and about five times as many 
spectators. Among the latter were several Re- 
publican politicians, Silas B. Ducher and The- 
odore B. Willis,and a few Democrats. Eben Miller, 
Chairman of the Logal Committee of No. 39, 
read a resolution stating that the inter- 
ests of the school would be best served by the 
retirement of Miss Morris on Jan. 31. Mr. Miller 
made along speech explaining exactly why the 
committee had taken this course. “We do not 
question her education or her apility to fill the 
position,” he said, “ but in question of discipline 
the Principal does not support the authority of 
the,teachers, and she allows pupils to complain 
of teachers, and so to undermine the influence 
of the teachers, Her personal feelings 
are allowed to influence her juduement 
and she has poor executive ability. er weak- 
ness is shown particularly in regard to the boys, 
and we were forced to have the leader of a 
young gang of ruttians arrested ana sent to tne 
House.of Refuge to stop a series of peculations. 
These rowdies rebbed the scholars and rifled the 
teachers’ desks in defiance of the Principal and 
her assistants.” 

Mr. Miller demanded that a man or woman of 
nerve and ability he sent to No. 39. Mr. Miller 
is a Republican, while his two associates on the 
local committee, Messrs. Frey and Weir, are 
Democrats. Horace E. Dresser, on behalf of 
Miss Morris, asserted ‘ather warmly 
that never before had that lady heard 
the true charges against her, and be deimand- 
ed that they he referred to the Teachers’ Com- 
mittee, and Peter MeNulty tried to assist Miss 
Morris by moving that the date of the expiration 
of her term be postponed to June 1, but both 
motions were lost. 

Col, John Y. Culyer was seratched by all this 
talk, and the board found that he was an ardent 
supporter of Miss Morris. Hedefended the lady 
in a lengthy speech, and advised thatthe charges 
be referred to a committee for investigation. 
Rufus L, Scott offered a petition. signed by near- 
ly 1,000 residents of the distriet in which No, 
39 ig situated, asking the retention of Miss 
Morris. The motion to expel Miss Morris was 
then adopted. 


GOOD-BYH TO Dk. PARKER, 


A RECEPTION TENDERED HIM AT PLYM- 
OUTH CHURCH, 

The Sunday school rooms of Plymouth 
Church were crowded last night with members 
of the congregation who went to say good-bye 
to the Rev. Dr. Joseph Parker, who is to sail 
for London on Saturday. The rooms were 
decorated with flowers, and pictures of 
Mr. Beecher and .Dr. Parker were placed 
infront of the organ. Dr. Parker was aecom- 
panied by his wife and Miss Fgirbross, a friend 
who recertly arrived from England. Mayor 
Whitney introduced Dr. Parker, and hand-shak- 
ing and conversation followed. There were also 
some vocal solos by Mrs. Mattie Dorion. 

When Dr. Parker was ready to say good-bye 
he made @ short speech. He referred to Mr. 
Beeeber’s visit to England, and said he had been 
one ef the first to welcome the Plymouth preach- 
er, and Mr. Beecher had afterward said that his 
(Dr. Parker's) personality had .been best re- 
membered. 

Dr, Parker made a passing reference to his re- 
cent trouble over the eulogy: * During the 33 
years,” he said, “thatI have preached I have 
net benefited a pexny from preaching in an- 
other minister’s pulpit, and such a mun is 
not one to charge a fee tor a eulogy.”

M. WILSON'S PEDIGREE. 
Letter to the Pall Mall Gazette. 

We find nothing in the French or English 
papers about the antecedents of the man whois 
the chief cause of the Presidential erisis in 
France, and who has at any rate disgraced the 
Presidential household. The fact is that M. 
Wilson himself knows little of his aneestry, and 
French biographical works contine themselves 


to stating that be was ‘tné a Paris le 6 Mars, 
1840.” As his name indicates the Dauphin—so 
the French papers designate him—is of Scotch 
origin, but he bas never been in Scotland and 
knows nothing of his kindred (if any) there. His 
father, a Glasgow foundryman, was taken to 
France soon after the Restoration by a Stafford- 
shire iron founder named Manby. He developed 
the iron works at Creuzot, and afterward became 
a partuer of the firm of Manby, Wilson, & Henry, 
who were one of the firstto hold the monopoly of 
gas wanufacture in Paris. Wilson became very 
wealthy and left handsome fortunes to 
his two children—a daughter, who is 
proprietor of the celebrated castle of 
Chenonceau, near Tours, and the said Daniel, 
the present Dauphin. Having gone through 
most of his fortune, M, Wilson took to politics 
and journalism in 1869, and entered the Cham- 
ber as one of M. Grévy’sfoilowers. From prodi- 
gality M. Wilson went to the otherextreme, and 
by speculating, journalism, and sundry money- 
saving and gaining operations—of which we 
have heard something lately—is now very rich. 
He is credited with having made Tours and the 
ueighborhoed Repubjican by his Pelite France and 
other journals, but he has always taken care 
that his Petites Frances were not run ata loss, 
In the natural course of things M. Wilson will 
inherit bis sister’s fortune and property (she is 
considerably bis senior) and the Presidential 
savings, as well as M. Grévy’s estates in the 
Jura. M. Wilson was once Under Secretary of 
Finance, and aspires to be Minister some day, 
but at this moment his prospects are DOL very 
bright. He can speak Englisa, but never does 
80—not even when addressing an English audl- 
ence.

SEEKING REAL ESTATE 


BUYERS CAUTIOUS BUT LQOK- 
ING FOR BARGAINS. 
A STEP AGAINST A FORMER EVIL— 


BRILLIANT PROMISES OF THE COMING 
SPRING. 

An important step was taken yesterday at 
the meeting of the Directors of the Real Estate 
Exchange looking to the correction of the sham 
sales evil which has been explained at length in 
THE Times. It will be recollected that at the 
time the matter was first agitated the commit- 
tee to whom 1t was referred submitted two re- 
ports. The first, from the majority, favored the 
referencé of the subject to the auctioneers from 
whose clients the money comes which is derived 
from sales. Mr. Hirsch, representing the mi- 
nority, favored the immediate advance of knock- 
down fees, claiming that such a step would not 
ouly increase the revenues of the Exchange, but 


would operate as an effective deterrent upon 
bogus sales. 


Several conferences followed these reports, 


until finally the advocates of the reform found 
themselyes without visible opponents. Such op- 
position as they lately encountered came from 
men who professed sympathy with the object in 
view, but thought thatthe way to obtain that 
object should be through some other means than 
by an increase of the expenses of auction sales. 
The Board of Directors took the subject 
up in earnest yesterday, and passed an 
order which is regarded as a compromise 
between the views of Mr. Hirsch and those 
who opposed him. Knock-down fees heretofore 


have been uniformly $3. The new seale is as 
follows: On sales of $5,000 or under, $2 fees; 
betweon $5,000 and $25,000, #3 fees; between 
$25,000 and $50,000, $5 fees, and above $50,000, 
$10 fees. Ten members of the board were pres- 
sent at the meeting, and the above seale was 
adopted by a vote of 6 to 4. It was ordered that 
ibe gcale go into eflect on the 1st day of May 

@xt. , 

Tho vote was not reached without a good deal 
of diseussion,in which the minority favored still 
further reference of the matter to the auction- 
eers, but the majority were decisively of opinion 
that it was time to take a firm step and that no 
progress could be made by evasion or postpone- 
ment, They urged that the issue was fully 
understood by all the stockholders, and that in 
their opinien the changes proposed would be 
regarded as a fair adjustment of conflicting 
views, It was roughly estimated that the rev- 
enues of the Exchange would be inereased by 
about $6,000 per year after the new s¢ale shall 
go into operation. ’ Ee 

This is by far the most important event of the 
Seapon at the Exchange. Its significance has 
already been explained. There can be little 
doubt that it will serve the purpose for which 
it was intended, to such a degree at least that 
the evil willno longer be acrying one, It was 
not to be expected that the measure would 
be altogether pleasing to the wajority 
of auctiongers. This class of interest sup- 
plies a large part ot the revye- 
nue of the Exchange and claims that 
it has been able to do so by reason of the 
moderate charges imposed upon sales. The 
amended seale will not work any serious in- 
dividual hardship to buyers or sellers, but 
some of the auctioneers are so mueh opposed 
to any advance in eharges that they appre- 
hend a considera le falling off in the amount of 
property to be offered. Those who held this 
view say they will make if an issue at next 
week’s election, and will spare no effort to put 
into office a Board of Directors who will undo 
yesterday’s action. The objeetors are certain- 
ly in the minority, however, aud having 
suffered one defeat, they are not likely to regain 
what they have lost. On the other hand, the 
majority ef stockhoiders seem to sustain fully 
the action of the board, and there is strong 
reason to believe that this sincere effort to place 
the business of the Exchange upon a perfectly 
fair basis will be duly rewared. 

Business so far during the week has justified 
the promises and expectations which were out- 
lined in these columusSunday. Priyate sales, 
as during the past week, continued to be the 
feature of the market. At no time during the 
Fall bave inquiries been more brisk than just at 
pres nt, and aithough negotiations are some- 
what slow, they indicate more than ordinary 
caution rather than any disposition on the part 
of investors to keep their money out of real 
estate, On the gontrary,the sellers seem to 
have the whip-handin the market, aud nearly 
everything that has been doneis guided by their 
demands. There is a manifestly improved feel- 
ing iu regard to up-town property. The changes 
heretofore indicated in the character of the city 
are more widely recognized than ever before, 
and have led to extensive inquiries on the part 
ot persons who ordinarily do nop much 
concern themselves with the real estate 
market. This is particularly the case with 
reference to the occupants of houses in 
the better sections down town. The spirit 
of revolution is fast filling the air,and property- 
owners wto like to be forehandead in arranging 
for their domestic comfort are looking toward 
the new sections with a view of removing their 
abodes there quite as soon a8 there shall be a 
demand for their present residences for other 
purposes than those of a private dwelling. 

This change indeed seems likely to come about 
touch more quickly than many people imagine. 
There have been anumber of sales wititin the 
month past which forecast the eonversion of 
very eligible private dwellings into boarding 
houses and small hotels. The encroachments of 
business on some of the principal dwelling 
streets have been sufficiently noticed already, 
and can be observed by any one who will take the 
trouble of strolling through the now fashionable 
section. The reason that investors are more 
than ordinarily careful at present is because of 
the exceedingly rapid advance in certain classes 
of property in the early part of this year. Busi- 
ness in real estate has become such a practical 
affair in this city and is so little attended with 
anything of a speculative element that money 
does not flow more rapidly in that direction than 
it does toward any other form of security for in- 
yestment. There have been many sales during the 
year in which the promise of protit led men to 
put out their money without any very detinite 
idea how they were to getit back. That fever- 
ish period, howeyer, has passed, and investors 
at this time are lookiug well into the future be- 
fore they close negotiationson any class of 
property. It has become also, the common im- 
pression among agents that there is not much 
proapes® ofavery largeimmediate advance in any 
<ind of property. As this impression spreads it 
naturally has the effect of repeliiug those who 
formerly entered the market for purely specu- 
lative purpose. To a corresponding degree it 
has strengtheped the market in the estimation 
of those who like to be careful with their money 
aud do not expect exorbitant returns from it. 

The present week has already brought into 
notice several important changes in the charac- 
ter of property below the Park. More than one 
move has already been made toward carrying 
the centre of theatrical attraction further up 
town than at present. A well-known manager 
has had in contemplation for several months the 
construction of a theatre in Fifty-ninth-street. 
Word now comes that another manager 


is contemplating the purchase of dwelling prop- | 


erty for conversien into a theatre not 
far from the Windsor Hotel. The project which 
he has in view willinvolve the expenditure of a 
very large amount of money and the a!teration 
of a considerable section of a dwelling block to 
meet the needs, architecturally and otherwise, of 
a first-class heuse of entertainment. The gales 
lists of many of the agents who handle the bet- 
ter class of property have been augmented con- 
siderably of late by offerings on Fifth- 
avenue and the cross streets above Madi- 
son-square, Invasions of business on certain 
blocks have caused these offerings. Those who 
can afford to live in such sections do so because 
of the privacy of which they felt themselves 
assured when they purchased, and now that 
they are no longer to enjoy it they are putting 
their residences very rapidly on the market. 
The majority of such owners will drift event- 
ually, as stated above, into the new sections. 

There is a good deal of persistent inquiry just 
now for business property in the down-town sec- 
tion. No special reason exists for this dewand, 
except that such property is certain always to 
return a fixed income. Muchof itis let with 
provisos that the lessee shall pay taxes and as- 
sessments and make all repairs, The returns 
upon such property are almost ridiculously 
small, often yielding not more than 
or 3 per cent., but the abundance 
of money and the growing confidence 
in New-York real estate as a perfectly 
safe depository for surplus capital accounts un- 
doubtedly for this demand. An owner of this 
class of property has the satisfaction of know- 
ing also that he can putitup at auction at his 
pleasure and get his muney out again without 
tailon very short notice. So great, indeed, is 
the demand for it that an owner ueeds but to 
make known his desire to sell to be besieged 
with buyers, 

Important changes are already planned for 
the coming Spring down town. Many buildings 
which have been cceupied in part as lofts or 
store-rooms are to undergo conversion into office 
buildings. Changes of that kind which have 
been made so far have proved very remunera- 
tive, and have advaneeda-the price of property 
wonderfully. The majority of the down- 
town architects already have their books 
filled with orders for this class of 
work, and it is already in progress in many 
buildings which will need no exterior alteration 
for that purpose. The preven: week seems to 
furnish abundant indication of what may be ex- 
peoted for the early future. There will be 
changes down town quite as important as any in 
the upper partof the city. The demand for of- 
fices in the past has outstripped the demand for 
residences, and it is quite apparent that the new 
oflices to be prepared for another renting season 
Will not more than meet the legitimate demand. 

Builders are also assured of a remarkably 
busy Spring. There may be no such spectacle 
of towns springing up ina night as was pre- 
sented last Summer on the west side, but new 
and important streets will certainly be added to 
the city’s attractions, and the character of cer- 
tain neighborhoods up town will be fixed. 
Property-owners who intend to make their 
neighborhoods particularly choice have banded 
together in several instances for the pur- 
pose of imposing retsrictions upon the sales 
of land in their vicinity. It will be impossible 
for a buyer to purchase on certain streets unless 
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he shall agree to build a bouse up to the stand- 
ard fixed by the seller and his neighbors. Re- 
trictions of this kind are looxed upon as abso- 
lute guarantees in certain neighborhoods, and 
itis predicted by those who favor them that 
more substantial progress will thereby 
made in the development of the 
west side than has yet been witnessed, 
Marvelous as has been the growth of that sec- 
tion. Plans for the east aside, near the Park and 
toward Harlem, are also making architects and. 
builders predict a season of nnexampled activ- 
ity in that vicinity. Altogether the season for 
whieb preparations are now under Way promises 
to be quite as active as any in the past, and 
from the present outlook its prosperity will be 
based upon the most substantial foundation.

JOINING IN THE REQUEST. 

Dayton, Ohio, Dee. 6.—There was con- 
siderable surprise manifested to-day among 
railroad men when they learned that the Cin- 
einnati, Hamilton and Dayton Road, which yes- 
terday was made a party with the Dayton, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago Road in the suit 
brought by C. J. Heinscheimer praying for a 
Receiver, had filed a cross petition in which 
that road admitted to be true all which Hein- 
scheimer alleged, and also asked for the appoint- 
ment ofa Receiver. The Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton charges that Ives and Stayner ob- 


tained possession of the branches which con- 
stitute the Dayton, Fors Wayne and Chicago 
Road and consolidated them, with about 
$1,060,000 which they appropriated 
without authority from the funds ot 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton. Six 
hundred thousand dollars was used in the pur- 
chase of the Dayton and Ironton and about 
$300,000 inthe purchase of the Dayton and 
Chicago. Ives then formed a construction com- 
pany composed of Lves, Starner, and their clerks, 
aud entered into a contract with the Dayton 
and Ironton Road for the completion of the line, 
and under it spentlarge sums of money, all of 
which belonged to the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton Road, and was appropriated without 
the latter’s knowledge or consent. There is now 
due the construction company about $1,000,000, 
and the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Road 
claims that it igentitied in equity to the pay- 
ment of thigentiresum. The Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton then sets forth the insolvent 
condition of the Dayton, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago Railroad, and asks the court to inquireinto 
the matter of Ives & Co., or the construction 
company delivering to the Dayton and Chicago 
Railroad a note made by the Dayton and Ironton 
Road, or the Dayton, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Road, tor the sum of $500,000 as an indemnity 
against liability upon said bonds, and to require 
said railroad company to retain inits possession 
and control said note for $500,000, subject to 
the final decree of the court. OU. W. Fairbanks 
of Indianapolis and John C. Coombs of Boston 
claiming an interest in the Dayton, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago securities held by the Cincinnad, 
Hamilton and Dayton, are asked to be made 
parties.

NOT SO ANXIOUS FOR THE TARIFFS. 

Cuicago, Dec. 6.—It is in the air that the 
Burlington has Jost the keen edge of its desire 
to put into effect its proposed Illinois tariffa. 
Certain it is that the company is giving the 
matter a more serious consideration in all of its 
bearings than at any time sinee it prepared its 
new schedule and submitted it to the Boston 
Directors. It is not probable that when the 
company determined to lower Illinois rates in 
order to meet the low rates made into its terri- 
tory from Eastern points by the Wabash, it fore- 
saw that the downward movement started in 
this State would not be confined to its Western 
boundary, but would not stop until the Missouri 
River was reached. 

Conservative railroad men who have figured 
closely on the reductionsin the tliree States of 
Iowa, Missouri, and Illinois are certain that 
the revenues under the new tarifls will be from 
$10,000,000 to $15,000,000 less annually than 
under those now in force, and, believing this, 
they are now making heroic efforts to avoid it, 
The notice of the Chicago and Alton and the 
action of the Towa roads make it a certainty 
that the reduction of rates is not te be confined 
to Illinois. A slicing off of $15,000,000 of 
net revinue ja not pleasant to eontemplate. 
Tne Burlington Board of Directors at its 
mesting Monday discussed the question 
whether it wonld not be better to suffer 
the loss of revenue entailed by the Wabash 
rates rather than face the greater losses over a 
larger territory, anditis understood that this 
Was the conclusion reached, If so, it changes 
the situation greatly. The Illinois tariff is out 
of the way, the Alton’s notice goes for uaught, 
the Iowa roads will have but little use for their 
suggested distance tariff, and Dee. 20 wiil not 
prove so fateful a day as has been anticipated.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 6.—The result of the 
Hamilton and Daston-Vandalia deal is still un- 
decidea, The option expires to-morrow, and 
what it will bring forth is the all-absorbing topic 


of conversation here to-day. Negotiations have 
been vigorous and constant all day between the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton people and 
Mr. McKeen. The Vandalia is leased Egy by 
the Terre Haute and Indianapolis and the Pan 
Handle, and the Ives-Stayner syndicate brought 
suit in the United States Court at Springfield to 
set aside the lease. Thereis good authority for 
saying that the suit will be dismissed on the 
ground of want of jurisdiction, as it should bave 
been brought in the State where the lessor road 
is located. This would likely interfere with the 
Hamilton and Dayton plan, as under the lease 
the road must be run in the Pan Handle interest.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

PITTSBURG, Dec. 6.—Judge Acheson, of the 
United States Circuit Court to-dlay handed down an 
opinion in the case of the New-York and Cleveland 
Gas Coal Company against the Bufialo, New-York 
and Philadelphia Railroad. It was a suitupon a 


contract between the coal company and the Re- 
ceiver, by which it was agreed that the railroad 
company should transport the coal of the company 
atarate agreed upon. If the price of mining ad- 
vanced, the railroad company was to allow a reduce- 
tion in the rate of hauling corresponding with the 
advance of price of mining. The master in the case 
held that this agreement was not binding upon the 
part ef the railroad company on the ground that the 
price of mining in the district was nuder considera- 
tion and not the price paid by the coal company. 
Judge Acheson overruled this and held that as the 
price of mining advanced with this particular coal 
company they were entitled to the reduction in 
freight rates corresponding. 


CHICAGO, Dee. 6.—The Export Committee of 
the Central Traffic Association held a brief session 
to-day. There was a general expectation that export 
rates from Chicago to Continental points would be 
advanced, more especially as intimation came from 
the trunk lines at New-York that such action would 
be afivisable. The action was defeated, however, 
by the representative of ‘the Baltimore and Ohio, 
who objected to the proposition on the ground that 
a@ higher rate than now prevailing would make it 
impossible to do export business via baltimore. 
The objection was sufficient to prevent any 
notice of advance being given and the 
rates will continue for a time on the present unsat- 
isfactory basis.

BOTIY’S DEFEAT. 

FAKING EVIDENCE AT THE ALLEGED 
TREACHERY OF JOHN J. O'BRIEN 
AND BARNEY ROURKE. 

The committee appointed by the Repub- 
fioan County Committee to investigate the 
charges of treachery against “Barney” Rourke 
and John J. O’Brien, in the Eighth Assembly 
Nistrict, preferred by Henry C. Botty, who was 
the Republican candidate for Civil Justice in 
the Fourth Judicial District, held its first work- 
ing session last evening at the Cooper Union. 
George W. Lyon acted as Chairman, and the 
ather members present included James W. 
Hawes, Pro?. J. L. N. Hunt, J. Thomas Stearns, 
end A. B. Rogers. Ex-Assemblyman John E. 
Brodsky, who was present, said that he did not 
appear for anybody, but was simply present in 
his individual capacity. Ho was a very inter- 
ested spectator, however, and took copious notes 
of aj] the evidences as it was given by the vari- 
ous witnesses. Mr. Botty conducted his side of 
the casein person and examined ail the wit- 
nesses, 

The first witness called was Frank H. Roden- 
burg. of 76 Rivineton-street. He testified that 
he received Alfred Steckler ballots outof Re- 
publican booths in the Fourth, Fifth, Tenth,

Mr. Brodsky interrupted the witness to ask | 
whether the Republivan candidate for Assem- 
bly in the Kigith Assembly Distriet made any | 
charges of treachery. Mr. Botty replied that tbe 
evidence was introduced to show thatthe Re- 
publican candidates were generally “‘glaugh- 
tered” by O’Brien and Rourke. 

The witness submitted the sets of * crooked” 
ballots as he had received them from Mr. 
QO Brien’s captains. In only two election dis- 
tricts—the Twenty-second and Thirtieth—were 
Republican ballots peddled straight. He ex- 

Jained that he was nota Republican, but as a 

peTman organization to which he belonged had 
indorsed Mr. Botty he became a supporter of 
that gentleman. 

Otto Dengier, a resident of the Tenth Assem- 

. bly District, swora that he received Steckler and 
other Democratic ballots from Republican 
workers in the Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Eighteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-ninth, and Thirtieth Eleétion 
Districts in the Eighth Assembly District. 
fome of the Republican “workers” had Botty 
ballota in their pockets, but would not give 
them ont unless they were specially asked for. 

William F. Horr testified that his father had 
received bunchea of tickets out of Republican | 
boxea in which Stéckler’s ballots were bunched 
in place of those of Mr. Botty.

George F. Gmunder swore that ata meeting 
of the Republican organization of the Eighth 
Assembly District, the Sunday before election, 
John J. O’Brien and Barney Rourke were 
present.

ans. At the meeting referred to, when the bal- 
Jets were distributea, each Captain was called 
fntoe a little side room where ‘ Barney” Rourke, 
Dey Folk, aud Jobn E. Brodsky were seated. 
Mr. Brodsky handed the witness his bag of 
pallots and put in his hands a few 
“extra” Botty ballots. In the bunches in 
the bag, however, there were no bal- 
jots for Civil Justice. ‘‘Barney’ Rourke 
sent him word that the election of 
his friend Goetz depended upon the support of 
Steckier in the election district in charge of ths 
witness. The name of the messenger who 
brought the message from Rourke was Loewy. 
The witness sent back word that he would not 
support Steckler. ‘‘ Barney” Rourke and George 
de Teast were joint managers of a Steckler as- 
sociationin the Eighth Assembly District. It 
Wes a common remark throughout the district 
on election day that those Republicans who sup- 
ported Steckier got more money from the Re- | 
publican leaders in the district than those who 
it was krfown would be loyal to Mr. Botty. 

Victor Heimburger said that in the Second 
Flection District, which was generally carried 
by the Republicans, and which went any way | 
that “Barney” Rourke wanted it to go, gave | 
Botty only one vote. The witness said that he 
ond other friends of Mr. Botty haa intended to 
“vox” the Eighth Assembly District and mau 
the boxes with workers from the Tenth Assem- | 
bly District, but Mr. Brodsky assured him that 

verything would be allright, and that 21 elec- 
tion districts would be straight for Mr. Botty. 
He aroused Mr. Brodsky by saving that he was 
given Steckler ballots out of tne Republican 
booth in Mr. Brodsky’s election district 

Ladislaus Karge testified that he had received 
Demucratic ballots from Republican boxes in 
the Eighth Assembly District. 

Mr. Botty then called Mr. Brodsky to the 
stand. - 

“T decline to te&tify,” exclaimed Mr. Brodsky. 

“You will not testify?” asked Mr. Botty in 
surprise. 

“Most certainly I will not,” was the reply of 
Mr. Brodsky. 

“Then I will testify myself, although I dislike 
to have todo it,” remarked Mr. Botty, and he 
was thereupon sworn. He gave the names of 
the various Republican Captains of election dis- 
tricts in the Eighth Assembly District. Some of 
these Captains, Mr. Brodsky had admitted, 
would not be “straight,” although he said he | 
would try to get them in line. He had madea 
contribution te the Republican organization of 
the Eighth Assembly District, through Mr. 
Brodsky, but the money hud been returned to 
him, part of it on election morning and the rest 
atter election day. Mr. Botty said that he had 
been nominated for Civil Justice unanimously, 
and Mr. Brodsky had promised him that the 
Kighth Assemoly District would give him 1,000 
majority.

THE INSPECTION OF FLOUR. 
The flour trade of the Produce Exchange 
will meet in the call room to-morrow to vote on 
the following amendment to the trade rules: 


“Flour which has not been inspected or graded 
may be examined by the inspectors as to soundness 
and aniformity, and flour so examined may or may 
not (at the option of the party ordering the same) 
bear the official brand of the New-York Produce Ex- 
change, but all flour so examined shall have the 
initiais of the inspector making the examination 
branded on each package. 

“ Where flour is found to be irregular the inspector 
shall brand marks on the packages to distinguish 
the various qualities. The charge for such exam- 
ination shall be 142 cents per barrel and 1 ¢ent per 
sack, of which the buyer shall pay 2 cent per pack- 


age. 

a It shali De the duty of the Chief Inspector to keep 
a record ot each and every lot of flour examined un- 
fer this rule, designating the brand or brands and 
for whose account the same may have been exam- 
tned, and immediately after the examination of any 
lot of tiour to furnish to the party or parties order. 
ing such examination a certificate of the same in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this rule and a sam- 
ple of the flour when required.”

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THE GOOD WORK OF THE CANCER 
HOSPITAL READY TO BEGIN. 

The Astor Pavilion, the first of the series 
of buildings which are to form the New-York 
Cancer Hospital, was opened yesterday after- 
noon. The completed building is externally 
picturesque as it atands facing Central Park, on 
the hospital grounds, at Kighth-avenue and One 
Hundred an Sixth-street. It is designed solely 
for women and can accommodate about 80 
patients. The exercises yesterday were held in 
the second story, in the spacious corridor, which 
extends from end to end of the building and has 


the fair proportions of an assembly room rather 
than of a passage Way. 

Siehop Potter and the Rev. Dr. John Hall con- 
ducted brief devotional exercises. John E, Par- 
sons, President of the Eoard of Trustees, mado 
an address of welcome, referring with regret to 
the fact that Mrs, Cullum, one of the founders of 
the institution, had not lived to see its comple- 
tion, and that Mr. John J. Astor, the ather lady 
founder, could not be present on aceont of ill 
ness. Addresses were made by Dr. W. H. Draper 
and Gen. Cullum, 

The chief address of- the day was that of Dr. 
Fordyce Barker, whose namo heads the list of 
the consulting physicians. He treated ex- 
haustively the subject of cancer, and referred to 
the excellent opportunity which the hospital 
would offer for the eareful study of the disease. 
Referring to Gen. Grant, though his name was 
not mentioned, the doctor said: 


“No pathetic incident is more indelibly stamped 
upon my memory than a visit to a victimof this 
disease whom I found, as I often ha before, seated 
at his writing table, his drawn, pallid face express- 
ing fatigue and snifering, but still more expressive 
of willforce anda remarkable power of endurance. 
After the commencement of his painful illness, 
stimulated by the hope of overcoming reverses and 
leaving his family in cireumstences to which their 
former position entitled them, he succeeded in ac 
complishing a larger amount of work and receiv- 
ing a greater pecuniary reward for it than ip tho 
history of the world was ever before attained for 
literary work in so short a period of time.” 


teferring to the trouble of Germany's heir 
apparent, Dr. barker said: 

“The case which now commands the most univer- 
sal sympathy and interest iu all nations of the 
world is that of tha Crown Prince of Prussia. Itis 
an unparalleled event in history that three men, 
twoof whom have been at the head of the Govern. 
ment oftheir respective nations, and the third, 
whose probable inheritance was an ‘empire, should 
each have been victims to malignant disease in cou- 
tignous localities, differing only in some mimor (e- 
tails, at the same period in the world’s history. In 
the case of President Grant the locality of the ma- 
lignant growth was such that it was decided by 
most competent authority that from the beginning 
®@ successiul removal by surgery was not practica- 
ble. During the illness of Gen. Grant I received a 
letter from the brother-in-law of Don Ferdinand, 
ex-King of Portngal, and his attending surgeon, 
detailing the history and description of the case of 
the ex-King, in whom malignant disease had also 
appeared in the mouth, very near to bat not ex- 
activ in the same site. His death followed within a 
tew months that of our honored ex-President. 

‘Ag regards the probable future of the case of the 
Crown Prince, none but those able men whe are in 
attendance upon him, and who must have a knowl- 
edge of many details which are essential elements, 
but which it is impossible teexplain to the work, | 
are competent to form or express apy opinion of 
value, In general terms, I may say that his general 
health is reported to be very good; that the progress 
of the disease appears to be slow as compared with 
some cases that I have seen, and I may add, if it be 
decided by his nedical advisers that partial or en- 
tire excision of the larynx shouid be performed, we 
have abundant evidence that in a certain namber of 
cases both of these operations have prolonged life 
toa period when the probability of recurrence is 
very smal!.’’

COLUMBIA DISCARDS MARKS. 

The much-talked-of change in the system 
eof credits of Columbia College has become an 
accomplished fact, and the students who were 
wont to depénd on “cribs” for examination 
honors are in the depths of despair. Marks are ; 
abolished, and the new rules promulgated by 


the Faculty and signed by the President are as 
follows: 


I. All students whose absences shall not excecd 
one-lifth of the whole number of required attend. 
ances in any subjectin any term and not otherwise 
debarred shall be examined in that subject. 

If. At the close of each examination the head of 

each department shall report to the President the 
names of all who are proficient and of all who are 
deficient in the classes or sections in his depart- 
ment, 
IIt, At the close of the final examination in each 
year the head of each department shall (in addition) 
report to the President the names of those students 
(not exceeding three in number) in each class who 
shall have displayed greatest excellence in the stud- 
ies inciuded in his department, 

Any regular student so reported, and who is pro- 
ficient in all departments in which his attendance is 
required, shall be deemed an honor man. 

in the annual register of each year shall be pub- 
lished the names of the honor men in the several 
departments and classes of the year preceding. 

The foregoing rules were adopted by the Board of 
the College on Dec. 2, 1887, The present Senior 
Ciassis exempted from their operation; as to the 
remaining ciasses in the School of Arts they take 
effect immediately.

BALTIMORE'S GAS WAR. 


AN ATTEMPT TO CONSOLIDATE THE COM- 
PANIES BEATEN. 

BALTIMORE, Dec. 6.—E. C. Benedict is in 
Baltimore. He arrived with H. J. Davidson last 
night, and his errand was to hang an olive 
branch over the warring gas companies, Since 
THe Times gave Mr. Benedict such a scoring 
for his effortsin behalf of gas matters in New- 
York he says that heis tired of such fights 
and objects to being accused of conspiracy. 
There has been an unusual flurry in gas affairs 
in the past few weeks. The companies have 
been aggressively at war for over a year, and 
the public has had the benefit of fifty-cent gas. 
About six months ago Robert Garrett tried to 
unite the different companies, but it cost 
him several hundred thousand dollars 
not to make a success of it. There are 


three companies here. The Consolidated, 
the Chesapeake, and the Equitable. The hold- 
ers of a majority of stock in the Consolidated are 
old and well-known capitalists of this city, while 
the holders of the majority of the Chesapeake 
belong in New-York. Mr, Henry J. Davidson 
of New-York is said to be the largest stockhold- 
er in the Chesapeake, and, with Mr. Benedict, 
controls a majority of the shares. Fred Gebhard 
and his brother W. H. Gebhard also own large 
blocks in the company. Mr, D.D. Mallory and 
Stein Brothers are the largest Baltimore stook- 
holders. There are over 100 stockholders in the 
Chesapente, and most of them residein New- 
ork, 

Mr. Benedict and Baron Jerzmanowski con- 
trol a majority of the Equitable stock. Several 
weeks ago Mr. Benedict, of the Chesapeake, and 
Capt. Jobn W, Hall, of the Conavlidated, agreed 
upon a plan of consolidation. The news of this 

greement boomed gaa stocks, and several 
small fortunes were realized on the increase, 
The price of gas was at once shot up to $1 50, 
and the people made a vigorous protest, but in 
vain. Of course, the matter of consolidation 
had to be voted upon, The election took place 
to-day, and consolidation was defeated through 
the refusal of the Chesapeake stockholders to 
accede to the necessary preliminary of reduc- 
ing the capital stock from $3,000,000 to 
$2,248,000, which was one of the provisions of 
the agreement drawnup and signed by repre- 
sentatives of the several companies. Benedict 
voted all] his stock for the reduction and con- 
solidation, but he was overwhelmingly defeated, 
Before the election he said: 

“Tsigned the agreement with Capt, Hallin 
favor of the scheme, and I would give $25,000 
if my signature had not been given, because in 
the event of failure it will be the first time that 
an agreement to which I was a party did not go 
through. Besides I am sorry that I agreed to 
consolidation against my better judgment. The 
people do not want consolidation. We will not 
reduce the price of gas below $150 in any 
event, and there need be no further gas war if 
the consolidation scheme fails.” 

There is no present likeliheod that gas will be 
reduced below $1 50. That agreement holds un- 
til another conference is held. Consolidated 
stock to-day tumbled four points, and a further 
decline is probable. Chesapeake stock is never 
sold in the market here. It is mostly held in 
large blocks by wealthy New-Yorkers, who 
quictly take up any shares offered. 


THE DRUMMER TAX 


RPC at eee 
THE TEXAS LAW DECLARED UNCONSTI- 
TUTIONAL AND VOID. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Dec. 6.—Judge Sabin, 
of the United States District Court, to-day ren- 
dered his decision in the noted habeas corpus 
case of Robert C. Stockton. the Kansas City 
drummer, who was arrested early in November 
at Tyler, Texas, fora failure to exhibit his re- 
ceipt to the constable showing that he had paid 
the Controller of State the annual occupa- 
tion tax of $35, levied onall traveling sales- 
men. The Travelers’ Protective Association 
took hold of the case, employed able counsel, 
and obtained a writ o8 habeas corpus from the 
Federal District Court for the Eastern District 
of Texas, maintaining that Stockton was de- 


prived of his liberty contrary to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and attacking the 
constitutionality of the State law. The case was 
strongly contested by the State, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hogg appearing in person, Judge Sabin’s 
opinion 1s exhaustive, reviews the history of the 
casein detail, and sustains Stockton’s petition 
in every particular, 

The language of the court in declaring tho 
law unconstitutional is very strong, It is 
doubtful if any Federal court in the country has 
so vigorously denounced the attempt of the 
States to tax inter State commerce by requiring 
drummers to take out a license. The court 
grounds its decision upon the ancient principle 
of no taxation without representation, and 
says: “What, representation has the citizen of 
one State in the laws of another affecting his 
commerce tnerein? Precisely none. If a State 
can make a tax at all upon inter-State com- 
meree, itcan do almost anything in that line.” 
The court employs the following language 
in conclusion: “The idea of a citizen 
of the United States being challenged anywhere 
in this Nation, by any power other than na- 
tional, in the conduct of his lawfmi business, in 
States other than his own, is decidedly absurd 
and ridiculous, The law in question is utterly 
void, so far as it affects the commerce of 
citizens of other States having no goods herein, 
but selling herein by sample.”’ 

Inthe order discharging Stockton from the 
custody of the State officer, and assessing costs 
against tne State, the court decrees that ‘each 
aud every one of the agents, employes, and of- 
ficers of the State of Texas desist from all ef- 
forts to enforce the said law upon said Stockton 
as a drummer for the firm of William A, Wilson 
& Co., Kansas City, Mo.. and in no manner fur- 
ther proceed to subject him to further restraint 
in the behalf whereof he hath complained.” 
The case has attracted great attention through- 
out the Southwest, it being the first test case of 
the Texas law. The decision, it will be seen, 
only applies to drummers representing firms re- 
siding outside the State. It does not affect the 
home drummer, who is still subject to the tax. 
There are over 1,100 foreign drummers travel- 
ing in Texas at nearly all seasons of the year, 
prepay representatives of New-York, St. 
suis, Chicagg, and Beston houses.

THE HARPER TRIAL. 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 6.—The forenoon ses- 
sion of the Harper trial was spent in placing 
before the jury more testimony concerning 
Harper’s accounts and his peculiar methods. 
Several bookkeepers were examined on these 
points, J. W. Hoyt, the broker, made the some- 
what startling statement that Benjamin E, 
Hopkins became his creditor last June to the 
amount of $601,806. He never paid it, as Ker- 
shaw & Co. could not pay him. Hoyt’s account 
was transferred to Wilshire, Eckert & Co. by 
Hopkins’s order. Witness never did any busi- 
ness with Harper; it was all with Hopkins. 
Counsel for defense asked witness if he did not 
kuow who was the principal in these dealings. 
Yes,” said the witness, “I know it was Har- 
per.” Receiving Teller Hinck was again placed 
on the stand and identified a letter of 
advices from Hopkins to Irwin, Green & 
Ce., notifying them of @ credit of $285,000, 
The cross-examination of this witness showed 
the most persistent effort of the defense yet 
made. He was asked if there were not entries 
showing that interest had been paid on checks 
carried as easn items, He found one instance 
where J. W. Wilshire & Co. had paid $118 inter- 
est. Butno more appeared. There were a tew 
interest charges in the account of Swift’s iron 
and steel works. : 

Mr, Adam Wagner, Assignee of Swift's iron 
and steel works, testified that he found assets 
worth $160,000 and habilities amounting to 
$1,200,000. 

J. H. Watters, bookkeeper, testified that cer- 
titicates of deposit were issued ont of consecutive 
order as to dates and numbers. The court then 
adjourned until to-morrow.

The ex- 
plosion occurred three miles east of Miner’s 
Mills. A hole had been drilled in the rock and 
filled with powder. The blast failed, and while 
the powder was being removed it exploded, hurl- 
ing the men 50 feet away. The injured are: Sar- 

yasre Cardionone, arm broken; Antonio So- 
vero, injured about the head; Frank Loking, arm 
broken; Fravillo Piezuto, head and back injured, 
and Pedro Santiano, fracture of the pelvis.

THE JIRIAL OF HAWKINS. 
HE GOES ON THE STAND AND TELLS 
WHY HE KILLED HIS MOTHER. 

The trial of young Hawkirs for the mur- 
der of his mother was begun yesterday at River- 
head, Long Island, and both sides finished their 
cases during the day. No attempt to deny the 
murder of Mrs. Hawkins by her son was made 
by the defense. 

Counselor Timothy M. Griffin occupied about 
half an hourin his opening address fer the de- 


fense. He claimed that the evidence showed no 
premeditation and that the crime was commit- 
ted on the impulse of the moment. 

The prisoner was called to the stand. He tes- 
tified that when his mother got into the carriage 
she broached the subject of his marriage, Wit- 
ness said: “ I told her I was engaged to Hattie 
Schreck and would be married at Northport the 
nextday. She asked as to the girl’s family, 
character, and education. I told her that all 
were good, that she was an orphan, and that I 
intended to marry her. Mother laughed, saying: 
‘IT think you will get over it.’ She asked me if 
there was anything she could do to get me to 
postpone the marriage, having higher expecta- 
tions tor me, She spoke-slightingly of Hattie. [ 
told her not to attack her honor, for that I held 
dear, She called the girl bad names, Then [ 
took a pistol from my overcoat pocket and shot 
her. I then drove to Brentwood road and de- 
posited the body by the side of the road half a 
mnile up.” 

District Attorney Smith cross-examined the 
prisoner, with the object of showing premedita- 
tion for the crime, but failed. Hawkins said he 
carried the pistol all the time, and did not take 
it specially the night of the murder. 

Dr. 8. H. Hammill testified that he had at- 
tended the father of the accused eight years 
ago; that for five months prior to his death he 
was insane, 

Mrs. George Williams, of Bayshore, testified 
that she had noticed two weeks previous to the 
murder that Hawkins had a wild look and a 
peculiar stare which frightened her. 

After recess the defense put Dr. Gray, the in- 
sanity expert of Brooklyn, on the stand. He 
said he had examined the accused since the 
murder, He believed him to be mentally un- 
sound, and that he was so when he killed his 
moshar. The ot ge ya: in rebuttal, called 

llock T. Clock, thé uncle, and E. Q. Penny, 
the employer of the accused, who testitied to his 
apparent sanity up to a few hours before the 
murder, Lorenzo D. Clock and Lewis H,. Nichols 
testified that Manklin Hawkins, the father of 
the accused, Was not sullen, morose, or insane 
before his death, as sworn to by another wit- 
ness. Both sides rested. Justice Brown ad- 
journed the trial until 9 o'clock to-day. A ver- 
dict in the oase is expected by noon to-day. 
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HIS SKULL FRACTURED. 
NOBODY KNOWS .HOW IT HAPPENED— 
OPPOSITE THEORIES. 

Herman Benjamin, a furrier, of 51 For- 
syth-street, who was found in Broome-street, 
near Forsyth-street, on Monday morning, witha 
fractured skull, is now a patient at Gouverneur 
Hospital, with searecely a chance of recovery. 
He is an oflicer of a lodge of the American 
Star Benefit Society, a Jewish organization. On 


leaving home on Sunday evening to attend a 
meeting of the society at 125 Rivington-street 
his wife gave him 25 cents, and that was all the 
money that he had about him. After the meet- 
ing Benjamin went with Jacob Traubman to the 
coffee house kept by the latter at 80 Division- 
street, and remained there until 3 o’clock on 
Monday morning, when he started to go home 
alone. Between 3 and 40’clockin the morning 
Miss Minnie Wrede, of 188 Atlantic-avyenue, 
Brooklyn, who was spending the night with Mrs, 
Benjamin, was awakened by a loud knock 
at the door of the apartments. She heard Ben- 
jamin, whose voice she recognized, call * Re- 
recca” twice, She aroused Mra, Benjamin, who 
went to thedoor. There was nobody there, and 
nobody could be seen up or down the street. It 
was clear, and the moon was shining brightly. 
Mrs, Benjamin was summoned to the Eldridge- 
street police station at 8 o’clock to tind her hus- 
band unconscious and bleeding from the eara, 
A policeman had found Benjamin in a dazed 
condition on the stoop of 302 Broome-street. At 
the station house Doorman Schmidt found blood 
oozing from the man’s left ear, and an ambu- 
lance was sent for to take him to Gouverneur 
Hospital. Thereit was found that the man’s 
skull was fractured, the resu!t of a blow with 
some blunt instrument, the surgeons thought. 

Benjamin's friends are positive that he was 
waylaid and assaulted owing to some trouble in 
the society, of which he was a prominent mem- 
ber, but the police think that Benjamin was 
drunk and received the fractured skull in a fall. 
Tf Benjamin got drunk it must have been at the 
expense ef somebody else, as he had spent only 
15 cents out of the quarter that his wife gave 
him when he went out on Sunday evening. The 
doctors at the hospital say that the patient was 
not under the influence of liquor when admitted 
to the hospital.

Yesterday afternoon, after the Coroner's” jury 
bad adjourned, another search was made for the 


hatchet with which John Rudy had been work- 
ing on Saturday. It was found on the fence 
which he had been building. Some persons say 
there are blood stains upon it, butif there are 
itis very difficult to see them. The hatchet is 
now in possession of the Chief of Police. 

Since young Rudy has been accused of this 
erime stories of ali his weaknesses have come to 
light and wany are related concerning his bad 
temper, &c, Little more is known of the man- 
nerin which the murder was committed than 
yesterday. There is no doubt that the crime 
took place inthe stable. The coat and vest 
were on the body hind part foremost when Rudy 
was discovered. 

Tho motive for the murder, if it was eommit- 
ted by the man’s son, is not known. ‘The old 
man was a member of the Conestoga Beneficial 
Association and his assessments were paid by a 
sister. Athis death he was entitled to about 
$306, This the son knew and some believe that 
he put the old manoutof the way to become 
Excoutor of his estate and get this money. 
There are still a great many persons who think 
father and son had a quarrel and that the latter 
killed the old man in a violent fit ot passion, 
The murdered man will be buried to-morrow.

McSweeney, of Pittsburg, came here and con- 


sulted with Deputy United States Marshal Baar- 
ing. He reported that Oneida Smediey, alias 
Bemuth, who was arrested at Northumberland 
last month for passing counterfeit money, 
had made a confession implicating Wilson and 
Wollcott as being leaders of a gang of six coun- 
terfeiters who were making and circulating the 
coin throughout the State, The officers at once 
set out to work up the case, and yesterday the 
counterfeiters were located. The scene of opera- 
tions, Which wasin an old boat cabin at Mill 
Creek, was visited by the officers at 2 o'clock 
this morning with drawo revolvers, just as 
Wilson was about to leave thecabin. He was 
handcuffed, and surrendered without a struggie, 
saying: “I am guilty; I guess the world will 
miss another man; [suppose its all up with me 
now. 

On his person was found a brace of revolvers 
and a lotof counterfeit coin. The cabin was 
then searched, and a full and complete set of 
counterfeiter’s tools, dies, leads, molds, and 
other material was found. Wollcott was located 
at Nanticoke this afternoon, and he was arrested 
in the Post Otfice while calling for letters ad- 
dressed to Wilson, He was brought here and 
placed in prison.

PRINCE BISMARCK AT HOME. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

A German contemporary publishes some 
interesting details of the daily life of Prince 
Bismaroek, Everybody knows, says our contem- 
porary, that the Prince hardly ever gets up be 
fore noon, unless he has to attend an im- 
portant Parliamentary meeting. 5ut it must 
be remembered that he only goes to bed after 
working till 2 A. M. every night. In the Chan- 
cellor’s bedroom a light is kept burning all the 
night, numbers of messages, often requiring 


his personal attention, being brought in during 
the night. In consideration of the late hours 
kept by the Prince, supper is served late in 
the evening and seldom finished before mid- 
night. Besides the Princess Bismarck, Count and 
Countess Rantzau partake of almost every meal, 
regularly leaving the palace at 10:45 P. M., when 
a second-class cab always takes them home. 
Bismarck's birthday is always a great feast and 
holiday for the servants of the house, In the 
kitchen a barrel of wine is provided by Princess 
Bismarck, two bands arein attendance, and the 
servants families appear on the seene. The Prince 
comes down, talks with the guests, and distrib- 
utes sweets among the children. The pleas- 
antrelations between master and servant are 
also evident from the fact that the Princess 
always gives six Easter eggs to each of the ser- 
vants. The domestic police of the Prince con- 
sist of a Sergeantund eight constables. If the 
Prince is away from home, four constables go 
with him and four remain «at the house, 
and all of them are entitled to arrest any 
suspieious person, be it at Berlin, at Friedrichs- 
ruh, or at Varzin. It was at Varzin where Bis- 
marck’s large dog Sultan was poisoned. The 
Princess aeclared at the time that she would 
make provision for life for any one who could 
oint out the poisoner. Sultan was more intel- 
igent than Tyras, but Tyras is more faithful of 
the two, and will take food out of the band of 
any member of Prince Bismarck’s family, but 
never from a servant, as one of the footinen has 
learned to his regret. It is well known that at 
Berlin the Chaneellor is rarely seen, and only 
some of the inhabitants of the Vor Scrape have 
the privilege of seeing him sometimes walking 
in his grounds.

ural Commission, at the headauarters in this 
city. At the time of the gathering of the grape 
crop it was estimated that the wins yield would 
be inthe neighborhood of 17,000,000 gallons, 
with the probability that that estimate would be 
increased rather than diminished. Two weeks 
ago, however, these pleasing anticipations were 
dashed by the discovery that in many cellars 
lactic fermentation had set in, and that conse- 
quently the estimate would be reduced by 
about one-thira. This was discouraging 
to an intense degree, but investiga- 
tions now show that lactic’ fermenta- 
tion is more general even than feared, with 
the result that competent judges now confident- 
ly assert that the yield of marketable drv wines 
will not exceed 6,000,000 gallons, This lactic 
fermentation, which 1s but little understood, 
even by many otherwise intelligent wine crow- 
ers, censists of the transformation of sugar re- 
maining after fermentation into laetic acid. This 
operation forms the distinct fermentation known 
as Jactic fermentation, and spoils the wine for 
all purposes other than the manufacture of 
sweet wines or brandy. Contrary to the general 
belief this fermentation occurs even in full 
packages, and Is seldom, accompanied by acetic 
termentation, although the temperature favor- 
able to other fermentations is alike favorable to 
the lactic, which turns the wine milk sour. Re- 
ports from the interior show that the evil is 
contined to no particular lueatity, being general 
throughout the State, and scarce a leading cellar 
is wholly free from the blight,

The reception of the President’s message 

by both houses of. Congress yesterday was 
marked by close attention and eager inter- 
est. The manner. in, which: it affected the 
minds of the tarious members could easily 
bave been foretold. Most of the Democrats 
were satisfied. Mr. RANDALL was surly and 
silent. The Republicans declared that they 
were delighted, because they believed they 
could win on the issue presented by the 
President. To these latter we counsel mod- 
eration. It is a long time to November, 
1888. Many things may happen before 
that time. If money continues to be 
drawn from business into the Treasury 
things will happen that some politicians 
will not wish to be responsible for. They 
svill not be less likely to happen because Mr. 
Reep of Maine and Mr McKIniey of 
Ohio shut their eyestothem. ‘“Itis a con- 
dition which confronts us—not a theory,” is 
a statement of Mr. CLEVELAND that will 
bear a great deal of study. No one knows 
how public opinion stands on the question 
of tariff reform. It has never been squarely 
tested. If it enters into the canvass next 
year by the refusal of the Republicans to 
permit a moderate reduction of the tariff, it 
would be perfect folly to predict that the 
Republicans will win. They have taken a 
good many things for granted of late years, 
and they have been steadily beaten. 


Coming upon the eve of the revival meet- 
ing of the Republican clubs in this city, 
Mr. Cuarites H. Knox’s letter, resigning 
his membership in the Republican County 
Committee. and in the Republican Party 
itself, is a most awkward and vexatious 
docnment for the exhorters among the 
faithful. The abvious comment of good 
party men will be the assertion that Mr. 
Knox is a person of no sort of consequence. 
The obvious reply is that the asser- 
tion is clearly untrue, since he was 
Prominent enough as a man and as 
a2 Republican to hold a place in the party 
organization in this city. Moreover, Mr. 
Knox’s brief and straightforward let- 
ter is a terrible arraignment of the Re- 
publican Party, because he tells the plain 
truth about its present condition, gives 
cogent reasons for holding it no longer 
worthy of support, and suits his action to 
his words. The lossof one voter is a trivial 
thing for a party. But when he leaves it 
for causes which may influence, indeed, 
are influencing, great numbers of other 
mento take the same course, the thing is 
by no means trivial.

Lieut.-Col. MCFARLAND’Ss report indicates 
that the harbor channels may be perma- 
nently improved by dredging, and it can- 
pot encourage those who have urged that 
the required depth should be procured by 
closing all the channels except one with a 
stone wall extending from Coney Islaud 
five or six miles in the direction of Sandy 
Hook. An inspection of Gedney’s Channel, 
where the dredgers were at work last year, 
* shows conclusively that for eight months, 
including the stormiest scason of the year, 
the channel has maintained the increased 
depth which it had received, and leads 
‘to the belief that the still greater 
depth which the act of Congress calls 
for may be equally maintained when once 
secured.” That part of the report which 
relates to the dumping of dredged material 
‘and ashes in the harbor ought to cause the 
‘enactment of laws to preserve the harbor 
‘from ruin. State laws afford no remedy, it 
‘is said, and there is no law of the United 
IBtates which can be applied. If the States’ 
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of New-York and New-Jersey will not take 
measures to prevent private contractors and 
others from filling up the harbor the work 
should be done under national laws by Fed- 
eral officers.

The report of Attorney-General GARLAND 
shows that recent legislation has given the 
Court of Claims an abundance of work. To 


the ordinary suits (1,110 of which, involv- | 


ing the disposition of $13,250,000, are now 
pending) have been added 1,819 cases under 
the Bowman act, involving $80,000,000, 


and 5,560 petitions in cases under the | 


French Spoliation Claims act, in which 
claimants ask for about $30,000,000. It 
appears that 81 of these last-named sases 
have been passed upon, and that awards 
amounting to $425,000 have been reported 
from the court to Congress. The Attorney- 
General recommends that the court shall be 
empowered to render judgments in French 
spoliation cases instead of reports for ths 
action of Congress; and that the parties in 
such snits shall have the right to appeal 
from the court’s decisions to the Supreme 
Court. This seems to be a good recommen- 
dation. The court’s reports are the results 
of an exhaustive judicial consideration of 
facts with which Congress cannot be 
familiar, and Congressional action upon 
these reports will be merely formal. 

When thé Sun uses the fable of the body 
and the members for the purpose of describ- 
ing ‘‘ Randallism” as the ‘‘ heart” of Democ- 
racy it allows its political prejudices to get 
the better of its scholarship. The central 
figure in that interesting story was ‘‘the 
belly,” and though it would not be so flat- 
tering, that term would have a certain apt- 
ness as applied to that organized appetite 
known as Randallism. 


A vast scheme is in part detailed in our 
news columns to make Staten Island the 
only station between the grain farms and 
cattle ranches of the Northwest and the 
markets of Europe. It is one of a class of 
commercial enterprises that have not been 
possible before this generation, which for 
the first time has brought about the aggre- 
gations of capital and the facility of com- 
munication that were needed to make such 
projects even conceivable, not to say realiz- 
able. The mere recital of the project 
shows how many and how important are the 
economies that would be effected by it, alike 
to the Western producer and the English 
consumer, and goes very far to give itan 
assurance of success. It is strange that 
Staten Island, after lying for two centuries 
and more as asomewhat dejected smburb, 
and for the past generation or so undera 
painful suspicion of malaria, should all at 
once be discovered in so many quarters to 
offer commercial facilities unequaled else- 
where. Itis to be hoped the owners of its 
real estate will not be dazzled by this sud- 
den brightening of their prospects. 

The formal opening of the Astor ‘Pavilion 
for Women inthe New-York Cancer Hos- 
pital took place yesterday, and will be 
ready for the reception of patients to-day. 
This is a notable addition to the many in- 
stitutions of the city for the treatment of 
special diseases. It is generously endowed, 
and its management is in most compe- 
tent hands. Its beneficent work will not 
consist only in the most scientific treatment 
of victims of a dreadful malady, but it will 
afford opportunities for the study of the dis- 
ease and for such improvements in dealing 
with it asthe best medical ability can dis- 
cover, and this will be a benefit to all man- 
kind. 

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

Mr. CLEVELAND has done an act of states- 

manship in the best sense. Recognizing a 
great duty, he has performed it with cour- 
age, with firmness, and at the right time. 
And he has performed it so that every 
honest man must see that it is an honest 
act, disinterested, faithful to the require- 
ments of conscience, without hope or pur- 
pose of personal or party advantage except 
such as comes from the public recognition 
of public service. Judged by any ordinary 
standard of political expediency, the Presi- 
dent’s act is inexpedient. He has forced 
upon his party an issue as to which the 
party is divided, and so divided that unloss 
the minority yield, it can defeat the will of 
the majority. He hasdone this on the eve 
of a national contest in which a considerable 
number of men of influence in the party 
have been urging him to avoid this issue, and 
threatening him and the party with disaster 
if he did not avoidit. Onthe other hand, 
there is nothing in this issue, thus presented, 
by which Mr. CLEVELAND could hope to 
draw from the Republican Party any votes 
to compensate those he is in danger of 
losing and which he has been warned over 
and again by leaders of his own party that 
he would lose, Nor this alone, for if the 
protectionist faction in the Democratic 
Party carry out their own desires, or do 
what they have continually declared that 
they would do, Mr. CLEVELAND has done 
the one thing by which he could imperil 
the prospect of hisown renomination, From 
the point of view of the politician, he has 
shown a courage that is temerity in the 
pursuit of an end of no value to himself, 

But it is not by this standard that states- 

men are guided, and it is by ignoring it 

that Mr. CLEVELAND shows that he is a 

statesman. His view is fixed on the needs 

of the country. 








He states them snecinctly 
and clearly, and he points out what he be- 
lieves to be the sound way to meet them. 
If he endangers his immediate interest, he 
deserves, and will, we believe, receive the 
support of the great body of the people to 
whose interests he is loyal. If he defies the 
dictates of party expediency, he gives to his 
party a policy worthy of a national organ- 
ization aud invites them to a task to which 
they.can rally intelligent men. In this 
policy the Democratic Party may finda sound 


and valid reason for existence, an end of real | 


importance and enduring interest, an ob- 
ject above the plane on which all parties 
have so long been dragging their weary 
way, and, beyond all, substantial principles 
wholly disconnected with the old and 
worn-out questions that aro absolutely 
and forever settled, and on which it was 
their misfortune, while they were still 
pending, to be generally on the wrong side. 
This is good politics, It places Mr. CLEVE- 
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LAND far above any of the leaders to | 


whom the Republican Party has of late 
, lent a hearing, and above most of the 
leaders of his own party. 

The elevation of American politics is not 

a slight service at this time for a President 
to engage in. Mr. CLEVELAND has done his 
part in it before, and his contributions have 
been solid and valuable. This latest is the 
best of all. The manner in which he has 
made it is characteristic of the man. It is 
marked by his simplicity, directness, bold- 
| néss, and candor. It is unprécedented for 
any President to summon a Congress at the 
threshold of a session to consider one sub- 
ject only, to emphasize his purpose by 
setting aside all other matters, and 
to call on the representatives of the 
people to look straight at one con- 
trolling question. A weaker man, one 
more subject to the influence of precedent, 
less capable of complete conviction, less 
profoundly devoted to what his own mind 
declares to be right, would have surrounded 
this appeal to Congress with the usual vol- 
ume of statements and recommendations, 
or would have reserved it for a special com- 
munication. But not Mr. CLEVELAND. This, 
he says to Congress, is the “state of the 
Union.” Itis “‘shown in the present con- 
dition of the Treasury, and our general 
fiscal situation, upon which every element 
of our safety and prosperity depends.” He 
asks them to study it; he points out the 
treatment it requires. There is no room for 
doubt or misuaderstanding. 

It will be okserved that the President 
practically recommends, the reduction of 
tariff duties only. He refers to the internal 
revenue taxes but to say that “ there ap- 
pears to be no just complaint of this taxa- 
tion by the consumers of those articles” 
that. are taxed. But ‘our present tariff 
laws, the vicious, inequitable, and illogical 
source of uanecessary taxation, ought to be 
at once revised and amended.” It is to 
these we owe the ‘ indefensible extortion 
and culpable betrayal of American fairness 
and justice” involved in the present condi- 
tion of the Treasury. It is to these that Con- 
gress should address itself with moderation 
and with candor, not ‘dwelling upon theo- 
ries,” but looking at facts. “It is a condi- 
tion which confronts us—not a theory.” 
“The simple and plain duty which we owe 
the people is to reduce taxation to the 
necessary expenses of an economical opera- 
tion of the Government, and to restore to 
the business of the country the money 
which we hold in the Treasury through the 
perversion of governmental powers.” It re- 
mains to be seen how Congress will regard 
the appeal made by the President. It is a 
wise appeal, based on facts that no one can 
deny, and pointing to a policy that must be 
adopted sooner or later. If it be not adopted 
now, then, in thé words of the message, “‘ the 
responsibility must rest where it belongs.” 


THE CABINET CHANGES. 

It has been understood for some months 
that it was the President’s intention to ap- 
point Secretary LAMAR to the place on the 
bench of the Supreme Court made vacant by 
the death of JusticeWoons, and the changes 
in the Cabinet to follow that appointment 
have been distussed for some time. 
Mr. LAMAR is doubtless better fitted by 
temperament and taste for judicial duties 
than for the more active and aggressive 
work of an administrative department. It 
may be doubted whether his legal attain- 
ments and experience specially qualify him 
for a place on the bench of our highest court, 
and yet we cannot say that the President 
could readily have found in the Southwest 
amanin all respects better fitted for the 
place. Mr. LAMAR is a man of vigorous 
mind and studious habits and of unques- 
tionable integrity, and it is quite possible 
that he may make a useful as well as a pru- 
dent and conservative Judge. 

The most important effect of his appoint- 
mentupon the Administration is the trans- 
fer of Mr. Vixas from the Post Office to the 
Interior Department. As to Mr. Vias’s 
successor in the Post Oflice Department, 
Mr. Don M. Dickinson of Michigan, not 
very much is known by the people of the 
country. His reputation is mainly that of 
a politician, and the appointment is likely 
to be criticised as a political one merely. 
He may, however, have-administrative abil- 
ities of a high order, and the President may 
have had sufficient assurance of the fact to 
justify the selection. We can only wait and 
judge him by the record he makes. Mr. 
ViLas has been an active and stirring Post- 
master-General, not always judicious in his 
course, and has acquired a reputation for 
practical business methods, which a careful 
examination of the details of his adminis- 
tration would not fully justify. The activ- 
ity and energy which are among his most 
prominent characteristics will\ find ample 
scope in the Interior Department, and it is 
to be hoped that they will be turned zeal- 
ously to the service of the Government. 

The Interior Department has an impor- 
tance in the administration of national in- 
terests second only to that of the Treasury 
Department. Ithaschargeof the three very 
important Bureaus of Pensions, Patents, 
and Public Lands. Thereis no branch of the 
Government service which at the present 
time calls for more vigilance, activity, and 
zealous devotion to the interests of the pub- 
lic than that of the Land Office, and it is to 
be hoped that the appointment of Mr. ViLas 
to the head of the department having it in 
charge will result in pressing with renewed 
vigor the policy of restoring to the public 
domain all lands which have been fraud- 
ulently or unlawfully acquired by corpora- 
tions or syndicates and preventing further 
aggressions of the same kind. 

There has been some ground for appre- 
hending that the enormous pressure brought 
to bear against the prosecution of this pol- 
icy might result in relaxing the efforts of 
the Government and possibly in substan- 
tially changing the policy. A large share 
of the credit for what has been done in the 
last two years and a half was due to the 
sturdy integrity, the unflinching firmness, 
and the rugged vigor of Commissioner 
Sparks. It surprised a good many people 
that Secretary LaMAR should have some- 
what abruptly dispensed with his services 
on an occasion which did not seem fully to 
justify the rather brusque course adopted, 
in view of the fact that the Secretary was 
so soon to retire from the charge of the In- 





terior Department. Was the resignation of 


| Mr. Sparks in fact a preliminary to Mr. 


VILAS’s consent to become Mr. LAMAR’s 
successor? If so, we trust it was not due to 
any lack of sympathy with the policy 
which the Land Commissioner was s0 zeal- 
ous in carrying out. 

Is it possible that any of the pressure ex- 
erted to check that policy was really exert- 
ed upon or through the Postmaster-General 
himself? Itisa well-known fact that he 
and his former associates have had valuable 
lumber interests in Wisconsin on what were 
once Government lands, and that he was 
formerly connected professionally with cor- 
porations concerned in land grants. One of 
the worst land jobs uncovered by Mr. 
SPARKS was that by which immensely 
valuable redwood timber lands in Cali- 
fornia were acquired by a Scotch syndicate 
through speculators, who made use 
of fraudulent entries by means of men 
hired for $50 apiece to make them 
and turn the lands over to the spec- 
ulators. Some 96,000 acres of lands 
thus obtained from the Government at 
$2 50 an acre were sold to the syndicate 
for $20 an acre, and the timber on it is said 
to have been worth $10,000,000. It has in- 
cidentally appeared that Mr. ViLas’s brother 
JOSEPH, with a partner named PUTNAM, ac- 
quired an adjoining tract through the same 
man who worked the scheme of the Scotoh 
capitalists, and though they bought the 
land of him for $7 an acre, there is a sus- 
picion that the title was originally obtained 
from the Government by a process similar 
to that used in the other case. At the time 
this matter was being looked into it was re- 
ported that JoszEPH VILAs8’s partner visited 
Commissioner SPARKS with a letter of intro- 
duction from the Postmaster-General, to re- 
monstrate against the assumption that the 
title to these redwood lands rested upon 
fraud. 

We wish to make no unjust inferences and 
to indulge in no suspicions that may be un- 
founded. Wemerely express the hope that 
these circumstances and associations do not 
indicate that the new Secretary of the In- 
terior is likely to be influenced in favor of 
land rings or corporate interests adverse to 
the policy which would reserve the pub- 
lic lands for actual settlers and restore 
to the public domain those that have been 
unlawfully seized. We trust that he is en- 
tirely free from the notions which seem to 
be so prevalent in some parts of the 
West, that acquiring wealth by getting 
possession of Government property which 
should be held and distributed for the 
benetit of the people of the country is no 
crime, And we sincerely hope that he will 
use all his energy for the discomfiture of the 
land sharks and plunderers of the public 
domain and complete the prestige which 
the Administration has begun to acquire by 
its land policy. We shall watch closely 
and somewhat anxiously for evidences that 
there is no ground for apprehending a 
change of policy and for indications that 
Mr. Viuas’s activity is directed to a vigor- 
ous execution of the policy so hopefully 
initiated under Secretary LAMAR. At pres- 
ent it does not seem as though the Cabinet 
had been strengthened by the changes just 
made; but time will show. 





A NEW RAPID TRANSIT ROAD. 

A four-track railroad connecting the City 
Hall with the Grand Central Station, over 
which trains could follow each other as 
rapidly as they could be filled, and be run 
nearly at railroad speed, would not of itself 
constitute a satisfactory and complete sys- 
tem of.rapid transit. Nevertheless it would 
be the longest step yet taken toward the 
supply of that need that has already out- 
grown the ¢apacity of the elevated roads to 
satisfy. The news that such a road can be 
built under the new Elm-street and that 
the capital has already been subscribed to 
build it isan announcement of the highest 
public interest. 

While THe .Times has advocated the 
construction of the Arcade Road, it has 
always held that the new Elm-street 
would supply the most suitable route 
for such a road; in the first place because it 
is the most direct, and in the second place 
because it threatens less interference with 
vested interests or important structures 
than any other route that could be laid out 
between these points. The trouble with the 
Broadway Arcade is that it shows no more 
signs of “ materializing” into an actual ap- 
paratus for the conveyance of passengers 
and freight than it showed when the project 
was first put on paper. The backwardness of 
capitalists may be very discreditable tothem, 
asthe promotersof the Arcade believe itto be; 
but inasmuch as itis not proposed to build 
the road at the public expense, their back- 
wardnessis none the less embarrassing to the 
enterprise. The comparative feasibility 
and probable profitableness of the proposed 
roads are not matters to be argued about 
when, as a matter of fact, capitalists stand 
ready to build the one and do not stand 
ready to build the other. If Mr. VANDER- 
BILT and his associates are prepared to put 
thirty millions into the Elm-street road the 
construction of that road is assured, and 
its construction would be one of the great- 
est benefits that could be conferred upon 
the inhabitants of this island. 

The distance from the City Hall to the 
Grand Central Station is something over 
three miles. It may be assumed that the 
road will ultimately be extended, either 
through the new street which it is pro- 
posed to construct southward from the 
Brooklyn Bridge, or otherwise, to the south 
end of the island, making nearly a mile 
more. From Forty-second-street north- 
ward to the Harlem River the tunnel of the 
Vanderbilt roads will be available for rapid 
transit, making in all between eight and 
nine miles of road over which trains can be 
run as much faster than those of the ele- 
vated roads as the latter are faster than the 
horse cars. Itis, of course, to be expected 
that the new road will be a fully-equipped 
railroad, with two tracks for way trains 
and two more for expresses, and there 
can be no comparison between such a 
road and any makeshift that can 
be put up on stilts. It is  prob- 
ably impossible to devise an_ ele- 
vated structure over which real trains 
can be run at high speed without making it 
very much more costly than a road that 
rests solidly upon the ground. Certainly 
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that has not been done with our elevated 
roads, which are already taxed to their ut- 
most to carry the heavier trains that it has 
been found necessary to employ, thongh 
even now the managers do not venture to 
put a powerful passenger locomotive on 
their structure. One point may be men- 
tioned to show to what an extent the con- 
struction of the new road would facilitate 
the business, not merely of the city, but 
of the whole country. One hour is now 
allowed for the transportation of the mails 
between the Post Office and the Grand 
Central. With the proposed road in opera- 
tion this time would be reduced to seven 
minutes. 

Even after this project is executed there 
will remain the need of an equally effective 
system of rapid transit for the west side, to 
be extended ultimately to the end of the 
island. The wants of the annexed district 
will probably be more easily supplied from 
the Vanderbilt underground. This west 
side road may be built by the projectors of 
the Broadway arcade, though it may appear 
that the purpose in view will be most effi- 
ciently and economically attained by a line 
west of Broadway. However that may be, 
the announcement made this morning is 
the most substantial piece of encourage- 
ment yet given to the hopes of those who 
are looking for a really adequate means of 
rapid transit. 


NO MORE ROOM FOR ANARCHISTS. 
“* Will you please tell ‘Only a Woman,’ ” 
writes a correspondent of THE Times, 
“why Most, who is a jailbird by his own 
testimony, is not returned to the country 
that raised him?’ The sentiment of the 
writer, as implied by the question, is one 
which is growing very rapidly in the minds 
of law-abiding citizens in this country, 
who see their patience abused daily by 
such apes of humanity as Herr Most, and 
itis one that is very likely to take form at 
no distant day in restrictive legislation 
which will redeem the land from its unen- 
viable reputation of offering an asylum to 
the criminal elements of the world’s society. 
Most is not returned tothe country that 
raised him simply because now, as at the 
time when he landed in New-York with the 
odor of an English prison still clinging to 
his garments, expatriation is not a punish- 
ment recognized by American legislation. 
All that can be done with creatures like 
Most, when they abuse our hospitality 
by repeating the crimes for which they 
have been driven from their own land, is to 
punish them according to our laws. 

The Mosts now with us we must watch 
closely and endure, butgthe time is ripe for 
taking steps to prevent any addition to our 
already too large colony of foreign crim- 
inals. The Haymarket riots in Chicago, 
followed by the execution of the Anarchists; 
the violent appeals of Herr Most, who is 
too cowardly personally to attempt the 
crimes which he advocates, but brave 
enough to urge his simple-minded followers 
to commit them; the spread of Anarchistic 
doctrine in all our large cities through the 
teachings of such foreign criminals as Most 
—all these things are awakening the Ameri- 
can people to the need of repressive laws. 
Dynamite and other terrible explosives 
have now become the weapons of the law- 
less enemies of society, and against a sud- 
den attack from such engines of destruc- 
tion there is’ absolutely no defense. It is 
stupid and reckless folly to trifle with the 
men who boldly avow their inténtion of 
using such a weapon in their war upon 
organized society. The only rational means 
of protecting life and property against them 
is to crush them out of existence. Anarchy 
is a disease of the body politic which can 
be easily prevented by repressive measures; 
to cure it after it has become deep-seated 
in the system is a more difficult, if nota 
hopeless, task. 

Until within a comparatively recent time 
there was absolutely~ no restriction upon 
immigration to this country, and the re- 
sult was that the paupers of Europe were 
turned loose upon us by thousands. When 
the evil became too glaring to be neglected, 
legislation was framed under which a per- 
son known to be unable to support himself 
is now turned back at the dvorsof Castle 
Garden and sent to his European home in 
the steamer which brought him here. The 
time has come to extend the operation of 
this law to every known jailbird and 
Anarchist who comes to our shores. We 
have room enough and to spare for every 
honest, industrious foreigner who seeks to 
better his condition under our liberal insti- 
tutions, but the United States has become 
too small to accommodate criminals like 
Most, who cannot recognize the blessings 
of a free government and seek to substi- 
tute anarchy for the reign of law. 
Congress will have many very im- 
portant questions to discuss during its 
session, but none so important that it 
can afford to pass this one by in silence. 
Senator PaLMER of Michigan is announced 
to have a billin course of preparation de- 
signed to exclude Anarchists and other 
foreign criminals from this country in the 
future. He has evidently caught the drift 
of public sentiment, and intends to,follow 
it to its logical conclusion. We cannot get 
rid of Most, but the country demands that 
no more of his fellows shall be allowed to 
land here. The Chinaman has been forbidden 
to enter the country at the demand of a few 
labor agitators. Now let the demand of 
every law-abiding citizen of the country be 
met by a law excluding Anarchists and 
jailbirds in the future. 

EAN TES PT ORESTD CLI ELT PT 

Another decision has been rendered by @ 
Federal court declaring unconstitutional 
State laws imposing a tax on non-resident 
‘“‘drummers,” this time in Texas. A similar 
case was recently decided in the same way 
in North Carolina. Judge SaBIN at Galves- 
ton is very emphatic in bis declaration that 
a tax of this kind isin effect an attempt to 
regulate inter-State commerce and there- 
fore unconstitutional, and he goeg back ‘to 
the ancient principle that taxation without 
representation is tyranny and condemns the 
attempt to levy tribute on the residents of 
other States engaged in peaceful commerce. 
It is perfectly plain that all such laws are 
unconstitutional and also that they are 
very bad policy for the States. Wherever 
they have been brought to a test the 
decision has been against them, and it is 
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about time for progressive States which de- 
sire to build up their business interests to 
abandon such resttictive legislation upon 
commercial intercourse.

BROKERS COMMISSIONS. 


WHAT SOME OF THE PHILADELPHIA 
STOCK BROKERS WANT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6.—A good deal of 
discussion 1s goingon among the members of 
the Philadelphia Stock Exchange regarding the 
question of dividing commissions with New- 
York brokers, and a committee was recently 
sent to New-York to confer with representa- 
tives of the New-York board. Some of the brok- 
ers favor a return to the old rule of the New- 
York Stock Exchange, by which they allowed a 
rebate of one-half their commissions to mem- 
bers of the Philadelpia Exchange. Under the 
present system a Philadelphia broker can obtain 
nothing whatever from business transacted in 
the New-York Exc hange, and the result is that 
for some time past they have sought to divert 


the business formerly done in New-York stoozs 
into other channels. A prominent broker, whois 
a member of both the New-York and Philadel- 
phia Exchanges, said to-day: “I do not think 
that any change will be made, and, in fact, I do 
not see the necessity of making any. At present 
Philadelphia brokers who buy or sell New-Yorg 
stocks cannot make any money unless they 
charge an extra commission and the customer ig 
willing to pay it. It would be folly to make 
this change. It would inauce the Philadelphia 
brokers who have seate in the New-York Stock 
Exchange to sell them. They are worth about 
oF 00." while the seats here bring only abouts 

,000.”” 

A member of the Stock Exchange said this 
afternoon: “ The object of the committee visit- 
ing New-York was to endeavor to explain to the 
mombers ef the Exchange tbat their interests 
were the same and that an equitable division of 
commissions would acerue to the advantage 
of the members of both Exchanges, aa it would 
insure the exertions of every broker to send all 
the business possible to his correspondent. No 
action upon the matter can be looked for at pres 
ent.” 


YRIBUIE TO THE DEAD. 


UNION THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY PRAISES 
PDR. HITCHCOCK. 

It wasa distinguished company of theo- 
logians who occupied the pulpit platform of 
Adams Chapel in the Union Theological Sem- 
inary last night. They had come together te 
speak a word about their’ former col 
league, the Rev. Dr. KR. D. Hitchoock, 
who served for many years as President 
of Union Theological Seminary. The Rev. Dr. 
W. G. T. Shedd, now Acting President of Union 
Theological Seminary, delivered the address of 
the evening. He had known Dr. Hitcheock for 


more than 20 years, he said, and had been for 
that length of time his associate in the seminary 
work. Dr. Hitehcock’s style as a speaker was 
lucid and bold. He never spoke or wrote a dark 
or a dul) line. 

Prof. Fisbér, whe occupied the Chair of 
Church History in Yale Theological Seaunary, 
spoke in the most eulogistic terms of the dead 
man, and praised him for his orthodoxy and firm 
belief in the Presbyterian form of’*church gov- 
ernment. : 

Prot. Francis Patton, of Princeton, who is said 
to be the probable successor of Dr, McCosh, 
said: “Dr. Hitchcock was ap intellectual king 
of the world, who came with the royal step of 
individuality.” He then spoke of the catholicity 
of Dr. Hitchcock ara his remarkably broad and 
liberal religious feeling. 

The Rev. Dr. C. H. Parkhurst, of the Madison- 
Square Presbyterian Church, spoke of the ability 
of the eminent theologian who died last June 

J.B. Shaw, President of the Senior Class of 
the seminary, read for his class resolutions of 
respect, and Charles Butler, President of the 
Board of Trustees, read letters of compliment 
and recret from Bishop Potter and others. He 
read from Dr. Hitchcocr’s will, which provides 
that $2.500 be set aside and the interest accru- 
ing go to that member of the Senior Class each 
year at the Christmas examination who stands 
higbest in the subject of charcb history.

WOUTER VAN TWILLER. 
NICIIOLAS SOCIETY INSTALLS OFFI- 
CERS AND SMOKES PIPES UNDER THE 
GILDED ROOSTER’S SHADOW. 

When old Wouter Van Twiller sat placid- 
Yy in his arm chair and watched the smoke from 
his pipe float upward to the ceiling for 40 years 
without inquiring why it did so he made a 
pieture of human felicity which the St 
Nicholas Society deems it its duty to strive 
to atta at least once a year. The St. 
Nicholas Society is an associatign composed 
only of gentlemen whose ancestors were resi- 
dents of this country prior to 1785. Ancestors 
by purchasé do not cut any figure in this esti- 
mate. Consequently this association is ultra- 
Dutch inits constituency, although the 195 gen- 
tlemen who sat down to banquet in Delmonico's 
big supper room last evening were quite cosmo- 
politan in faces and quite conventional in dress. 

Last night’s meeting was the “installation 
banquet,” and the first thing installed was a 
huge canvas picture of the society’s seal, hung 
Ddehind the President’s chair on the east side. 
This seal has a melancholy Indian and a “Pina- 


fore” sailor leaning sadiy against a coat-of- 
arms. Above is “St. Nicholas Society, founded 
1833,” and below, “Oranje Bover.” This last 
wua the wittiest hitof the evening. Nobody 
caught itexactly, but it was generally conceded 
to be excessively good. The ceremonies began, 
the society having gathered, with the entry of 
a trumpeter in Continental uniform who, with 
@ brave © tira-la-la,” summoned the men to the 
feast. Following the trumpeter one of the 
patriarchs bore on high the “sacred rooster,” 
a venerable bird, who in Washington Irving’s 
time is believed to have aroused the village of 
New-Amsterdam, and appears thereafter to 
have defied the boarding house keepers of a 
century. It wasa gilded rooster, however, and 
had a weather vane attached to it. This was 
for the Chairman to use in determining how 
the various winds blew. Tho guests marched 
into the tables and took seats. 

The first proceeding was the installation of 
ofiicer. The Installing Committee were De 
Lancey Nicoll and J. Adrian Bush. Mr. Nicoll 
began by installing the President, John C. Mills, 
the caremony consisting in investing that gentle- 
man with a cocked hat ana a regalia of pink. 
Mr. Bush followed suit by installing 
the First Vice-President, James M. Beek- 
man. Mr. Bush and Mr. Nicoll vied 
with each other in the elegance and pleasantry 
of their remarks.

Tn club circles there is a deep speculation 
as to the probable fate of E. Berry Wall. The 
story is current that he is being pursued by a 
man with blood in his eye and a personal claim 
in his pocket.

“ ELAINE” AT THE MADISON-SQUARE. 


The charms of the new play at the Madi- | 


son-Square are many. Its pictures have a rare 
and estimable quality. They give form and 
color to the shadowy visions which grow upon 
the mind while reading the English laureate’s 
flowing, limpid verses that tell of the golden 
age of Arthur’s Court. The scenery, unpre- 
tentious, but pleasing and suitable, that Mr. 
Marston has prepared, the dresses of the women, 
the armor and weapons of the knights, and the 
rude furniture all help to make us realize the 
as the poet 
has told of them, drawing his inspiration from 
the remote legends of Britain’s folk lore. The 
piece is an acted poem, and the poetic quality is 
preserved through it all. The light effects are 
managed with consummate skill to give the 
proper tone to the various scenes, and every 
small detail of the performanee gives evidence 
of intelligent effort directed by a perfect under- 
standing of the subject. . 

The play is done with much more skill, and 
consequently with better effect, than at its first 
performance (at an author’s matinée) last 
Spring, and itis now a better play. Elaine no 
longer loves and tells her love and pines and 
dies all in a breath. The third episode of the 
drama ends with the brusque departure of 
Lancelot from Astolat, and the next scene 18 
&® new one, the lily maid’s tower. Here, 


through a narrow window, the light 
is seen fading from a dull, heavy sky, and the 
darkness of night follows. The flickering tapers 
before Eiaine’s rude crucifix emphasize the dark- 
ness of the room until a soft, mellow lignt falls 
from above upon the dying girl and casts all 
the rest in shadow. Here the maiden calls 
for the horn of ink and writes upon the 
scroll her farewell to Lancelot and to the world, 
and passes away. The succeeding picture, pre- 
sented after a brief interval during whicha 
requiem is sung. by men’s Voices, is 1 wonder- 
fully faithful and impressive reproduction of 
Rosenthal’s picture, with Elaine lying at rest 
pose the barge, and the dumb servitor at the 
elm. 

Of the acting there is much to be said in praise, 
also. Miss Annie Russel!’s portrayal of the 
heroine has already been made, in many publi- 
cations, the subject of glowing panegyric. We 
are afraid the zeal of Miss Russell's admirers 
has led them somewhat astray in this matter. 
In physique she suits the part, and her 
acting is neat and well studied; she 
has several pathetic moments, as when she 
sits at Lancelot’s feet to hear his voice 
and gaze upon his face. Her conception of the 
part is good enough, but her execution of it has 
the fault of monotony. We doubt if Miss Rus- 
sell is at her bestin such a character. A part 
in which the gentleness and tenderness of 
young womanhood are happily blended with 
demure merriment suita her exactly; and we 
would rather remember her in ‘Sealed 
Instructions” and ‘ QOur Society” and ‘“ The 
Martyr” than in “ Elaine.” Mr. Salvini’s Lancelot 
is an older man than he was in the single per- 
fofmancs of Messrs. Lathrop and Ed wards’s play 
last Spring. Hehas fervor and gentleness in 
the proper proportion, but heis inclined to be 
over-emphatic in speech and action once In a 
while, and his delivery of English verse is not 
quite what it ought tobe. But this 1s a strong 
and picturesque piece of acting, and one 
that will always please. Mr. Robinson gives 
dignity to the Lord of Astolat; Miss Burroughs 
is a handsome representative of Guinevere, and 
her acting is marked by intelligence; Mr. Louis 
Massen is admirable as bluff, manly, warm- 
hearted Sir Torre. Miss Minnie Seligman made 
her first appearance on the stage as Llanyd. 
She has an attractive presence, a round, 
pleasing voice, and is graceful in_ her 
Motions and poses. Her delivery of the 
lines of Tennyson describing Elaine, which 
are housebold words, was charming, and this was 
the best point in her performance. She needs to 
learn when to sit still and to stand still, and she 
has other deficiencies common to ali be- 
ginnersa, which she is likely to bravely 
overcome. Mr. Ramsey as Lavaine, Mr. Hol- 
land as Gawain, (when he _ touches _ his 
part with a surer band,) Mr. Overton as Arthur, 
and Miss Greetiwaid as Roselle, will all re- 
ceive the cordial approbation of playgoers. 
Mr. Flockton’s unobtrusive embodiment of the 
dumb servitor is an uncommonly fine bit of act- 
ing, marked by dignity and pathos, and wonder- 
fully picturesque. Mr. Findlay, instead.of Mr. 
Davidge, spoke the lines of the Hermit Friar. 

The esthetic pleasure derived from hearing 
the verse of Tennsyson intelligently spoken on 
the stage need not be dwelt upon. Of Mr. Lath- 
rop's own verse not so much is to be aaid; but 
not much of the dialogueis bad. Mr. Lathrop, 
indeed; writes very fair verse, a8 verse goes, 

“All birds 
Will sing at morn. But still we do not take 
The chafering swailow for the holy lark.” 

“Elaine” will afford rare enjoyment: at the 
Madison-Sguare. Its pietures will be admired, 
and its story will call forth sympathetic tears 
for a long term of weeka. 


HOFMANN’S SECOND MATINEE. 

There has seldom been so large an audi- 
ence at a matinée in the Metropolitan Opera 
House as assembled yesterday afternoon to hear 
little Josef Hofmann play the piano. The hour 
of the entertainment had been made 4 o’clock in 
order to enable school children to attend, and 
they were present in large numbers. Some of 
the little folk, who had probably had a taste of 
the early struggles of piano study, regarded the 
performances of the prodigy with open-mouthed 
awe, but the women fell in love with him at first 
sight. The little man was not at his best yester- 
day afternoon, and he was obliged to 
pull himself together rather sharply at 
one time in the course of his performance 
of Beethoven’s C major concerto. One little 


slip in time—probably unnoticed by the great 
majority of bis hearersa—made him more careful, 
and it was amusing to note the attention be paid 
to tha orchestra after it. There is little to be 
added to what has already been said about this 
remarkable boy. His rendering of the second 
movement of the concerto was especially 
praised in these columns after his first concert, 
aud it was yesterday, as before, an interpreta- 
tion of surprising merit. Itis beyond supposi- 
lion that the boy bas the maturity of intelli- 
gence necessary for a studied comprebension of 
this music; but he has rare intuition, which at- 
tains ap equally admirable result. His playing 
was felt by the audience, which listened to him 
with theintensest attention and burst into en- 
thusiastic applause. He played four graceful 
und interesting cumpositions of bis own, and 
then Mme, Teresa Carreno appeared on the 
stage to give him a theme for improvisation. 
The melody proved to be that of the ** Red Sara- 
fan,” a Russian song utilize| by Wieniawski in 
his * Airs Russes,”’ for violin. The child han- 
died this theme better than any yet given him 
here, and his impromptu composition was full 
of grace and eftesiiveness, a bit of counterpoint 
inthe bass near the close being particularly 
musicianty. As heretofore the boy’s improvis- 
ing evoked a storm of applause. His closing 
number was the Weber- Liszt ‘‘ Polacca.” Mme. 
Hastreiter and Signor de Anna sang, aud Miss 
Nettie Carpenter, the violinist, gave a good per- 
formance of Sarasate’s ‘Gypsy Songs.” The 
orchestra under Herr Nevendorff piayed Web- 
er’s ** Jubel Overture” and Saint-Saéu’s sym- 
phonic poem * Le Rouet d’Omphaie.” 


STEINWAY HALL. 

Mr. Thomas’s third symphony concert at 
Steinway Ha)l last evening was an excellent en- 
tertainment. The tone and precision of the 
strings were finely exhibited in a figue in A 
minor by Bach, arranged for string orchestra by 
Josef Hellmesberger. Schubert's delightful sym- 
phony in C wajor was the principal work on the 
programme, and it goes without suying that 
Mr. Thomas’s musicians played it commendably.

on tumbling over one another in a scramble to 
get out of every investment before a Receiver

FLAMES AMONG THE CLOAKES. 

Fire was discovered shortly before mid- 
night on the top floor of the six-story brick 
building 123 and 125 West Broadway, which,

LEAVING THE PARTY. 


CHARLES H. KNOX RESIGNS FROM THE 
REPUBLICAN COUNTY COMMITTEE. 


The following letter tells its own story: 


NEw-YorkK, Dee. 6, 1887. 
Col. & V. R. Oruger, Cnawman Republican 
County Commitlee : 

DEAR SiR: I do hereby resign as a member of 
the Republican County Committee from the 
Twenty-first Assembly District. 

Thave been a member of the committee for 
about 15 years, and it is not without reluctance 
that I sever a tie with the party I have loved 
and in which I have many warm friends, but my 
sympathies for some time have been growing 
away from the Republican Party. I think the 
objects for which it was organized have been ac- 
complished, and am aware of nv issue before the 
poopie on which it is entitled to support. 

I believe tnat the civil war and ail questions 
growing out of it have been decided, and I am 
opposed to viewing the South as a conquered 
province, ever to be reminded of her defeat and 
that her people were “rebels.”

LEEDS IN TROUBLE WITH 
HIS THIRD WIFE, 

Capt. James H, Leeds, the old gentleman 
who distinguished himself in Justice Steckler’s 
eaurt last April by vainly suing pretty Miss 
Fannie Ludiam for the value of his deaa wife's 
clothing, which he had given her, was a party in 
the Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, to still 
more litigation, At the time his suit with Sfisa 

ndiam was tried it came out in testimony that 
he had recently married a third wife, with whom 
the Iudlam family refused to associate, and 


that their refusal was the cause of all the 
trouble, This third wife has now brought 
® petition asking the Supreme Court for 
® divorcs on tho ground” of cryelty and 
ebandonment, and for large alimony, suchas a 
man of Capt. Leeds’s ample means is well able 
to pay. Pending the progress of the htigation 
she wants 2 good round sum for Gounsel fees 
end for temporary alimony, and it was this ap- 

lication which was discussed befora Judge 
ear eagall yesterday. Capt. Leeds not only denies 
all his wife's chargas, but by way of cross bill 
he aska the court to annul his marriage upon 
the ground that she induced him to enter into it 
by fraud and misrepresentation. 

Capt. Leeds is in his seventy-seventh 
year and nas buried two _ wives, by 
whem he has a family of grown-up 
sons and daughters. He has been for $v 
years a produce merchant at 235 and 235 Front- 
street, a resident of 68 Orange-street, Brookiyn, 
opposite Plymeuth Chureh, for 36 years, and a 
eommunicant of the Episcopal Church for more 
than 50 years. He isa nice old gentleman, and 
his account of his experience with the present 
Mrs. Leeds is pathetic. He says that Dec. 18, 
1286, ashe drove un to his store, in Front-streect, 
and ciaimed his acquaintance, saying that she 
had been introduced to him by ** Mrs, Babeock.” 
Capt. Leeds could rememoper no Mrs, Babcock, 
bnt Mra. Pani, as she eatied herself, flattered 
him so skilfully. telling him howrich her dead 
husband, a distinguished lawyer of Colorado, 
had left her, and how much she needed the ad- 
vice of a wise and prudent man like himself in 
regard to taking care of her vast property, that 
be was becuiled into visiting her at a houso in 
Twenty-sixth-street, and then into marrying her 
at his own residence, Jan.11, 1887. 

By the accounts of not only Capt. Leeds, bat 
of David T. Williams, his son-in-law, who lives 
in the same house, and of the servants, especial- 
ir Louisa Hammander, the ecok, the new wife 
began at once to lead him a dreadipl iHie, Mrs. 
Hammander says that she took 12 drinks of gin, 
whisky, and brandy oi the marriage cay, and 
was repentediy drunk and riotous atterward, 
breaking furniture and other household goods 
with great freedom. Capt. Leeds says that in- 
stead of bringing him money she took it from 
him; that a few days aiter their maryplage she got 
€1,000 with which, as she said, te pay Evan P. 
George for fees she owed him for legal services; 
that soon after she twice got considerable sums 
ef him with which to redeem ciothing she had 

awned, until. in two months, she had bled him 
© the tune of $2,480. Atlast, to his great joy, 
she ieft him, Aug. 15 last, and has mot since re- 
turned, although she repeatedivy wrote te hin 
from Coney Island, Monmouth Beach, and like 
places for money, and took a lot of furni- 
ture from the house under the pretense that he 
had given it to her. 

Mrs. Leeds gives her age as 32, and she is said 
to be an attractive and fascinating blonde. In- 
feed, Capt. Leeds, in his affidavit asking for the 
annulment ef the marriage, says that her fas- 
cinations are so great that they casi aspell 
npon him, and he was no longer master of him- 
self. “Iwas dazed,” he says, ‘‘and can’t now 
describe the fascination she exercised over me. 
She seemed to move my mind whiehever way 
ehe wanted to. I seemed to be impelled onward 
ty a power i could not resist.” 

Judge Lawrence has reserved his decision 
upon the question of alimony in order to allow 
more ailidavits to be put to it.

A PUZZLING PROBLEM.

WEST END-AVENUE: PROPERTY OWNERS 
CAN'T SOLVE IT. 

The West End-Avenue Property Owners’ 
Association is engaged upon the problem of 
making $2 60-/- $0 64 = $18 68. A Committee 
on Trees has the matter specially in hand, but 
the mathematical genius of the entire associa- 
tion has been focused upon it in consequence of 
an assessment of $1868 each for 2,000 trees 
which have been laid out on the avenue. It 
seems to be settled that the tree boxes cost 
#2 60 each and the trees 64 cents each. As 


there is no other expense of which the associa- 
tion has been informeéd, the difficulties of the 
problem may be appreciated. The committee 
has gone, more or less, into the history of tree 
planting in this city in its researches. It finds 
that the highest charge, heretofore, was $3 25 
a tree for eims that were set out on the Boule- 
ward. Thetrees on West End-avenue are com- 
mon swanp maples, which can be had almost 
for the asking, and afford no extraordiuary 
promise im foliage or beauty. 

Francis M. Jencks, Charies T. Barney, Cyrus 
Clark, Gardiner Sherman, and John Mott have 
been appointed a committee to oppose the sur- 
face raitroad projected through West End-ave- 
nue. The Committee on Limits has fixed Sixty- 
ainth-street as the point at whieh Eleventh- 
avenue shall assume its new name, and it has 
forwarded to the Aldermen an application to 
that effect. It was originally intended that the 
avenue should be calied West End from Sixty- 
Jourth-street, and the change is asked because 
the property between Sixty-fourth and Sixty- 
ninth streets has already asgumed a character 
notin keeping with the choicer seetion. No et- 
fort is contemplated for changing the upper 
limit of the avenue, One Hundred and Sixth- 
ftreet. The committee thinks the Aldermen will 
Paes the desired change without dissent or de- 
ay.

HOW TO SWINDLE FARMERS. 

Sr. Lovrs, Dec. 6.—The Southwestern 
Grain and Seed Company, doing business for the 
past two years at Springfield, Mo., are accused 
of obtaining money under false pretenses, and 
are being prosccuted under the act. They are 
eharged with the famous Bohemian oat swindle 
that was so sueceasfully practiced in Ohio two 
yearsago. The swindle consists in selling ten 
bushels of oats, at $15 per bushel,to a well- 
*nown farmer, taking his note, payable at the 
time of harvest of his first crop, and making a 
contract with him to buy all the oats he raises 
at $10 per bushel. The first year the contract 
is carried out faithfully, and the honest farmer 
is made the tool and his neighbors are led to the 
tlaughter. They buy the oats under similar econ- 
tracts, giving their notes, which are easily dis- 
counted. The Bohemian company has been 
established at least a year, and appeared to 
be reliable, but by the time tbe contracts 
ofthe second year matured the company had 
migrated. Itis estimated that they sold $100,- 
090 worth of seed in Green aud adjoining coun- 
ties in Missouri, and one Springfield bank holds 
$17,000 of the farmers’ notes. Mr. H. G. Mull- 
ings, a well-known farmer of Green County, at- 
tempten to warn his neighbors by an open letter 
tothe lecal papers, and was immediately an- 
swered by 20 equally well-known farmers, who 
fdeciared that there was no swindle. The Bo 
hemian company appeared to have the advan 
tage, but Mullings continued to peg away, and 
John H. Benrgett, a farmer, was yesterday 
arrested on an indictment found by the Grand 
Jury. The officers of the company left the city 
fome time ago, and it is believed that they have 
been indicted. The officers are J. T. Stoner of 
fsrand Island, Neb., and 8. 8. Cox of Bryan, Ohio.

A SUIT LONG DRAWN OUT.

PLENTY OF LAWYERS HAVES A HAND 
IN IT, 

One Judge, a score of lawyers, a tableful 
of reporters, and two casual spectators cathered 
in Room 100 of the Federal Court House yester- 
day at the beginning of asnit 12 years old, in 
which 9,000 pages of pleadings are on record 
involving the disposition of $6,000,000 in a rail- 
way now defunct. If is a double and compli- 
cated action. The railroad over which the 
battle is being fought was started in 1873 as 
the New-York, Boston and Montreal Railway. 
Among its flrat acts was the issuance of $12,- 
250,000 first mortgage bonds, and of $12,750,- 
000 of second mortgage bonds, and of $1,050,- 
OCC of preferrea stock. Bischoffeheim & Gold- 
schmidt, of London, had placed with them 
$6,250,000, of which 5,000,000 was transferred 
to the Banque Franco-Egyptienne. The balance, 
which the Londoners retained, is the foundation 
of the first suit which they bring against John 
Crosby Brown, Jesse Seligman, Stewart Brown, 
James M. Brown, Charles D. Dickey, Howard 
Potter, Joseph and James Seligman of New- 
York City. 

The New-York, Boston and Montreal Company 
was composad, a¢cording to the complainant, of 
five corporations—the Now-York and Boston, 
organized in May. 1878, to operate a railroad 
from the Harlem River to Brewster's; the Put- 
nam and Dutchess, started in April, 1871, torun 
from Carmel to Hopewell; the Dutchess and 
Columbia, created in September, 1866, to go 
from Copake to Fishkill; the Vine Plains and 
Albany, begun in March, 1872, to ecohnect Pino 
Plainsand Chatham Viliage, aud the Harlem 
Extension, running from Chatham Village to 
Rutland, Vt. The complainant asserts that 
when the money advances were made to the 
Néw-York, Boston and Montreal it was ropre- 
sented that these five ronds were ali duly estab- 
lished, equipped, and running, but that later it 
was discovered that the reverse was true, Itis 
also charged that money was seeured by the 
company on a prospectus which misrepresented 
affairs. The sum of $917,182 97 was advanced 
by the London house in 1873 to the company 
for the development ot some of the railway’s 
plans, but the complainant charges that it 
was divided between Brewn Brothers & Co., 
and J. & W. Seligman «& Co., * which firms 
used the portions of said fund deposited 
with them in their respecive business and 
affairs’ end not as HKischolisheim & Gold- 
schmidt intended. The London tirm also assert 
that afterithad aceepted the issue of $6,250,- 
000 worth of bonds it nseertained that the 
New-York, Boston and Montreal was utterly in- 
solvent and unable to pay its debts, and that the 
consolidated road. peing also only the represeta- 
tive of the five poor branches, was worthiess as 
wel. “Whe representations put forth were de- 
lusive and exaggerated pretenses,” asserts the 
London house, 

At any rate the enterprise fell through, and 
Bischofisheim & Goldschmidt and the Banque 
Franco-Egyptienne, of Paria, want to get back 
the money which they invested. The auits were 
begun soon after the railroad had ended ita brief 
eareer, and have been kept going during the 
last 10 years intermittently by examinations 
hbefare Commiaesioners appointed to take testi- 
mony.

FLINT GLASSWORKERS TO STRIKE. 
PitrspurG, Dec. 6.—The trouble between 
the glass manufacturers and the Americar 
Flint Glassworkers’ Union, which has been going 
on for some time, has about reached the crisis. 


It is stated on good authority that a strike will 
take plaee to-morrow if the manufacturers do 
not concede the demands of their employes. 
The strike will involve about 1,400 men directly 
and about 3,600 men indirectly. There are 19 
tableware factories in this district and the olli- 
cers of the association state that there is nota 
nen-union man employedin any of the factories. 
The last strike among the flint glassworkers oc- 
curred in 1879 and was unsuccessful, the manu- 
facturers getting the best of the men aftera 
nine months’ struggle. The Flint Glassworkers’ 
Union is considered one of the strongest labor 
organinations in the ceuntry. They are organ- 
ized from Canada to California, and have not 
had aserious strike for some years.

His hands were horny before he 
Was l4 years of age. For several years not @ 
flay passed, excepting Sundays, on which he 
tid not blow upon them, put them under his 
shoulders, and squeeze thefM or sit upon them, 
tor such expedients were supposed io ease the 
pain. If cowhiding could drive information into 
» boy, Joe wouid haye been a wouderfully weil- 
Informed youth, when the headmaster informed 
his father that it was useless to keep him at 
schoolany longer. But cowhiding had no such 
effect in Joe's case. , 

He could eatch a basketful of fish with a bit of 
linen thread and a rusty hook where a gorgeous- 
ly-decorated tackle would fail to secure a bite. 
He could filla rabbit fullof holes with a para- 
lytig shotgun, when his well-appointed compan- 
fon couldn’t catch a giimpse ofa tail. With a 
stent bit of wire he could, in about a minute, 
make a trap that was death to small game that 
paid no attention to contrivances much more 
scientific and costly. He was intimately ac- 
yuaintea with the best partridge and woodcoek 

round within 50 miles, bat if he had been of- 

ered $100 for the information he couldn’t have 
named the capital of Maine, the next-door neigh- 
bor of New-Brunuswick. Of the history of Can- 
ada, or even New-Brunswick, he was as ignorant 
as if he had lived all his days at Timbuctoo, but 
he could tell the largest number of lions that 
the greatest African traveler had killedin a day, 
andhe knew the works of Fielding, Scott, Bul- 
wer, Lever, and Lover by heart. Joe's father 
soon discovered that the city in which they lived 
Wasn't big enough for both. Stories of Jcoe’s ex- 

loits wouldn't make instructive reading for 

tnday school pupils, and they were so little to 
his father’s taste that the Governor, as Joe in 
moments of recklessness called him, decided to 
ship the prodigal son to a region in which allure- 
ments were scare and hard work plentiful. 

The Governor bought a farm of 75 acres. 
Fifty acres were cleared, the remainder was 
covered with cordwood timber. The land was 
rich for New-Brunswick land, and the farm 
offered an opportunity to a man who was willing 
to work to make money and tosave it. On the 
farm, prettily situated on rising ground, near 
the b of a mountain that shut off the west 
wind, wasahouse. It contained a dozen rooms 
and was in a fair state of repair. The Governor 
stocked the farm with the necessary machinery, 
though in comparison with that in use in this 
favored land it was primitive enough. He also 
bought a horse, two cows, a couple of pigs, and 
gs letof chickens. Then he issued a pronuncia- 
mento by word of mouth. There was a farm, he 
said to Jos. It was a good farm. The Governor's 
Btatement regarding the quality of the farm 
Was made upon hearsay evidence, for his knowl- 
edge of farms was limited. He had looked at 
farms as he drove past them in a buggy or was 
whirled by them in a railroad car. He was 
something of a florist, but about hay and oats 
he knew no more than hay did about him. *Joe 
was instructed to remove his traps to the farm, 
and ke was told that for the first year he could 
keep all he made out of it. At the end of the 
year anew and less advantageous contract for 
him would be made. 

In that the Governor was mistaken. The old 
eontract is atill in force. Itisnow 10 years 
old. To be exact, the terms of the old contract 
have not been strictly adhered to, which has 
Seen altogether to the advantage of Joe. That 

philosopher has now been on the farm for 10 
{gare He isn’t a dollar richer than he was 

0 years ago, andthe Governor has not only 
bot made a nickel out of the farm, but has been 
compelled, very much to his disgust, to expend 
money for oue purpose or another upon the 
farm every year with a regularity that should 
fong since have made the outlay one oft the 
things to be expected. 

In the family—for Joe isn’t the only son by 
gseveral—the farm is a standing joke, appre- 
ciated by every one but the Governor. He 
spends two weeks there every Summer, and to 
the other member of the fainily itis as good asa 
comedy to hear him gravely explain to Joe the 
improvements that he shoula make at the close 
of the farming season. They all know that the 
eontemplated improvements will never be made, 
and the only matter of surprise to them is that 

the farmis still there. The fences have been 
renewed. The old wooden fences were re- 
moved a couple of years ago and replaced with 
Wire abominations. The cost came out of the 
Governor’s pocket. The best cow wandered off 
one night that Joe neglected to put her in the 
barn, and was never seen afterward, at least not 
hy Joe. In hauling timber down the mountain 
ove day in Winter the log slipped on the ice, 
elid forward so rapidly as to take the horse off 
his feet, and when the animal regained them he 
waslame. His lameness became so marked that 

t was impossible to drive him, and he was dis- 

posed of for the value of his hide and hoofs. Of 
course, it was out of the question to run a farm 
‘without a horse, so a 6-year old was purchased. 
He was paid for by the Governor, who was also 
induced to buy a Jersey cow, after which Joe 
promptly killed a calf he had been raising anda 
soldit. This action he explained on the ground 
that he had no use for more than twocows, and, 
Wesides, was partial to Jerseys. What became of 
the money he received for the calf is still a tam- 
ily mystery, but of one thing every member is 
sure—the Governor never saw it. With com- 
teendable regularity Joe kills his pigs every Fall 
and sells them; with equal regularity he pock- 
ets the cash. One of Joe’s brothers, who visited 
the farm last Summer, asked why he didn’t keep 
ghickens. Joe showed evitience of temper when 
the brother laughed himself blue in the face over 
& statement that chickens were “too much 
bother.” One of Joe’s sisters informed the vis- 
itor that Joe killed all the chickens the first Win- 
ter he was on the farm and atethem. Since that 
achievement no one hud been prompted to re- 
etock the farm with chickens, though 4 thousand 
pt them could live extravagantly on its glean- 
jogs and cause no one 2 moment’s thought. 

During the Summer Joe’s sisters pay the farm 
& Visit, They are bright, well-educated, and ac- 

complished girls, and attract a good deal of com- 
pany. Joe calis the admirers of his sisters dudes, 
pod proves that they aren’t by getting more 
work out of them than any man with a cou- 
science could expect of the same number of 
eble-budied men. He doesn’t keep a servant, so 
when the girls pay him a visit they are com- 
pelled to roll up their sleeves. When there is 
aby male company at the house Joe invariably 
forgets to chop some firewood before he goes to 
pis *“‘ work,” and his memory ts also defective on 
the question of water. Naturally the male visit- 
ors will not permit the girls to chop wood or 
earry water from the spring, and they are com- 
pelled to become hewers of wood and drawers of 
water until their collars wilt and their hands 
show a fine collection of blisters. Joe’s punctu- 
ality at meals makes the clock blush. When he 
is informed at dinner that he inadvertently for- 
got to chop wood before he left the house he 
says, ‘Did [, though?” He will make this re- 
ply in the samo matter-of-fact tone every day 
for a month, but’ he has informed the girls pri- 
vately that when there ar@ any dudes on the 
premises they must work or starve; that he 
toesn’t keep a hotel. The girls hint that if he 
flid nobody could be induced to stop at it, and 
then they take instant flight, for Joe has a 
tongue with arazor edge anda gift of repartee 
thatis simply startling to strangers. Although 
the girls transform the place, they receive no 
thanks from Joe, and he never indicates that 
they are anything but a nuisance until the day 
they betake themselves to the eity and leave 
Joseph to loneliness and Winter. 

One Winter such as Joe spends would send any 
ef his brothers to an insane asylum. Having 
worked * hard,” as he terms it, from Spring un- 
til Fall, Joe takes stock of his possessions. He 
has grown just enough hay, oats, and corn to 
tuppiy his stock. He has grown just enough 
suckwheat for the family’s supply, and this he 
kells to the Governor at the highest market 
tate. His stock of potatoes is sold to the Goy- 
Sruor and some friends. Joe always asks a big 
qrice for his potatoes, claiming that they are par- 

jcularly fine, though the identity of the variety 
he never discloses. The girls say they haven't 

by variety and are common, every-day pota- 
fave, How be disposesof the cash received no- 
ody bas discovered, tor during the Winter, when

Joe is in noed of anything he levies on the Gov- 
ernor, Who grumbles and responds. But inspite 
ot having a farm at his command and of his fre- 
quent levies during the Winter, Joe never has 
anything when Spring opens. Fy! 

How does this Blue-Nose farmer spend the Win- 
ter? It is perhaps worth the telling. Snow falls 
in that quarter of the globe in quantities that 
would make a New-Yorker stare. Joo may go to 
bed at nighi after taxing a look at bare and 
frozen ground. He isn’t surprised if upon get- 
ting up in the morning he» finds himself snowed 
in. Many mornings in Winter he is compelled to 
tunnel the greater part of the distance betweon 
the house and the barn. Sometimes the snow is 

| three feet deep around the house; sometimes it 
istenfeet deep. And the temperature? Well, 
| 20° below zero is considered quite moderate, and 
| people say the weagher is quite “sharp” when 
the thermometer registers 30° below zero. But 
} the snow and the cold do not bother Joe very 
} much. Before the weather grows very cold he 
! transfers a big pile of cord wood from the yard 
to the kitchen. In the latter there is an immense 
range. In the parlor is a huge, old-fashioned 
} stove, six feet high and made of boileriroo. It 
will accommodate a log of wood three feet long 
and as big around as a boy. It has a draught like 
a blast_ furnace, and when it gets red hot, as it 
ofien,gioes under Joe’s Winter management, it 
melts the snow lying within three feet of that 
side of the house. 

immediatoly after the first fall of snow Joe 
takes a shovel and piles the snow up around 
the house to a height of three fect, or up to 
the windowsills of the ground floor, This is a 
precaution against draughts, and if it weren’t 
taken the blizzards that occasionally sweep 
through the Herepis Valley would crawl under 
the house and lift the floor, The snow having 
been banked, the cellar filled with bacon, beef, and 
eggs, which freeze solid and remain frozen until 
thawed by artificial means, the wood supply 
attended to, and a stock of light literature laid 
in, the farmer starts two roaring fires in the 
house, and is then ready for hibernation. On 
very cold and stormy days he sticks to the 
house, eats, reads, and sleeps. When the 
weather moderates he hitches the horse to a 
pung ana drives up to ‘the store.” There he 
meets a number of other farmers and hears the 
gossip of a week, or a month, as the case may 
be. Perhaps they may be talking of ‘getting 
up afrolic.” They all want Joe to attend. Joe 
is a popular man among his neighbors and is 
considered “no slouch” in any domain except 
that of farming. In that they all look upon him 
as “too easy-going.” He is considered’a person 
of some literary attainments, and when they 
organized a debating society last Winter they 
elected Joe President. He resigned when he 
discovered that his presence was needed at 
every meeting of the club, though it met but 
once a week. His reason for resigning was 
that “the job of being President was too much 
like work.” 

His reputation asa joker is very high, and for 
that reason he is in much request at “ ple socia- 
bles.” A “pie sociable’ is one of the noted 
institutions of the Herepis Valiey. People who 
live within 10 miles of the haliin which they 
are heid turn out ina body to eat pies, gossip, 
and enjoy the horse play that is certain to be 
provided for their amusement. Every woman 
who attends must bring a pie or as many pies 
as she chooses, All the pies are handed over to 
the Committee of Arrangements. This com- 
mittes is provided with the name of every per- 
son at the sociable, and against each name they 
put a number. The women’s numbers corre- 
spond with the numbers placed on the pies. The 
latter are seld for 25 cents apiece to the men, 
and the man who buys apie is bound by the 
etiquette of the Herepis Valley to eat the pie 
with the woman whose number it contains. 
Joe obtained his reputation as a joker through his 
connection with several pie sociable committees. 
Kuowing everybody in the neighborhood, he 
knew who were on good terms and who weren’t. 
When he discovered that a certain young woman 
and a certain young man had bhecomé deadly 
enemies he managed matters so that these two 
unfortunate people should be compelled to eat 
the same pie. The young man, upon discover- 
ing the identity of his ple partner, invariably 
kicked, but to no purpose. He must either eat 
that pie with his special female foe or he must 
leave the hall. He generally concluded to eat 
pie. The couple, in such a case, always begin 
operations by glaring at each other. As every- 
body in the hall has been carefully informed 
that they are enemies, their looks and actions 
are closely watched, and they afford universal 
and loud-voiced amusement to the entire as- 
semblage. Whena pie sociable is at its height 
Joe feels that life is worth livimg. 

During the Winter the Governor is never 
troubled except by leviés for small creature 
comforts. These having been provided by the 
railroad thatruns within a couple of hundred 
yards of the house and cuts thefarm into halves, 
nothing more is heard from Joe until the arrival 
of gentie Spring. Then aroaring torrent that 
in Summer gurgles in the mildest way down the 
mountain side having brought down the small 
quantity of firewood cut during the Winter, Joe 
is ready for another campaign. He writes a 
long letter to the Governor, andinit expatiates 
upon the improvements he intends te make 
during the coming season, predicts a prosperous 
year for farmers, and winds up with g request 
fora loan of $50 “for absolute necessaries.” 
This leads to a long correspondence. The Goy- 
ernor begins by refusing in a most flat-footed 
way to spend another dollar on that infernal 
farm, and ends by investing twice as much as 
Joe had the courage to ask for. 

Is Joe ever burdened with a sense that he is 
not holding his end up? Certainly not. Such 
anidea never creeps into his head. He is en- 
tirely satisfied. that no farmer in the universe 
cau give him points on farming. Then why 
hasn’t he made it pay? one of his more pros- 
perous brothers will ask. Joe will promptiy 
furnish a dozen reasons, any one of which, he 
asserts, lets him out. He is wrong, of course, 
but to convince him that he is so isimpossible; 
to attempt to do so is foolish. Heis a curiosity, 
but an expensive one—for the Governor. 


THE DEPARIMENT OF JUSTICE. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL GARLAND’S 


NUAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The annual report of 
Attorney-General Garland was transmitted to Con- 
egress to-day. It gives a full account of the business 
of the Department of Justice during the last fiscal 
year, together with statistics of crime against the 
United States. The number of ordinary suits now 
pending in the Court of Claims is 1,110, involving 
the sum of $13,250,000. The number of casea filed 
under the Bowman Act is 1,819, involving about 
$80,000,000. The petitions filed in French spolia- 
tion cases number 5,560, representing 2,386 vessels 
and about $30,000,000. The amount reported in 
favor of claimants in 81 of these cases passed 
tpon -is about $425,000, varying in sums from 
$66 40 to $45,318 66. During the fiscal year 1,777 
civil suits were terminated. In922 of these judg- 
ments were for the United States, in 102 for the de- 
fendants, and 703 were either nol pros. dismissed, 
or discontinued. The aggregate amount of judg. 
ments rendered in favor of the United States in civil 
suits during the last year was $1,651,250, and the 
amount actually collected on these judgments was 
$152,558, while $19,678 was obtained during tho 
year on judgments rendered in former years for the 
UD nited States, and $240,229 was otherwise realized 
in civil suits. 

In a chapter in regard to the confinement and 
treatment of United States prisoners, the Attorney- 
General says he is now more than ever convinced of 
the absolute need of a Government penitentiary and 
reformatory. He says that the cost of conducting a 
Government penitentiary will not bo greater event- 
ually than the cost of subsisting the prisoners in 
the various penitentiaries throughout the country 
will be. He advocates the appointment of a com- 
mission to inquire into the advisability of building 
Government penitentiaries anda reformatory. The 
United States should have model prisons and re- 
formatories of its own in which to confine its crim- 
inals and in which provisions could be made tor the 
employment of the inmates at some suitable indus- 
tries ona system of labor which would not violate 
the recent act of Congress nor be inconsistent with 
the laws passed by the several States and the pre- 
vailing opinions relative to the subject of contract 
labor. 

The Attorney-General urges an appropriation for 
the erection on the ground adjacent to the Depart- 
ment of Justice of a suitable building for the accom- 
modation of the Supreme Court and other courts 
and commissions of the United States. Healso asks 
that in order to complete the list of the galleries of 
men who have been conspicuous in the public serv- 
ice that Congress provide for turnishing portraits of 
the Judges of the Supreme Court to adorn the cham- 
bers of that court, Attention is also invited to the ne- 
cessity of extending the jurisdiction of the Federal 
Courts to crimes committed upon American ves- 
sels navigating the great lakes and _ their 
connecting waters, Uongress is urged to 
define more particularly the jurisdiction 
of Commissioners of Circnit Courts and 
also to take soma action for the settlement of out- 
standing claims of witnesses and jurors for services 
during and prior to the year 1885. The Attorney- 
Geucral says that increased expense in the service 
of processes has been the experience of the depart- 
ment since the passage of the [Inter-State Commerce 
bill, Prior to the passage of that bill Marshals were 
furnished with free transportation over various 

ines of railway while in the service of process. 
Since that date, however, no free transportation has 
been furnished, and the railroads charge a mileage

The Attorney-General urges a reorganization of 
the Departmeut of Justice in accordance with the 
increased amount and important character of its 
business, and in closing his report devotes a chap- 
ter to theftonsiceration of the French Spoliation act, 
in regard to which he says: “In order that the de- 
mauds of justice may be satisfactorily met the an- 
tiguity of the transactions, the difficulty of the ques- 
tious involved, and the magnitude of the amounts 
demanded, suggest the necessity of vigilant, ex- 
haustive, judicial investigation. I therefore rec- 
ommend the passage of an act amendatory of 
the act of the 80th of January, 1885. which 
shall confer authority upon ‘the Court. of 
Claims to render judgment in the cases 
provided for by the act instead of reporting their 
conclusions to Congress as now required to do. and 
to granv to either party, the Government or claim- 
ant, the right of appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States from the decision of the Court of 
Claims on suits filed under the act of 1885. Itis not 
probable that either the Government or claimant 
will find it necessary to resort to appeals in more 


than a few Cases,'as in them the questions of novelty 


and difficulty arising in this class of cases would be 


adjudicated, butas the law now stands no appeal | 


can be taken by either party.”

THE ROW AMONG THEBOSSES 


4 BELIEF THAT IT WILL ALL 
END IN SMOKE. 

@M@KRANE AND FERGUSON TOO STRONG 
TO BE EXPELLED—DISAFFECTION 
IN THE YOUNG MEN’S CLUB. 

The Democratic politicians who loiter 
about the Brooklyn City Hall laughed heartily 
yesterday over the charges of treachery pre- 
‘erred against John Y. McKane and Cornelius 
J. Ferguson, at the meeting of the General 
Committee on Monday nicht. They prophesied 
that the whole thing would end in smoke or 
at most in a mild lecture to the two delinquents, 
followed bya hearty handshaking all around 
and profuse congratulations over the ‘renewed 
harmony” in the party. 

“The fact of the matter is,” said one of the 
members of the Discipline Committee, to which 
the charges against McKane and Ferguson have 
been referred, “the party can’t get along 
without McKane and Ferguson. They are hard 
workers, and undoubtedly control the votes of 
their towns. For that reason, even if he was ex- 
pelled from his own association, MeKane. could 
be re-elected to the Board of Supervisors and 
could defeat any Democrat running for an office 
upon which the residents of the towns voted. If 
it had not been for the plurality given to Quin- 
tara for Supervisor at Large in the towns last 
election day, he would have been beaten out of 


his boots, for in the city proper Fitchie, the 
Republican, was ahead. Then, McKane is 
independent of the party machine and is really 
more of a boss in Gravesend than McLaughlin is 
ia this city. As an opponent, supported by 
Ferguson, old man Stillwell, and atew of the 
old boys who have been pushed aside of late, he 
could make McLaughiin’s life a little uncom- 
tfortable. Of course there are a great many dis- 
appointed politicians over here who would be 
jelighted at having achance to jump on the 
boss, and McKane would undoubtedly make a 

leader for them. It is for these reasons 
that I think theinvestigation wiil be a farce and 
the result a whitewash fur McKane.” Q 

A great many adherents of MeKane and Fergu- 
Sen turned up yesterday, and among them were 
found many men who have been secretly opposed 
to McLaughlin’srule. They seemed to be jubilant 
ever the break between the bosses and were 
Willing to bet that it would terminate in an old- 
tashioned row. They said thatif the charges 
nad not been preferred, McKane and Ferguson 
would have resigned. Their resignations were 
written and given to a inember of the General 
Committee for presentation, but he decided to 
steep them in his pocket rather than let his prin- 
tipals retreat under fire. McKane said yester- 
day that he would fight for all he was worth. 

Another subject which agitated the politicians 
Was the reported row in the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic Club, and the reported retirement ef one- 
fourth of its most prominent members. Ever 
since the diuner given to Gov. Hill by the club 
on Washingtou’s Birthday, at which a letter of 
regret written by Mayor Hewitt was se 
because it referred to the Governor's dema- 
foeiem in his actions toward the leaders of the 

bor movement, there has been a growing dis- 
content among the members of the organization. 
spr of them blamed President Frederick R. 
Lee for the stupidity which advised the suppres- 
sion of the letter, and Mr. Lee afimitted that he 
bad counseled it. Atthe next eleetion the op- 
ponents of Mr. Lee endeavored to defeat his re- 
election, and nominated David A. Booay, but the 
attempt wasa failure. 

The success of Mr. Lee caused apathy among 
his associates, and although the club had a 
splendid opportunity to start a new boom over 
the nomination of A. C. —— for Mayor, it 
really took no ie aggre part the campaign. 
The majority of the members were disinclined 
to work under Mr. Lee. The latest gossip 1n re- 
gard to the club is that the resignations of a 
arge number of membersled by David A. Boody, 
Sidney V. Lowell, Dr. Paul Kretzschmar, and 
others will soon be presented, and that these 
gentlemen will form an opposition club, with 
dr. Boody as President.

WHEAT AND OORN FALLING. 
' “\ The bears had an inning on the Produce 
' ; Exchange yesterday, and before the,day was 
ended had given prices a decided set-back.

down from 951, to 94%, closing very weak.

FULLGRAFF MUST PAY. 

Frank G. Fullgraff, son of Boodle Alder- 
man Fullgraft, was the unsuccessful defendant 
in Judge Nehrbas’s part of the City Court yes- 
terday ih a suit brought by Adolph E. Dick to 
recover a bill for Mra. Fullgraff’s board at Diek’s 
Hotel at Key East, N. J., during the Summers 
of 1883 and 1884. Mr. Dick admitted that Full- 
graff had paid a portion of the bills; but he 
Swore that there was a balance of $39 30 due 
for 1883 and a balance of $117 70 due for 1884 
~$157 in all. Fullgraffdid not deny that Mr. 
Dick’s statement was correct, but he presented 
@ counter-claim of $500, the value of clothing 
and other personal property belonging to him 
aud bis family, which were destroyed when 
Dick’s hotel burned down on Sept. 2, 1884. He 
asserted that the hotel would not have been de- 
stroyed had it been supplied with proper ap- 
pliunces for extinguishing fire, or with tire 
escapes, and that his property would not have 
been lost. The jury took very little stock in 
Fullgraff’s counter-claim, but gave the plaintiff 
® Verdict for $115 25.

And the rale went on to recite that “a report 
in Wall-street,” which “some inguiry tended to 
confirm,’ represented tbat a White House 
stenographer, to whom President Cleveland’s 
message had been dictated, had *‘ sold two copies 
to speculators in New-York,” it being further 
asserted that ‘‘these speculators hud entered 
into extensive transactions in the common stock 
of the New-York, Chicago and St. Louis Rail- 
road, generally known as the Nickel Piate.” It 
Was added that ‘‘the chief house invelved in 
this transaction was an Exchange-place firm,” 
and one broker, ‘“B, H. Preston, on whom a 
Tribune reporter called at alate hour. admitted 
that he knew of the existence in this city, in the 
hands of Wall-street speculators, of at least one 
advance copy of parts ef the message.” Then, 
quoth the 7ribuhe, dropping into a veinof prom- 
ise and meopmens “The fluctuations of the stock 
market wiil be watched with a good deal of in- 
terest to-day to sec if the operations of the men 
who entered into this conspiracy to steal por- 
tions pf the mesage can be traced.” 

Broker B. H. Preston, quoted as admitting 
that he knew that advancecopies of the message 
were in the hands of speculators, is junior mem- 
ber of the Exchange-piace firm of W. 8. Lawson 
& Co. He never “ admitted” any auch thing as 
the Tridune attributes to him. Mr. Preston did, 
hewever, have alittle experience night before 
last which the happy-go-lncky sensationalist 
was able to twist into the shape that was wanted. 
Mr. Preston was preparing to leave his office for 
the day, when a young man wandered in and 
accosted him. The young man had a package of 
paper in his hand. It was the resident's 
message, he said, and would Mr. Preston's firm 
like to buy it? Would Broker Preston take it “as 
a margin” on stock, to be bought forthe young 
man’s account? Broker Preston declined the 
investment, whereat the young man expressed 
much surprise, averring that the 7ribune knew 
that this advance copy was here and had offerea 
$1,000 for the use of it, which the young man 
had promptly declined. Mr. Preston says the 
young man told him that he wasa stenographer, 
with an office in the 7ribune Building. 

There is a horrifying suspicion that the youth 
was really an employe of the Jribune, and the 
visit to Wall-street was but to give color to the 
attempt at sensationalism in that mild journal's 
columns. So far as Mr. Preston had the chance 
to see, the package that the young man clutched 
might have been half of the Jribune’s daily cir- 
culation or any other small wad of paper well 
rolled up. Certainly there 1s a neat thriftiness 
in such a way of creating “‘ news” and getting a 
* beat” on it all at the same time. And ’twas 
80 charmingly inexpensive, too! How much 
above the wasting of $1,000 is to be preferred 
the mystery of an errand boy’s journey to Wall- 
street! And the happiness of those * extensive 
transactions” on Monday in Nickel Plate com- 
mon stock! Not one share was dealt in all day 
long—not one. 

It is hinted that the 7Jribune’s enterprise is to 
be made the éubject of an inquiry by the United 
States District Atturney’s office in this city.

THE SHERIFF'S CURIOUS FLX. 


HE CAN’T PROSECUTE EDITOR SACKETT 
WITHOUT RESIGNING. 

During the last campaign in Hudson 
County, N. J., the Sunday Morning News op- 
posed the election of Robert Davis, tne regular 
Democratic candidate for Sheriff. In aseries of 
articles published during the canvass that paper 
printed a statement to the effect that Mr. 
Davis had been interested in a “dive” at Grand 


and Grove streets. Mr. Davis made each pub- 
lication the basis of a complaint agaiust 
William E. Sackett, the editor of the paper, 
and Sackett was put under $5,250 bafl to await 
the action of the Grand Jury. Davis was de- 
clared elected, and a few days ago he drew a 
Grand Jury, before which his complaints against 
Sackett were to be sent. The Grand Jurors, led 
by Col. Edwin A. Stevens of Hoboken, marched 
into Judge Knuapp’s court room, in Jersey City, 
yesterday morning to besworn. Messrs. Dick- 
inson and Thowpson, Sackett's counsel, in the 
meanwhile appeared before Judge Knapp in his 
chambers, and gave notice of an intention to 
challenge the whole array of Grand Jurors be- 
fore they were sworn. The ground of the chal- 
lenge was that Sheriff Davis could not select a 
Grand Jury to consider his own complaints 
against Sackett or any one else. 

Judge Knapp took the view that insistence on 
such a chalienge would prevent the Grand 
Jurors from being sworn and make it necessary 
for him to dismiss them fer the term. The 
wheels of justice would thus be blocked, and a 
jail full of criminals with others on bail could 
not be brought to the bar. He hoped that some- 
thing might be done to prevent such a disaster. 
Prosecutor Winficid suggested that the lawyers 
might consent to have the Grand Jurors sworn, 
on a stipulation that the complaints against 
Sackett should not be presecuied before them. 
The Grand Jurors were sworn on that stipula- 
tion. Davis may prosecute his compiaints for 
two years, when their prosecution will be barred 
by the Statute of Limitations, 

The challenge may be made as to any future 
Grand Juries the Sheriff may select for two 
years, and probably will be. The law contem- 
plates the sejection of Grand Juries by, the 
Sheriff alone, and it is possible for the challenge, 
ifit be made as to future Grand Juries, te make 
criminal proseeutions impossible after the pres- 
ent term for nearly two years, It is the first 
time in the history of New-Jersey jurisprudence 
that such achallenge has been interposed, and 
the points raised are new ones. 

In his charge to the Grand Jurors, Judge Knapp 
especially instructed them to present the Sun- 
day liquor sellers,of whom he said there are 
more than 1,000 in Jersey City alone, and the 
pool sellers.

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NATHANIEL BACON, THE REBEL. 

Edward Eggleston read a very interesting 
paper on ‘Nathaniel Bacon, the Rebel,” before 
the New-York Historical Soeiety last evening, 
telling in graphic language the story of the gal- 
lant and successful stand which his hero made 
against the tyrannies of the avaricious and hypo- 
critical Sir William Barclay, who was Governor 
of Virginia during the period, just 100 years be- 
fore the American revolution. The interest of 
the lecture as narrating a series of thrilling in- 
cidents and depicting the raanners and customs 
of Americans of two ceuturies ago was greatly 
enhanced by the paraliecl which the lecturer 
drew from time to time between the cause 
which Bacon represented and that which tri- 
umphed a century later. At the conclusion of 
the lecture remarks were made by the Rev. Rob- 
ert Laird Collyer and others, and the lecturer 
was accorded # vote of thanks.

THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE 


A STRONG APPEAL FOR A 


REDUCTION OF TAXES. 

fHE TROUBLESOME SURPLUS AND HOW 
TO RETURN if TO THE PEOPLE— 
SOME POPULAR PROTECTION FAL- 
LACI€ES CLEVERLY EXPOSED-—FACTS 
WHICH SHOULD OPEN THE EYES OF 
THE “PROTECTED” FARMER — RE- 
VISION OF THE TARIFF THE ONE 


PARAMOUNT DUTY OF CONGRESS. 
To the Congress of the United States: 


You are confronted at the threshold of 
your legislative duties with a condition of the 
national finances which imperatively demands 
immediate and careful consideration. The 
amount of money annually exacted, through 
the operation of present laws, from the indus- 
tries and necessities of the people largely ex- 
tends the sum necessary to imeet the expenses 
of the Government. When we consider that the 
theory of our uistitutions guarantees to every 
vitizen the full enjoyment or all the fruits of his 
industry and enterprise, with only such deduc- 
tion as may be his share toward the careful and 
economical maintenance of the Government 
which protects him, it is plain that the exac- 
tion of more than this is indefensible extortion 
and a culpable betrayal of American fairness 
and justice, This wrong inflicted upon those 
who bear the burden of national taxation, like 
other wrongs, multiplies a brood of evil conse- 
quences. The public treasury, which should 
only exist as a conduit conveying the people’s 
tribute to its legitimate objects of expenditure, 
becomes a hoarding place for money needlessly 
withdrawn from trade and the people’s use, thus 
trippling our national energies, suspending our 
vountry’s development, preventing investment 
in productive euterprise, threatening financial 
disturbance, and inviting schemes of public 
plunder. 


This condition of our Treasury is not altogether 
new, and it has more than once of late been sub- 
mitted to the people’s representatives in the 
Congress, who alone can apply a remedy. And 
yet the situation still continues, with aggravated 
incidents, more than ever presaging financial 
sonvuision ana widespread disaster. It will 
not do to negiect this situation because its dan- 
gers are not now palpably imminent and appar- 
ent. They exist none the less certainly, and 
await the unforeseen and unexpected eccasion 


when suddenly they will be precipitated upon 
us. 


On the 30th day of June, 1885, the excess of 
revenues ‘over public expenditures after com- 
plying with the annual requirement of the Sink- 
ing Fund act, was $17,859,735 84; during the 
year ended June 30, 1886, such excess 
amounted to $49,405,545 20; and during the 
year ended June 30, 1887, it reached the sum of 
$55,567,849 54. The annual contributions to 
the sinking fund during the three years above 
specified, amounting in the aggregate to $138,- 
058,320 94, and deducted from the surplus as 
stated, were made by calling in for that 
purpose outstanding S per cent. bonds of 
the Government... During the six months 
prior to June 30, 1887, the surplus 
revenue had grown so large by repeated accu- 
mulations, and it was feared the withdrawal of 
this great sum of money needed by the people 
would so affect the business of the country that 
the sum of $79,864,100 of such surplus was 
applied to the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of the 3 per cent. bonds still outstand- 
ing, and which were then payable at the eption 
of the Government. The precarious condition 
of financial affairs among the people still need- 
ing relief, immediately after the 30th day of 
June, 1887, the remainder of the 3 per cent. 
bonds then oustanding, amounting with princi- 
pal and interest to the sum of $18,877,500, 
were called in and applied to the sinking 
fund contribution for the current fiscal year. 
Notwithstanding these operations of the 
Treasury Devartmeut representations of dis- 
tress in business circles not ef continued 
but increased, and absolute peril seemed at 
band. In these circumstances the contribution 
tothe sinking fund for the current fiscal year 
Was at once completed by the expenditure of 
$27,684,283 55in the purchase of Government 
bouds not yet due bearing 4 and 4, per cent. 
interest, the premium paid thereon averaging 
about 24 per cent. forthe former and 8 per cent. 
for the latter. In addition to this the interest 
accruing during the current year upon the out- 
standing bonded indebtedness of the Govern- 
ment was to some extent anticipated, and banks 
selected as depositories of public money were 
permitted to somewhat increase their deposits. 


THE EXECUTIVE POWERLESS, 
While the expedients thus employed, to re- 
lease to the people the money lying idle in the 
Treasury, served to avert immediate danger, 


oursurplus revenues have continued to accumu- 
jate, the excess for the present year amounting 
on the Ist day of December to $55,258,701 19, 
and estimated to reach the sum of $113,000,000 
on the 30th of June next, at which date it is ex- 
pected that this sum, added to prior accumula- 
tions, will swell the surplus in the Treasury to 
$140,060,000. 

There seems to be no assurance that, with 
such a withdrawal from use of the people’s cir- 
culating medium, our business community may 
not in the near future be subjected to the same 
distress whé@h was quite lately produced from 
the same cause, And while the functions of our 
National Treasury should be few and simple 
aud while its best condition would be reached, t 
believe, by its entire disconnection with private 
Lusiness interests, yet when, by a perversion of 
its purposes, it idly holds money uselessly sub- 
tracted from the channels of trade, there seems 
to be reason for the claim that some legitimate 
means should be devised by the Govern- 
ment te restore in an emergency, 
without waste or extravagance, such money 
to its place among the people. If such an emer- 
gency arises, there now exists no clear and un- 
doubted executive power of relief. Heretefore 
the redemption of 3 per cont. bonds, which were 
payable at theeption of the Government, has 
afforded a means for the disbursement of the ex- 
cess of our revenues, but these bonds have all 
been retired, and there are no bonds outstanding 
the payment of which we have tne right to insist 
apon. The contribution to the sinking fund 
which furnishes the occasion for expenditure in 
the purchase of bonds has been already made for 
the current year,so that there is no outlet in 
that direction. 

In the present state of legislation the only 
pretense of any existing executive power to re- 
store, at this time, any part of our surplus reve- 
nues to the people by its expenditure consists 
in the supposition that the Secretary of the 

easury May enter the market and purchase 
the bonds of the Government not yet due ata 
rate of premium to be agreed upon. The only 
sy ormad ot law from which such a power could 

e derived is found in an appropriation bill 
passed a nuinber of years ago, and it is subject 
to the suspicion that it was intended as’ tem- 
porary and limited in its application instead of 
vonterring a continuing discretion and au- 
person» op No condition ought to exist which 
would justify the grant of power toa single 
Official, upon his judgment of its necessity, to 
Withbold from or release to the business of the 

eople, in an unusual manner, money held in the 

Teasury, and thus affect, at his will, the finan- 
tial situation of the country; and if 1t is deemed 
wise to lodge in the Secretary of the Treasury 
the authority in the present juncture to pur- 
chase bonds, itshould be plainly vested, and 
provided, as far as possible, with such checks 
and limitations as will define this official’s right 
and discretion, and at the same time relieve him 
from undue responsibility. 


PLANS TO REDUCE THE SURPLUS. 
In considering the question of purchasing 
bonds as a means of restoring to circulation the 
burplus money accumulating in the Treasury, it 


should be borne in mind that premiums must of 
course be paid upon such purchase, ‘that there 
may be @ large part of these bonds held as in- 
vestments which cannot be purchased at any 
price, and that combinatioas among holders who 
are willing to sell, may unreasonably enhance 
the cost of such bonds to the Government. It 
has been suggested that the present bonded 
debt might be refunded at a less rate of interest, 
and the difference between the old and new se- 
curity paid in cash, thus finding use for the sur- 

lus in the Treasury. The success of this plan, 
tis apparent, must depend upon the volition of 
the holders of the present bonds; and itis not en- 
tirely certain that the inducement which must 
be offered them would result in more financial 
benefit to the Government than the purchase of 
bonds, while the latter proposition would re- 
duce the principal of the debt by actual pay- 
ment, instead of extending it. 

The proposition to deposit the money held by 
the Government in banks throughout the coun- 
try, for use by the people, is, it seems to me, 
exceedingly objectionable in principle, as estab- 
lishing too close a relationship between the 
operations of the Government Treasury and the 
business of the country and too extensive a 
commingling of their money, thus fostering an 
unnatural reliance in private business ypon 
public funds. If this scheme should be adoptea, 
it should only be done as a temporary expedient 
to méet an urgent necessity. Legislative and 
executive effort suoula generally be Im the op- 

osite direction, and should have a tendency to 

vorce, 2s much and as fast as can safely be 
done, the Treasury Department from private 
enterprise. 

Of course it is not expected that unnecessary 
and extravagant appropriations will be made 
for the purpose of avoiding the accumulation of 
@n excess of revenue. Such expenditure, besides 
the demoralization of all just conceptions of 
public duty which it entails, stimulates a habit 
of reckless improvidence not in the least con- 
Bistent with the mission of our people or the 
iee se beneficent purposes of our Govern- 

e 


, LThave deemed it my auty'to thus bring to the 


knowledge of my countrymen, as well as to the 
attention of their representatives charged with 
the responsibility of legislative relief, the grav- 
ity of our financial situation. The failure of the 
Congress heretofore to provide against the dan- 
gers Which it Was quite evideut the very nature 
of the dificuity must necessarily produce, 
caused a cend:tion of financial distress and ap- 
prehension since your last adjournment which 
taxed to the utinost all the authority aud expe- 
dience within executive control; and these ap- 
pear now to be exhausted. If disaster results 
from the continued inaction of Congress the re- 
sponsibility must rest where it belongs. 
A TAX-RIDDEN NATION, 

Though the situation thus far considered is 
fraught with danger which should be fully real- 
ized, and though it presents features of wrong 
to the people as well as peril to the country, it 
is but a result growing out of a perfectly palpa- 
ble and apparent cause, constantly reproducing 
the same alarming circumstances—a congested 
National Treasury and adepleted monetary con- 
dition in the business of the country. It need 
hardly be stated that while the present situation 
demands a remedy, we can only be saved from 
a like predicament in the future by the re- 
moval of its cause. Our scheme of taxation, 
by means of which this needless surplus is 
taken from the people and put into the public 
Treasury, consists of a tariff or duty levied upon 
importations from abroad, and internal revenue 
taxes levied upon the consumption of tobacco 
and spirituous and malt liquors. it must be 
conceded that noue of the things subject to in- 
ternal revenue taxatiou are, strictly speaking, 
necessaries; thereappears to be no just com- 
plaint of this taxation by the consumers of 
these articles, and there seems to be nothing so 
well able to bear the burden without hardship 
to any portion of the people. 

But our present tariff laws, the vicious, ineq- 
uitable, and illogical source of unnecessary tax- 
ation, ought to be at once revised and amended. 
These laws, as their primary and plain effect, 
raise the price to consumers of all articles im- 
ported and subject to duty by precisely the sum 
paid for such duties. Thus the amount of the 
duty measures the tax paid by those who pur- 
chase for use these imported articles. Many of 
these things, however, are raised or manufact- 
uredin our own country, and the duties now 
levied upon foreign goods and products are 
called protection to these home manufactures, 
because they render it possible for those of our 
people who are manufacturers to make these 
taxed articles and sell them for a price equal to 
that demanded for the imported goods that 
have paid customs duty. So it happens 
that while comparatively a few use the im- 
ported articles, millions of our people, who 
never use and never saw anyof the foreign 
products purchase and use things of the same 
kind made in this country, and pay therefore 
nearly or quite the same enhanced price which 
the duty adds tothe imported articles. Those 
who buy imports pay the duty charged thereon 
into the public treasury, but the great majority 
of our citizens, who buy domestic articles of the 
same class, pay 2 sum at least approximately 
equal to this duty to the home manufacturer. 
This reference to the operation of our tariff laws 
is not made by way of instruction, but in order 
that we may be constantly reminded of the 
manner in whichthey impose a burden upon 
those who consume domestic products as well 
as those who consume imported articles, and 
thus create a tax upon all our people. 

It is net proposed to entirely reheve the coun- 
try of this taxation. It must be extensively con- 
tinued as the source of the Government's in- 
come; and in a readjustment of our tariff the 
interests of American labor engaged in manu- 
facture should be carefully considered, as well 
as the* preservation of our manufacturers. It 
may be called protection or by any other name, 
but relief from the hardships and dangers of our 
present tariff laws should be devised with espe- 
cial precaution against imperiling the existence 
of our manufacturing interests. But this ex- 
istence should not mean a condition which, 
without regard te the public welfare or a na- 
tional exigency, must always insure the realiza- 
tion of immense profits instead of moderately 
profitable returns. As the .volume and diver- 
sity of our national activities increase new re- 
cruits are added to those who desire a continua- 
tion of the advantages which they conceive the 
present system of tarifftaxation directly affords 
them. So stubbornly have all eiforts to reform 
the present condition been resisted by those of 
our fellow-citizens thus engaged that they can 
hardly complain of the suspicion, entertained to 
a certain extent, that there exists an organized 
combination all along the line to maintain their 
aduantage. 


SOME “ PROTECTION” FALLACIES. 

We are in the midst of centennial celebrations, 
and with becoming pride we rejoice in American 
skill and ingenuity, in American energy and en- 
terprise, and in the wonderful natural advan- 


“tages and resources developed by a century’s 
national growth. Yet when an attempt is made 
to justify a scheme which permits a tax to be 
laid upon every consumer in the land for the 
benefit of our manufacturers quite beyond a 
reasonable demand for governmental regard it 
suits the purposes of advocacy to call our manu- 
factures iniant industries, stili needing the bigh- 
est and greatest degree of favor and fostering 
care that can be wrung from Federal legislation. 

It is also said that the increase in the price of 
domestic manufactures resulting from the 
present tariff is necessary in order that higher 
Wages may be paid to our workingmen eim- 
ployed in manufactories than are paid for 
What is called the pauper labor of Europe. All 
will acknowledge the force of an argument 
which involves the welfare and liberal compen- 
sation of our laboring people. Our labor is 
honorable in the eyes of every American 
citizen; and, as itiies at the foundation of our 
development and progress, it is entitiéd, with- 
out affectation or hypocrisy, to the utmost re- 
gard. The standard of our laborers’ life should 
not be measured by that of any other country 
less favored, and they are entitled to their full 
share of all our advantages. By the last 
census it is made to appear that of the 
17,392,099 of our population engaged in 
all kinas of industries 7.670,493 are em- 
ployed in agriculture, 4,074,238 in profes- 
sional and personal service, (2,934,876 of whom 
are domestic servants and laborers,) while 
1,810,256 are employed in trade and transporta- 
tion and 3,837,112 are classed as employed in 
manutacturing and mining. For present pur- 
poses, however, the last number given should 
be considerably reduced. Without attempting 
to enumerate allit will be conceded that there 
should be deducted from those which it includes 
375,143 carpenters and joiners, 285,401 milh- 
ners, dressmakers, and seamstresses; 172,726 
blacksmiths, 133,756 tailors and talloresses, 
102,473 masons, 76,241 butchers, 41,309 bak- 
ers, 22,083 piasterers, and 4,891 enguged in 
manufacturing agriculturalimplements, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to 1,214,023, leaving 2,623,- 
O89 persons employed in such manufacturing 
industries as are claimed to be benefited by a 
high tariff. 

To these the appeal is made to save their em- 
ployment and maintain their wages by resisting 
a change. There should be no disposition to 
answer such suggestions by the allegation that 
they are in a minority among those who labor, 
and therefore should forego an advantage in 
the interest of low prices for the majority; their 
compensation, as it may be affected by the oper- 
ation of tariff laws, should at all times be acrup- 
ulously kept in view; and yet witn slight re- 
flection they will not overlook the fact that they 
are consumers with the rest; that they. too, 
have their own wants ana those of their fami- 
lies to supply from their earnings, and that the 
price of the necessaries of life, as well as the 
amount of their wages, will regulate the meas- 
ure of their welfare and comfort. 


HOW THE “* PROTECTION” WORKS. 

But the reduction of taxation demanded 
should be so measured as not to necessitate or 
justify either the loss of employment by the 
working man or the lessening of his wages, and 
the profits still remaining to the manufacturer, 


after a necessarf readjustment, should furnish 
no excuse for the sacrifice of the interests of 
his employes either in their opportunity to work 
or in the diminution of their compensation. 
Nor can the worker in manufactures fail to un- 
derstand that while a high tariff is claimed to be 
necessary to allow the payment of remunera- 
tive wages, it certainly results in a very large 
increase in the price of nearly all sorts of manu- 
factures, which, in almost countless forms, he 
neeas for the use of himself and hisfamily. He 
receives at the desk of his employer his wages, 
and perbaps before he reaches his home is 
obliged, in a purchase for family use of on arti- 
cle which embraces his own labor, to return in 
the payment of the increase in price which the 
tariff permits, the hard-earned compensation of 
many days of toil. 

The farmer and the agriculturist who manu- 
facture nothing, but who pay the increased price 
which the tariff imposes, upon every agricultural 
implement, upon all he wears and upon all he 
uses und owns, except the increase of his flocks 
and herds, and such things as his husbandry pro- 
duces trom the soil, is invited to aid in maintain- 
ing the present situation; and he is told thata 
high duty on imported wool is necessary for the 
benefit of those who have sheep to shear, in 
order that the price of their wool may be in- 
creased. They of course are not reminded that 
the farmer who has no sheep is by this scheme 
obliged, in his purchases of clothing and woolen 
goods, to pay a tribute to his fellow-farmer as 
well as to the manufacturer and merchant; nor 
is any mention made of the fact that the sheep 
owners themselves, and their househelds, must 
wear clothing and use other articles nanufact- 
ured from the wool they sel! at tariff prices, 
and thus as consumers must return their share of 
this increased price to the tradesman. 

I think it may be fairly assumed that a large 
proportion of the sheep owned by the farmers 
throughout the country are found in small flocks 
nambering trom 25 te 50. The duty on the 
grade of imported wool which these sheep yield 
is 10 cents each pound if of the value of 30 cents 
or less, and 12 cents if of the value of more than 
30 cents. If the liberal estimate of six pounds 
be allowed for each fleece, the duty thereon 
would be 60 or 72 cents, and this niay be taken 
as the utmost enhancement of its price tothe 
farmer by reason of this duty. Eighteen dollars 
would thus represent the increased price of the 
wool from 25 sheep and $36 that from the 
wool of 50 sheep; and at present values this ad- 
dition would amount to about one-third of its 
price. If upon its sale the farmer receives this 
or a less tariff profit, the wool leaves his hands 
charged with precisely that sum, which in all its 
changes wiil adhere to it until it reaches the 
consumer. When manufactured into cloth and 
other goods and material for use its cost is not 
only increased to the extent of the farmer's 
tariff point, but a furthersum has been added for 
the beuefit of the manufacturer under the opera- 
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tion of other tariff laws. In the meantime the 
day arrives when the fariner finds it necessary to 
pee woolen goods and material tu clothe 

imself and family for the Winter. When he 
faces the tradesman for that purpose he discov- 
ers that heis obliged not only to returnin the 
way of increased prices his tariff profit on the 


| wool he sold, and which then perhaps lies before 
| him in manufactured form, bub Liut lie tunst add 


a considerable sum thereto to meet a turther in- 
crease in cost caused by a tariff duty on the 
manufacture, Thus in the end he is aroused to 
the fact that he has paid upon a inoderate pur- 
chase, as a result of the tariff scheme, which, 
when he sold his wool seemed so profitable, an 
increase in price more than sufficient to sweep 
away all the tariff profit he received upon the 
wool he produced and sold. 

When the number of farmers engaged in wool 
raising is compared with all the farmersin the 
country, and the small proportion they bear to 
our population is considered; when it is made 
apparent that,in the case of a large part of 
those who own sheep, the benefit of the present 
tariff on wool is illusory; and, above all, when it 
must be conceded that the increase of the cost 
of living caused by such tariff becomes a bur- 
den upon those with moderate means and the 
poor, the employed and unemployed, the sick 
and well, and the young and old, and that it 
constitutes a tax which, with relentless grasp, 
is fastened upon ths clothing ofevery man, 
woman, and childin the land, reasons are sug- 
gested why the removal or reduction of this 
duty should be included in a revision of our 
tariff laws. 


EFFECT OF THE ‘TRUST’ SCHEMES. 
In speaking of the increased cost to the con- 
sumer of our home manufactures, resulting from 
a duty laid upon imported articles of the same 


description, the fact is not overlooked that com- 
petition among our domestic producers some- 
times has the effect of keeping the price of their 
products below the highest limit allowed by 
such duty. But it is notorious that this com- 
petition is too often strangled by combinations 
quite prevalent at this time and frequently 
called trusts, which have for their object the 
regulation of the supply and price of commodi- 
ties made and sold by members of the combina- 
tion. The people can hardly hope for any con- 
sideration in the operation of these selfish 
schemes. If, however, in the absence of such 
combination, a healthy and free competition re- 
duces the price of any particular dutiable article 
of home production below the limit which it 
might otherwise reach under our tariff laws, and 
if, with such reduced price, its manufacture con- 
tinues to thrive, it is entirely evident that one 
thing has been discovered which should be eare- 
fully scrutinized in an effort to reduce taxation. 

The necessity of combination to maintain the 
price of any Commodity to the tariff point tur- 
nishes proof that some one is willing to accept 
lower prices for such commodity, and that such 
prices are remunerative, and lower prices pro- 
duced by competition prove the same thing. 
Thus, where either of these conditions exist, a 
case would seem to be presented for an easy re- 
duction of taxation. 

The considerations which have been presented 
touching our tariff laws are intended only 
to enforce an earnest recémmendation 
that the surplus revenues of the Gov- 
ernment be prevented by the  reauc- 
tion of our customs duties, and, at the same 
time, to emphasize a suggestion that in accom- 
plishing this purpose we may discharge a double 
duty to our people by granting to them a meas- 
ure of relief from tariff taxation in quarters 


,Where it is most needed and from sources where 


itean be most fairly and justly accorded. Nor 
can the presentation made of such considera- 
tions be, with any degree of fairness, re- 
garded as evidence of unfriendliness 
toward our manufacturing interests, or 
of any lack ot appreeiation of their 
value and importance. These interests consti- 
tute a leading and most substantial element of 
our national greatness and furnish the proud 
proof of our country’s progress. But if in the 
emergency that presses upon us our manu- 
facturers are asked to surrender something for 
the public good and to avert disaster, their 
patriotism, as well as a grateful recognition of 
advantages already afforded, showd lead them 
to willing co-operation. No demand is made 
that they shall forego all the benefits of 
governmental regard; but they cannot fail 
to be admonished of their duty, as 
well as their enlightened self-interest and 
safety, when they are reminded of the fact that 
tinancial panic and collapse, to which the pres- 
ent condition tends, afford no greater shelter or 
pretection to our manufactures than to our 
other important enterprises. Opportunity for 
safe, careful, and deliberate reform is now of- 
fered; and none of us should be unmindful of a 
time when an abused and irritated people, heed- 
less of those who have resisted timely and rea- 
sonable relief, may insist upon a radical and 
sweeping rectification of their wrongs. 


DIFFICULTIES OF TARIFF, REVISION. 
The difficulty attending a wise and fair revision 
of our tariff laws is not underestimated. It will 
require on the part of the Congress great labor 


and care, and especially a broad and national 
contemplation of the subject, and a patriotic 
disregard of such local and selfish claims as are 
unreasonable and reckless of the welfare of the 
entire country. Under our present laws more 
than 4,000 articles are subject to duty... Many 
of these do not in any way compete with our 
owh manufactures, and many are hardly worth 
attention as subjects of revenue. A considera- 
ble reduction can be made in the aggregate by 
adding them to the free list. The taxation of 
luxuries presents no features of bardsbip, but 
the necessaries of life used and consumed by all 
the people, the duty upon which adds to the cost 
of living in every home, should be greatly 
cheapened. 

The radical reduction of the duties imposed 
upon raw material used in manufactures, or its 
free importation, is, of course, an important 
factor in any effort to reduce the price of these 
necessaries; it would not only relieve them from 
the increased cost caused by the tariff on such 
material, but the manufactured product being 
thus cheapened, that part of the tariff now laid 
upon suck product, as a compensation to our 
manufacturers for the present price of raw ma- 
terial, could be accordingly modified. Such re- 
duction, or free importation, would serve beside 
to largely reduce the revenue, It is notapparent 
how such @ change can have any injurious effect 
upon our manufactyrers. ,On the contrary, it 
would appear to give them a better chance in 
foreign markets with the manufacturers of 
other countries, who cheapen their wares by 
free material. Thus our people might have the 
epportunity of extending theirsales beyond the 
limits of home consumption—saving them from 
the depression, interruption in business, and 
loss caused bya gintted domestic market, and 
affording their employes more certain and 
steady labor, with its resulting quiet and con- 
tentment. 

The question thus imperatively presented for 
solution should be approached in a spirit higher 
than partisanship and considered in the light of 
that regard tor patriotic duty which should char- 
acterize the action of those intrusted with the 
weal of a confiding people. But the obligation 
to declared party policy and principle is not 
wanting’ to urge prompt and effective action. 
Both of the great political parties now repre- 
sented in the Government have, by repeated and 
authoritative declarations, condemned the con- 
dition of our laws which permit the collection 
from the people of unnecessary revenue, and 
have, in the most solemn manner, promised its 
correetion; and neither as citizens nor partisans 
are our countrymen in a mood to condone the 
deliberate violation of these pledges. 

Our progress toward a wise conclusion will not 
be improved by dwelling upon the theories of 
protection and free trade. This savors too much 
of bandying epithets. It is a condition which 
confronts us—not a theory. Relief from this 
condition may involve a slight reduction of the 
advantages which we award our home produc- 
tions, but the entire withdrawal of such advan- 
tages should not be contemplated. The question 
of free trade is absolutely irrelevant, and the 
persistent claim made in certain quarters that 
all efforts to relieve the people from unjust ana 
unnecessary taxation are schemes of so-called 
free traders is mischievous and far removed 
from any consideration for the publie good. 


THE PLAIN DUTY OF CONGRESS. 
The simple and plain duty which we owe the 
people is to reduce taxation to the necessary 


expenses of an economical operation of the 
Government, and to restore to the business of 
the country the money which we holdin the 
Treasury through the perversian of govern- 
mental powers. These things can and should be 
done with safety to all our industries, without 
danger to the opportunity for remunerative 
labor which our workingmen need, and with 
benefit to them and all our people, by cheapen- 
ing their means of subsistence and iucreasing 
the measure of their comforts. 

The Constitution provides that the President 
“shall, from time to time, give to the Congress 
information of the state of the Union.” It has 
been the custom of the Executive, in compliance 
with this provision, to annually exhibit 
to the Congress, at the opening of its ses- 
sion, the general condition of the eoun- 
try, and to detail, with some _ particularity, 
the operations of the different Executive De- 
partments. It would be especially agreeable to 
follow this course atthe present time, and to 
call attention to the vaiuable accomplishments 
of these departments Uuring the last liseal year. 
Bat [amso much impressed with the paramount 
importance of the subject to which this commu- 
nication has thus far been devoted that I shall 
forego the addition of any other topic, and only 
urge upon your immediate consideration the 
“state of the Union” as shown in the present 
condition of our Treasury and our general fiscal 
situation, upon which every element of our safe- 
ty and prosperity depends. 

The reports of the heads of departments, which 
will be submitted, contain full and explicit in- 
formation touching the transaction of the busi- 
ness intrusted to them, and such recommenda- 
tions relating to legislation in the public interest 
as they deem advisable. I ask for these reports 
and recommendations the deliberate examina- 
tion and action of the legislative branch of the 
Government, 

There are other subjects not embraced in the 
departmental reports demanding legislative con- 
sideration and which I should be glad to submit. 
Some of them, however, bave been earnestly 
presented in previous messages, and, as to 
them, I beg leave to repeat prior recommenda- 
tious, 

As the law makes no provision for any report 
from the Department of State, a brief history of 
the transactions of that important department, 
together with other matters which it may here- 
after be deemed essential to commend to the at- 
tention of the Congress, may furnish the occa- 
sion for a future communication.

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OUR WAR ESTABLISHMENT | 


SHORETARY ENDICOTIVS 
NUAL REPORT, 
INCREASED ESTIMATES ON ACCOUNT 
OF PUBLIC WORKS — SUGGESTION 
FOR IMPROVING THY ARMY. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The annual report 
of the Secretary of War, transmitted to Con- 
gress to-day, shows that the expenditures made 
by the department during the last fiscal year 
amounted to $41,886,165. The estimates for 
the next fiscal year aggregate $53,338,719, 
against an appropriation for the current year 
of $31,055,302. ‘The increase is caused by the 
incorporation of an estimate of $22,339,151 for 
public works, including river and harbor im- 
provements, The expenditures on this ac- 
count for the current year amount to only 
$1,308,409. There is also an increase of about 
$1,500,000 in the estimate for the wil 
itary establishment, army, aud Military 
Academy. The Secretary says: ‘The esti- 
mates 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1889, are con- 
siderably less than the appropriation for the 
current year. The entire amount is required 
and necessary for the proper administration of 
the department. The estimates for the military 
establishment are based upon the actual re- 
quirements of the service. During recent years, 
the appropriation for-transportation of the army 
has been inadequate to meet the cost of trans- 
porting the army, and the failure to appropriate 
funds for that service has cansed much em- 
barrassment and greatly increased the labor in 
settling such accounts. The estimates for forti- 
ficatione and other public works, and for the 
usual miscellaneous objects uuder the War De- 
partment, are based upon the needs of the serv- 
ice, The estimates for improving rivers and 
harbors represent the probable cost of such im- 
provements if approved by Congress.” 

The report says that the buildings, fortifica- 
tions, public works, and grounds in the Division 
of the Atlantic are everywhere in need of repair 
or reconstruction. On the entire Atlantic and 
Gulf coast line of 2,870 miles, and the Northern 
frontier of 2,530 miles, the sole armament is 
142 rifled guns, of which 116 are obsolete and of 
very low power. Even the few serviceable 
rifled guns that are mounted are of little value. 
Some of them are mounted on old carriages and 
all are without adequate protection. The Secre- 
tary refers to Gen. Schofleld's recommendations 
that at least one 8-inch muzzle-loading gnn with 
appliances for target practice, and one or more 
of the new breech-loading guns and mortars, be 
furnished to each artillery post with a view to 
improvement of the artillery instruction. He 
says, however, that the department is unable to 
comply with the request, as we have no guns 
suitable for such target practice and 
technical instraction. This division is gar- 
risoned mainly by artillery, four-fifths of 
the officers and men of that arm being stationed 
within its limits. In no branch of the service 
aie technical instruction and daily experiments 
and practice in the use of its weapons more de- 
manded thanin the artillery. Infantry can be 
rapidly organized and soon made serviceable; 
but the tramed and well-instructed artillery 
soldier, whether officer or enlisted man, is only 
obtained by long and patient work. It is 
earnestly hoped thatif guns cannot be had for 
fortifications, appropriations can be made for 
the purchase or manufacture of enough guns 
to employ the artillery and fit them for any 
emergency. The light batteries in this division 
are said te bein good condition. Itis probable 
that new 3.2-inch steel B. L. rifled guns, with 
proper carriages, will be put in their hands dur- 
ing the coming season. A concentration of these 
batteries may be made at Fort Niagara, New- 
York, which affords better facilities for their 
work than any other place in the division, when 
that post can be prepared for their reception. 

Touching Geronimo and his fellow-captives 
now confined at Port Pickens and Mount Ver- 
non Barracks, the report says that they are con- 
tented, perform) their work with alacrity, and 
thus far their conduct has been excellent. At 
this time it is a difficult matter to find for them 
a permanent home; for many reasons it is im- 
possible to return them to Arizona; under ex- 
isting laws they cannot be taken to the Indian 
Territory; and in the Northern reservations the 
climate is too cold for them. Pending a fina! 
decision they can remain where they are in 
comfort and safety. x 

In the division of the Missouri during the past 
year it has been necessary to patrol the Okla- 
homa country jn the Indian Territory to keep 
out intruders aud to protect the Indian reserva- 
tions, A considerabie body of troops has been 
constantly engaged on this duty, ani there have 
been no serious disturbances. 
included in the report of thedifticulty that arose 
in August last in Colorado between the State 
authorities and Colorow's band of Utes, and itis 
said that some efforts should certainly be made 
for the restitution of their property to the 
Indians. 

The Secretary strongly approves of the recotn- 
mendation contained in Gen. Sheridan's report 
touching the extension of all possibie aid by the 
general Government to the National Guard of 
the different States, and suggesting a system of 
national encampments for State militia at the 
entire expense of the national Government. At- 
tention is called to the fact that the Pacific coast 
isdestitute of fortifications, guns, and arma- 
ment of every description, while San Francisco 
is without a single gun which can be fired with 
safety with present charges of powder and mod- 
ern projectiles. Favorable indorsement is also 
given to the Lieutenant-Generai’s recommenda- 
tion that the present strength of the army be in- 
creased by 5,000 men, and particular attention 
is called to the importance of an increase of the 
artillery arm of the service and certain changes 
inthe present organization of artillery regi- 
ments. : 

The report says that the results attained in the 
cavalry, artillery, and infantry schools of in 
struction justify the expectations of those who 
established the schools. They afford admirable 
post-graduate courses of study, and it will be 
hecessary, as it is desirable, that every officer 
should take his tour of study, in order that he 
may be fully equipped for his duty. If the 
recommendation that officer should be examined 
for promotion, as proposed in the report of 1886, 
is approved, every officer would have to ad- 
vance to the standard established by the schools 
of his specia) arm. The Secretary trusts that the 
bill introduced in the Senate at the last session 
may be passed by Congress. Touching the 
Military Academy, the Secretary indorses the 
recommedation of the Board of Visitors that the 
educational standard for admission to the acad- 
emy be raised, and that a knowledge of ele- 
mentary algebra and geometry be added to the 
requirements for admission. Thus much valu- 
able time would be saved that might be devoted 
to other studies after entering the academy, and 
the number of discharges annually made for de- 
ficiency would be reduced. 

Of the State militia the report says: ‘‘ In 
compliance with requests from State authori- 
ties, the annual encampments of the militia in 
13 States have been inspected by officers of the 
armny. This system of inspection has great ad- 
vantages, by bringing well-trained and _ in- 
structed soldiers in contact with the militia, 
and gives an opportunity for improvement not 
to be obtained in any other way. The reports 
of the several inspecting officers are ful) of en- 
couragement, friendly criticism, and sugges- 
tions to the militia.” The reports of the in- 
apecting officers of colleges having military de- 
tails show that the students at these colleges 
are interested in drill and discipline and are apt 
and ready pupils, but greater interest would be 
felt and better results obtained if the authori- 
ties of the colleges evinced more sympathy with 
this military branch of education aud gave to 
the officers a seat in the Faculty, and to mili- 
tary instruction a position equal to that of other 
branches of study. 

The Secretary suggests that the number of 
courtmartial trials can be much reduced if pro- 
vision be made for punishment of minor offences 
without summoning a courtmartial, as indicated 
in the annual report of 1886, The Secretary 
reviews the recommendations in regard to the 
enactment of laws for the punishment of civil- 
ian witnesses who refuse to testify, for authori- 
ty to secure the assistance of civilians and 
police officers in arresting and holding deserters, 
and for revision of the articles of war, which 
have remained substantially unaltered, while in 
England and elsewhere military codes bave 
been modified in accordance with the require- 
ments of modera times, The Secretary hopes 
to submit for the cousideration of the proper 
committee of Congress some drafts of en- 
actments dealing with these amendments of 
the law. He also recommends legislation regu- 
lating and making uniform the punishinents that 
may be inflicted by courts-martial, deflaing the 
application of the Statute of Limitations in cases 
of desertion, and fixing the liability of minors to 
military jurisdiction after enlistment. The Sec- 
retary quotes trom the reportof the Judge-Ad- 
vocate-General, and indorses his recommend- 
ation that commissioned oflicers be zllowed ex- 
tra expenses incurred in the attendance on gen- 
eral courts-martial and retiring boards. 

Reference is made to the great arrears exist- 
ing in the business of the Record and Pension 
Division of the Surgeon-General’s division, and 
it 1s said that repeated efforts by the department 
to secure greater expedition having failed, it 
was deemed necessary to relieve the chief of the 
division and detail another oflicer to bis place, 
which was done early in December; other 
changes were also made in the bureau. In less 
than three months thereafter the great arrear- 
age which existed was entirely reduced, and it 
is nuw generally understood that the work of 
the office is of the first importance, to which per- 
sonal preference and convenience must yield, 
aud it has been clearly demonstrated that a 
large number of cases on hand is not essential 
to the efficient and economical employment of 
the clerks engaged on pension work. 

In reference to the Pay Department of the 
army, the report says: “ There 1s frequent clash- 
ing of authority between the War and Treasury 
Departments in regard to payments directed by 
the former. To the great embarrassinent of the 
disbursing ollicer; gecounts are disallowed, The 
disallowance of payments made by and under 
such authority works great hardship to the dis- 
bursing officer, as ou the one hand he is con- 
freated with a charge of disobedience of orders, 
and on the other with assuming a liability for 
which either he or his sureties will be held pecu- 
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for salaries and contingent expeusese

CHARGED WITH FRAUD.

INDICTMENTS AGAINST 
LEMMEL. 

Jacob Lemmel, the clothing dealer, of 
Broadway and Bleecker-street, who was arrest- 
ed on Monday night, gave bail yesterday im 
#3,000 for trial. There are four indietments 
against him, in each of which he is charged with 
disposing ofhis property with intent to defraud 
his creditors—John F. Plummer & Co., Storey & 
Darling, Henry Newman and Co., and John J. 
Tjams. In one indictment itis charged that on 
Sept. 18 he gave $3,000 to Felix Rosenberg 
without consideration; in another that he as. 
sigued io Rosenberg on Sept. 21a claim against 
Wolf & Baird, of Chicago, amounting to $3,000; 
in another that on Oct. 9 he secreted 479 over- 
coats, worth $10 each, andin the fourth indict- 
ment that he secreted 84 coats, worth $10 each. 

From the statements of witnesses it appears 
that Lemmel is the surviving partner of the firm 
of Grote & Lemwel, which suceeeded the firm of 
Jonas & Lemmel on Nov. 6,1886. Mr. Grote 
died last August. On Oct. 10, 1887, Lemmel 
made an assigninent, without preferences, to A. 
L. Seligman, with liabilities stated at $360,000. 
The assignwent was filed in the County Clerk’s 
office at 3:20 P. M. of that day, and an hour pre- 
vious judgments to the amount of several thou- 
sands of dollars were entered upon complaints 
which were verified on Oct. 10. About Sept. 
15 Lemmel directed his bookkeeper to draw 
drafts on a number cf his debtors, amounting 
to $7,000 in ail, and charge the same upon 
the general cash account as bavirg been paid. 
Then these dehts were assigned to persons un- 
kKuown to the bookkeeper. On Sept. 18 Lemmel 
received $3,000, which also disappeared. There 
were several other transactions of a similar 
character. The expense account of the concern 
was fixed up toshow an aggregate expenditure of 
$18,000, when in reality it was not more than 
$9,000. During the Fall season of 1887 Lemmel 
bought piece goods_to the amount of $10,060 
from different houses, which were sold for cash 
to H. Schlesinger. The greater part of the in- 
debtedness incurred by Lemmel for theseyhas 
not yet been paid. 

Lemmel admitted to his bookkeeper that the 
object of drawing the drafts mentioned and 
charging the amounts to the general cash ac- 
count and then assigning the claims was to pro- 
tect his sister-in-law, Mrs. Adele Seixas, Mrs. 
Pfeiffer, the wife of his foreman, and others, in 
case of an attachment against his property or 
the levying of an execution thereon. The book- 
keeper éstimates that there is $40,000 of Mr. 
Lemel’s property unaccounted for.

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A FORTUNE FOR A MINISTER. 


AN UNDEVELOPED TIN MINE SOLD TO 
CAPITALISTS. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Dee. 6.—The Rev. 
A. J. Van Cleft, Pastor of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church of the neighboring town of Norwich, 
is receiving the congratulations of his friends in 
connection with a financiai windfall from the 
recent saleofa valuable mining property in 
which he was largely interested. Seven years 
ago, while officiating as Presiding Elder of the 
Wyoming (Pennu.) District, and as Pastor of 
the First Methodist Episcopal Church in 


Scranton, an old friend of his, just returned 
trom the Black Hills of Dakota, gave 
him some specimens of tin ores found 
in that quarter. Among the Elder’s associates 
1n the roinistry of the district was an English- 
man, the Rey. William Stevens, who in his youth 
had worked in the tin mines of Cornwall. The Rev. 
Mr. Stevens happened to see the Elder’s Black 
Hillis specimens, and was at once impressed 
with the richness and value of the mine from 
which they were taken. The Elder had so much 
confidences in the Rev. Mr. Stevens’s experience 
and judgment that he sent that gentleman out 
to the Black Hills to prospect fortin ores. The 
result was that Elder Van Cleft and two of his 
friends joined in buying 70 acres of land, on 
which the undeveloped tin mines were situated, 
for $12.000. 

The new owners of the property made no ef- 
fort to develop it, for the reason that they had 
not the means toembarkin digging and smelt- 
ing the ores on a proper scale. The investment 
lay idle until recently, when the attention of 
certain English capitalists was attracted to the 
property, and Capt. John R. Cook, an English 
expert, Was sent over to examine the mines. 
Ais revort to his employers was favorable, and 
they have just purchased the property of the 
Rev. Mr. Van Cleft and his two associates, pay- 
ing $250,000 for it. 


MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


A WEALTHY MAN’S HORRIBLE CRIME—

The cause of the trouble 
is that the population of Minnesota and Dakota 
has increased ina greater proportion than the 
supply of coal. There is plenty of fuel for pres- 
ent needs, and the trouble which pow exists 
may be jaid at the door of the railways. They 
have not been able to carry coalinto the Terri- 
tory fast enough to supply the demand, Inter- 
views with dealers in 8t. Paul and Minneapolis 
develop the fact that there is plenty of hard 
coal on hand, but there 1s already a shortage in 
sott coal. One of the largest dealers said to-day 
that he had not a pound of Dlinois coal on hand, 
and had been unable for a week to obtain any.

CLEARING THE CHANNELS

IMPROVEMENTS IN WATERS 
ABOU NEW-YORK. 
LIEUTL.-COL. M’FARLAND’S ANNUAL RE- 
PORT—COMPLAINING OF DUMPING 
INSIDE SANDY Hook, 

Lient.-Col. Walter McFarland, of the 
United States Engineering Corps, has prepared 
his annual report of the Government improve- 
ments in the waters about New-York. Itisa 
voluminous document, a good many times the 
length of the President’s message. In the first 

*partot his report he takes up the work on Geil- 
ney’s Channel through fandy Hook bar, where, 
-at the close of the fiscal year, June 30, 1886, 
when the contract shoulda have been com pleted, 
only 86,708 cubie yards had been removed, in- 
Stead of tbe 320,000 called for. and the work was 
not completed until early in November, 1886. 
The total amount of material secured waa 
303,869 cubic yards, and an ingreased depth of 
2 feet to 20 fect at mean low water was obtained 
over the entire width of the channel, 900 feet. 
To determine whether the channel would be 
filled up by Winter storms careful surveys were 
made last Spring, which showed that the depth 
had slightly increased. “ This,” says the report, 
‘is a very satisfactory resnit, for it shows con- 
clusively that for eight months, including the 
Stormiest season of the year, the channel has 
maintained the increased depth whicn it had re- 
ceived, and it leads to the belief that the stiil 
‘greater depth which the act of Congress calls 


for may be equally maintained when once se- 
eured.”” 


There was touch trouble in letting the con- * 
tracts for deepening tne Main Ship and Gedney’s 
Channels, but by May, 1887, the contracts for the 
work on both had been let to the Joseph Ed- 
wards Dredging Company at the rate of 28% 
cents a cubie yard. The plant to be used on the 
two channels will consist of three self-propelling 
hydraulic dredges of a daily capacity of 10,000 
cubic yards. After the completion of the work 
in Gedney’s Channel the dredgés will be set at 
work on the Main Ship Channel, the deepening ot 
whith is to be finished by Dec. 1.1888. The in- 
dications are favorable for the work being fin- 


ished in that time. Under the present agree- 
mentitis reported that 700,000 cubic yards of 
material will be removed from Gedney’s Chan- 
neél,and 1,500,000 yards from the Main Ship Chan- 
nel—not much more than half necessary to secure 
a depth of 30 feet at mean low water, with a 
width of 1,000 feet. About 1,800,000 yards will 
be left to be rembved by future contractors. a 
Son which, at 30 centsayard, would cost $540,- 


Col. McFarland calls attention to the damage 
being done the harbor by dumping into it the 
dredgings of docks and slips and the dashes and 
cinders from steam vessels. Lumps and shivala, 
formed in this way, have been found in the 
Byram River, at the mouth of Newtown Creek, 
and on the shoal at the head of Buttermilk Chan- 
nel, and ailover Raritan Bay. In the recent 
deepening of Newtown Creek one-tnird of the 
appropriation had to be applied to the remoral 
of the rubbish. ‘Strange as it may appear,” 
says the report, “thereisnolawof the United 
States uoder which this mischievous practice 
can be stopped or its perpetrators punished.” 
It is doubtfulif much material dredged under 
private contract is ever dumped outside the 
Hook. Itis certain that none of the muterial 
Gredged from the nelghhoring waters slonc the 
New-Jersey shore is ever taken out to sea. It is 
dumped in Newark Bay, the Killa, and Karitan 
Bay. New-Jersey has no law on the subject and 
the New-York law is inadequate, partly because 
of the great difficnity of obtaining proof of tts 
violation and the smail fines sometimes inflicted 
upon convicted otfenders. 

Col. MeFarland recommends a law takine 
away the license of the tug Captain or pilet whe 
permits ‘inside dumping, saying “a penalty of 
this kind seems te be necessary.” The only 
remedy seems to be the infiiction of a fine, one- 
half to go to the informer upon conviction of the 
offender and the recovery of damages for the 
mischief done. 

The amount expended to June 30, 1887, on 
Gedney’s Channel and the harbor was S204,- 
494 63. Appended to this part of the report are 
the communications which passed between the 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce and the 
engineers in reference to the plans to be adopt 
ed for improving the channel. . 

Lieut.-Col. McFarland gives a detailed account 
of the series of improvements at Heli Gate and 
in the East River, where, at the close of the last 
fiscal year, 29,175 tons of rock had been re- 
moved from Flood Rock. The amount remored 
this year was 34,956 tons, ata cost of 87,321 33. 
All the operations of the rear at Hell Gate have 
been under the direction of Lieut: George C. 
Derby. 

To complete the Gowanus Bay channels as 
heretofore proposed, making them 200 feet 
wide and 18 feet deep at low water, wouki re- 
quire $120,000. The work could be mueh,bet- 
ter and more cheaply executed were the 2 
amount made available by one appropriation. 
But these channels ought to be increased now ©; 
to 21 feet at low water and their widths te 400 
feet, while to facilitate the handling of veasels 
in the contracted space near the mouth oF 
Gowanus Creek more room should be gained by 
eutting away the angle on the south side. Saya 
the report: ‘To make these changesin the cham 
nels would involve the removal of 1,345,00€ 
cubic yards of material.” The amount expended 
on these channels upteJune 30 was $72. z 

On Buttermilk Channel dredging $206,453 64 
was expended.
